The contention of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL that 
it is not the business of soldiers or sailors to court 
danger needlessly might, if held at the time by the gen- 
eral body of the Navy, have prevented the tragic duel 
between Commodore Barron and Commodore Decatur at 
Bladensburg, Md., in 1820, in which the latter lost his 
life. Decatur seemed to have been driven into the duel 
by a general misconception in the public mind of the 
connection between the wearers of the national uniform 
and the wanton seeking of danger. In his book, entitled 
“Something of Men I Have Known” (A. C. McClurg 
and Company, Chicago), former Vice President Adlai FE. 
Stevenson emphasizes the fact that Decatur was forced 
into the contest against his will. It will be remembered 
that when Commodore Barron was in command of the 
U.S.S. Chesapeake in 1807 that vessel was attacked and 
forced to surrender some of her crew, alleged to be de- 
serters, by the British frigate Leopard. Barron, though 
historians claim he was only partly to blame for the 
tame submission of his ship, was bitterly attacked 
throughout the country, was tried by court-martial and 
found guilty of “neglecting, on the probability of an en- 
gagement, to clear ship for action.” Smarting under the 
humiliation of the sentence, Barron was bitter in his 
denunciation of all who were in any way concerned in 
what he regarded an act of flagrant injustice to himself. 
Chief among the officers who incurred his displeasure 
was Commodore Decatur. A protracted and at length 
hostile correspondence ensued between the two, resulting 
in a challenge from Barron, although Decatur had re- 
peatedly declared he bore no personal hostility toward 
Barron. Before going to the fatal field he told his 
friend, William Wirt, then Attorney General of the 
United States, that he did not wish to meet Barron, Mr. 
Wirt has left a record of his conversation with Decatur, 
in which the latter announced his hostility to the practice 
of dueling, but said he was controlled by the ‘“omnip- 
otence of public sentiment.” “Fighting,” said Decatur, 
“is my profession, and it would be impossible for me to 
keep my station and preserve my respectability without 
showing myself ready at all times to answer the call of 
anyone who bore the name of gentleman.” 


It is unfortunate that the opinion of Washington was 
not the controlling sentiment of the country at the time 
of the Barron-Decatur controversy. Then the Navy might 
have been spared the loss of one of its finest spirits. 
But for the counsel of Washington, the Revolutionary 
cause might have been deprived of the services of an 
officer whom it could ill afford to lose, Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene. Soon after his transfer to the Southern Army, 
in 1780, Greene was challenged by a captain of his com- 
mand.. Fearing that a declination would be misunder- 
stood by his brother officers, Greene wrote General 
Washington a full account of the transaction, concluding : 
“If I thought my honor or reputation would suffer in 
the opinion of the world. and more especially with the 
military gentlemen, I value life too little to hesitate a 
moment to accept the challenge.” Washington’s answer, 
the sentiment of which should have been brought. home 
to Decatur, whose intrepidity and bravery had been 
proved too often to need a duel to establish it, was as 
follows: “I give it as my decided opinion that your honor 
and reputation wili stand not only perfectly acquitted 
for the non-acceptance of his challenge, but that your 
prudence and judgment would have been condemned by 
accepting it; because if the commanding officer is amen- 
able to private calls for.the discharge of his public duty, 
he has a dagger always at his heart, and can turn neither 
to the right nor the left without meeting its point.” The 
timely words of Washington had the desired effect, and 
very probably saved General Greene to a brilliant career 
of usefulness and glory. Of Decatur, Mr. Stevenson 
says: “It is impossible to read an account of the fatal 





meeting without a feeling of profound regret for the sad 
fate of one of the most gallant of all the brave officers 
the American Navy has known. It was truly said of 
Decatur, ‘He was one of the most chivalric men of any 
age or country.’ He was one of the little band of naval 
commanders who, by their heroic exploits at sea, did so 
much to redeem the American name from the humiliation 
and disgrace caused by incompetent generalship upon 
land in our second war with Great Britain. The tragic 
death of Decatur has cast a spell about his name which 
belongs in the list of the immortals, with the names of 
Sir Walter Raleigh, Captain Lawrence, Lord Nelson and 
Oliver Hazard Perry. The intense and lofty patriotism 
of Decatur expressed itself in words which have achieved 
a world-wide acceptance as a measure of patriotism and 
risen to the dignity of an aphorism. They were spoken 
by Decatur as part of his toast at a banquet at Norfolk, 
Va., in April, 1861, and were as follows: ‘Our country! 
May she be always in the right; but our country, right 
or wrong.’ The popular wording is now, ‘My country— 
right or wrong, my country.’ ”

The reflections which passed through the mind of Sir 
Henry M. Stanley. the explorer, when he was an old 
man, relative to the brutalities of war, as a result of 
his experiences at the battle of Shiloh, would have had 
more consistency if they had been expressed before he 
swept through Africa himself, leaving a trail of bodies 
in the wake of his Chariot of Civilization. We shall 
place in juxtaposition two selections from Stanley’s own 
autobiography, just issued, to show how bloodshed 
appeals to men in different situations; how it may be 
awful and reprehensible when one is in the ranks, but 
quite commendable when one uses it to carry forward 
one’s own purposes. At page 196 of his book, Stanley 
describes his feelings on walking over the battlefield of 
Shiloh after the first day’s fight and seeing the corpses 
of young men on the ground., After more than thirty 
years he breaks into this pious commentary: “As they 
were nearing manhood, through some strange warp of 
society, men in authority summoned them from school 
and shop, field and farm, to meet in the woods on a 
Sunday morning, for mutual butchery with the deadliest 
instruments ever invented, Civil Law, Religion and 
Morality complaisantly standing aside while 90,000 young 
men, who had been preached and moralized to for years, 
were let loose to engage in the carnival of slaughter. 
Only yesterday they professed to shudder at the word 
‘murder.’ To-day, by a strange twist in human nature, 
they lusted to kill, and were hounded on in their work 
of destruction by their pastors, elders, mothers and 
sisters. Oh, for once, I was beginning to know the real 
truth. Man was born for slaughter. All the pains taken 
to soothe his savage heart were unavailing. Holy words 
and heavenly hopes had no lasting effect on his bestial 
nature. for when once provoked how swiftly he flung 
aside the sweet hope of heaven and the dread of hell, with 
which he amused himself in time of ease. * * * Oh, 
cunning, cruel man! He knew that the sum of all real 
knowledge and effort was to know how to kill and 
mangle his brothers, as we were doing to-day. * * * 
Thus scoffing and railing at my infatuation for moral 
excellence as practiced by humanity, I sought to join 
my company and regiment.” 

We shall give Mr. Stanley the benefit of believing that 
these were the reflections. not of the Stanley of twenty- 
one years. but of the Stanley of sixty, who has changed 
from the youth whose soul was harrowed at the sight 
of dead bodies into a famous explorer who can write as 
follows of an attack of African natives upon his party: 
“The Leviathan bears down on us with racing speed, 
its consorts on either flank spurting the water into foam 
and shooting up jets with their sharp prows; a thrilling 
chant from two thousand throats rises louder and louder 
on our hearing. Presently the poised spears are launched, 
and a second iater my rifles respond with a ripping, 
crackling explosion, and the dark bodies of the canoes and 
paddlers rushed past us. For a short time the savages 
are paralyzed, but they soon recover. They find there 
is death in those flaming tubes in the hands of the 
strangers, and with possibly greater energy than they 
advanced they retreat, the pursued becoming the pursuers 
in hot chase. My blood is up. It is a murderous world, 
and I have begun to hate the filthy, vulturous shoals who 
inhabit it. I pursue them upstream, up to their vil- 
lages; I skirmish in their streets, drive them pell-mell 
into the woods beyond, and level their ivory temples; 
with frantic haste I fire their huts, and end the scene 
by towing their canoes into midstream and setting them 
adrift.” This represents in striking form the attitude 
of many of our peace faddists. They are outraged at 
the very thought of war, but at the first news of the 
killing of a missionary they want the government to send 
a warship to save the lives of the rest, or, if need be, 
send an army. Mr. Stanley’s inconsistencies displayed 
in this autobiography will spoil it for those who believe 
that the Federal forces, in defending the Union in 1861- 
65, were actuated by a far higher resolve than animated 
Stanley when he hewed a path through the naked human 
bodies and jungles of Africa. 


In reviewing the annual report of the Superintendent 
of the Military Academy for 1908, the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL invited attention. to the surgeon’s account of 
the large amount of medical treatment given to the 
civilian population of the post, and called it an imposi- 
tion upon the kindness of the medical officers of the post 
that should not be permitted. We are glad to see that 
our suggestion has been acted upon, and that hereafter 








the surgeons at the Academy will not extend this free 
medical service. In the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent for this year, the effect of our recommendation 
is thus discussed by Lieut. Col. Charles M. Gandy, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A.: “The civilian population of the post is a 
large one, probably proportionately, if not actually, 
larger than that of any other military post in our Serv- 
ice. While this class of persons have absolutely no claim 
upon the Medical Department, except the claim of 
humanity, they have always received prompt and cheerful 
medical and surgical aid in every case of emergency. As 
a result of this, many of them appear to have come to 
the conclusion that free medical attendance is their right, 
and have demanded this for all sorts of minor ailments. 
This practice finally interfered with the official work of 
the Department to such an extent that I was obliged to 
insist that this class of cases should be denied gratuitous 
medical attendance.” Even with the restriction noted 
by Colonel Gandy there has been a great amount of work, 
both medical and surgical, done for civilians, including 
four appendectomies, two enucleations of eyes injured in 
blasting, one spinal laminectomy after gunshot wound, 
two cases of trephining for fracture of skull, ete. The 
total number of operations performed during the year 
was 220, which. added to the regular attention given to 
the sick, to those suffering from eye troubles, etc., can 
be seen to have been entirely sufficient to occupy the 
time of the officers of the Medical Department. There 
is another phase of this treatment of civilians that should 
always be borne in mind, and that is, that gratuitous 
attendance by post surgeons interferes with the practice 
of civilian practitioners, and this is always to be avoided, 
We recall the case of the late Gen. O. M. Poe, C.E.., 
U.S.A., as high-minded a gentleman as ever lived, who, 
for this reason, declined to render gratuitous service 
when, in some important matter, the city sought to make 
use of his distinguished ability as an engineer. 

We observe that important representatives of the Army 
are taking a firm stand in favor of revising the existing 
football.rules. A despatch to the New York Times from 
Fort Leavenworth on Nov. 30 quoted Capt. Palmer E. 
Pierce, 13th U.S. Inf., president of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association, as saying that he was in favor of 
making the game more open, if it would make accidents 
less serious and frequent. The annual meeting of the 
association will be held in New York on Dec. 28, when 
the question of maintaining the present American game 
will come up for decision. If retention is voted, a rep- 
resentative committee will be directed to carry out the 
wishes of the conference.. Captain Pierce says the col- 
leges are undoubtedly in favor of a revision of the rules. 
It will be recalled that. when Captain Pierce was sta- 
tioned at West Point a few years ago, the Military 
Academy inaugurated a movement among the so-called 
minor colleges, which led to the changes of 1905 in the 
playing rules. It had been suggested, apropos of the 
success that attended that move among the minor colleges 
then, that if West Point and Annapolis should now 
decide to play only the association, or soccer, game of 
football, the other institutions might follow suit.

The disappearance of the conical wall tent is one of 
the events of the immediate future. Reports of the 
practical tests of pyramidal tents show them to be 
superior to the conical type, and they have been adopted 
by the Q.M. Department. The manufacture of the 
conical tents has been discontinued, and as soon as the 
supply of them is exhausted the pyramidal kind will be 
issued. The new tent accommodates eight regulation 
cots, and provides considerable room for equipment. The 
conical tent was invented by the late Major H. H. 
Sibley, of the Dragoons, the former name for the U.S. 
Cavalry, afterward an officer in the Confederate service. 
Sibley is said to have got the idea from the Indians’ 
teepee. His tent was ljght, easily pitched, erected on 
a tripod holding a single pole, and comfortably accom- 
modated twelve men with their accouterments. The in- 
ventor’s idea was for the fire to be built in the center of 
the tent, the occupants sleeping with their feet toward 
the blaze.

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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF NAVY. 

The annual report of Hon. George v. L. Meyer is 
largely devoted to the subject of reorganization of the 
Navy Department and the navy yards, coucerning which 
we have given some particulars heretofore and deal with 
at length elsewhere in this number. Changes in Navy 
Regulations No. 6, published on page 375, makes the 
whole scheme clear. 

The Secretary announces that to meet the demands of 
economy, the scheme of new construction is this year 
limited to twe battleships and one repair ship. The battle- 
ships asked are recommended to be of the all-big-gun type. 
They will complete the squadron of eight vessels of this 





general class, the others being the North Dakota, Dela-. 


ware, Florida, Utah, Arkansas and’ Wyoming. Also the re- 
pair ship is extremely desirable, in order that the fleet 
may be made more self-sustaining. The repair ship which 
accompanied the Atlantic Fleet on its world cruise, with 
limited facilities, proved the necessity of a well-equipped 
repair ship with the fleet. The Secretary says: 

“The all-big-gun battleship continues to be the type 
which is now being built by all the leading naval Powers. 
Spain, Brazil and the Argentine Republic are also build- 
ing battleships of that type, and Chile is reported as 
about to commence a similar program. The displace- 
ment continues to increase with each new design laid 
down, and higher speed is aimed at. Developments now 
seem to point to the adoption of a larger gun for the 
latest battleships, which may perhaps be a way of 
distinguishing the modern battleship from the modern 
armored cruiser. The so-called ‘armored cruiser’ of the 
Invincible type, now being built by some of the principal 
Powers, is in reality a fast battleship, the increase of 
speed being at the expense of carrying fewer guns in 
the main battery and a decrease in armor protection. 
The former protected cruiser is being displaced by the 
scout type of cruiser, having high speed but lightly 
armed.”

The Secretary further says: “It is necessary to invite 
your attention to the urgent need for legislation to im- 
prove the conditions which have existed for some years, 
and still exist, in the higher grades in the line of the 
Navy. ‘The senior officers of our Navy are old for the 
responsibilities and arduous duty required in the modern 
battleship. ‘They are much older than similar officers in 
the other principal navies of the world, as is shown by 
the table following”:

The excellent result of the cruise around the world is 
referred to. and we are told that at the Naval Academy 
all line officers are given what is probably the best 
technical education furnished by any school in this coun- 
try, that the continuous performance of engineering duty 
has fitted. and is fitting, officers for the duties of senior 
engineer of our vessels, with the result that the motive 
machinerv of the flect is in excellent condition, and that, 
as the older and experienced engineer officers of the line 
of the Navy retire from active service, the officers trained 
in the School of Engineering will take their places and 
continue to fill the duties which have been so ably per- 
formed by them. 

The naval reserve should be composed, the Secretary 
thinks. of men whose occupations in civil life, or whose 
inclination and experience, find some counterpart in 
naval life. Such men exist in the fishing fleets and in 
the vessels engaged on the Great Lakes and in coastwise 
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traffic. The formation of a national naval militia, on 
the lines of the land militia, is a necessity, and legisla- 
tion is required to accomplish this. The duties of the 
naval militia in time of war are of sufficient importance 
to warrant their co-ordination in training and discipline. 
A naval station should be established at Guantanamo, 
Cuba. Improvement in naval gunnery continues. An 
experienced officer is to he assigned to the supervision of 
the torpedo and submarine flotillas. 

Legislation is asked for medals of honor; for the ex- 
amination of warrant officers; to establish an engineering 
school at the Naval Academy; to provide prizes, trophies 
and badges for excellence in steaming exercises, for 
general efficiency and for economy in coal consumption. 
The present demand for a birth certificate should be 
revoked. Service in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
should entitle an alien to naturalization. It is recom- 
mended that the officers carried for engineering duty on 
shore only be made extra numbers, also that they be 
accorded the privilege granted under Section 8 of the 
Personnel Act. The Department recommends that when 
officers who are undergoing examination for promotion 
by senioritv are found physically disqualified they may 
be promoted and retired in the grade for which they are 
being examined, as is now the law in the case of officers 
of the Army and the Marine Corps. The officers ip 
question have served the full period, and in justice should 
be retired in the grade for which they are being ex- 
emined. Susnension for failure professionally should be 
changed to loss of numbers. Authority should be given 
for the purchase of ordnance material revealing military 
secrets so as to avoid publicity. The enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps should be available for selection as 
mail clerks. Acting assistant surgeons should have the 
same pay as assistant surgeons. 

Recommendations as to an increase of the various 
corns of the Navy and Marine Corps will be made later. 
It is strongly recommended that special legislation look- 
ing to the promotion, reinstatement or other advancement 
of particular officers be avoided.

REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTER GENERAL. 

That the Quartermaster’s Department may undertake 
the manufacture of all articles of uniform clothing is a 
possibility mentioned in the annual report of Brig. Gen. 
J. B. Aleshire, Q.M.G.. U.S.A. This innovation would 
come as a result of the embarrassment caused by the 
failure of some contractors to live up to contract specifi- 
ecations. Without wishing in the slightest to reflect 
unfavorably on the efforts of the voung officers perform- 
ing Q.M. duties, the report says that better results could 
be had if more experienced officers were generally em- 
ployed as regimental and battalion Q.M.’s. These young 
officers, General Aleshire finds, are with few exceptions 
zealous and energetic, but lack experience, the first 
consideration in a Q.M. The school for instruction in 
Q.M. duties, advocated in previous reports, the Q.M.G. 
now hopes will be extended to include such instruction 
as would fit officers for the duties of post, regimental, 
battalion and like Q.M.’s. Changes of Q.M. officers at 
the posts were so frequent in the year, and that, too, 
where construction work has been’ under way involving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, that the impossibility 
is pointed out of getting the best returns for the money 
invested under circumstances of shifting those in charge. 
“No business concern,” says General <Aleshire, ‘could 
operate with such a shifting force and escape bank- 
ruptey.” : ; : 

Such complications as have arisen in carrying out the 
provisions of the plan of decentralization have not 
generally come about through a sincere method to apply 
its methods, but rather from inattention to its principles 
and to the instructions issued, or through efforts to 
evade the responsibilities it transmits to administrative 
authorities. One of the most satisfactory illustrations 
of the merits of decentralization was given at the time 
of the evacuation of Cuba, of which the report says: 
“The despatch and ease with which this movement was 
accomplished without instructions from this office, other 
than the general directions for operations, show conclu- 
sively the thorough efficiency with which field operations 
may be conducted according to that method.” 

A decrease of 327 tons in the quantity of stores 
transported by express indicates that, with the exercise 
of mere care in making requisitions and by promptness 
in filling them, shipments could be brought down to 
small packages. Marked reduction in the cost of con- 
struction of barracks and quarters is noted, amounting 
to nbout sixteen per cent. in officers’ quarters, twenty-six 
in barracks, ten in storehovses and five in stables, but 
further reduction is possible with the perfecting of 
plans. ‘There is a_ reminder of the interesting discussion 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last summer regarding 
flats at posts in the reference in the report to the ex- 
pensiveness entailed by laying out posts with wide 
spaces between buildings. ‘This causes unnecessary ex- 
pense in maintenance and construction of sewers, etc.. 
and General Aleshire believes that military posts should 
be more consolidated, especially the Coast Artillery 
posts. At posts where new construction is contemplated 
the policy of concentration will be put into practice. 





This plan would apply particularly to the new Cavalry . 


post in Hawaii, and also to the recruit depot at Angel 
Island, Cal. Progress is reported from the new remount 
depot established at Fort Keogh, Mont. Apposite to 
the discussion of the shipments in foreign bottoms are 
the figures of the report. showing that in the year there 
were shipned to the Philinnines, Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Alaska and foreign ports 15,780 tons of supplies, 2.079.- 
743 board feet of lumber and 222 nassengers in Ameri- 
can bottoms at a cost of $265,593.44. and in foreign 
bottoms 24.951 tons of sunnlies and 4,184,301 board feet 
of lumber at a cost of $77.283.13, a marked difference 
in cost in favor of foreign bottoms. 

On June 20, 1909, there were on duty by detail as 
acting Q.M.’s ninety-four officers of the line. Some of 
these were doing 0.M. duty in addition to their regular 
military duties. There were fifteen more line officers 
acting as Q.M.’s than were in the previous year. The 
report gives the text of the bill modified to take the place 
ef the pronosed bill published in the report of the 
O.M.G. of 1998. The number increases the officers by 
eighty-nine, divided thus: Colonels. four increase; lieu- 
tenant colonels. nine: majors, nineteen. and captains, 
fiftv-seven The maximum cost of this increase in 
salaries and allowances would annroximate $420,000, 
and General Aleshire shows, hy taking items of expense 
at the different posts. that if there were enough addi- 
tional officers to ensvre better management, the total 
savines nossihle in fuel. water, licht. ete.. would amount 
to $2.506.427, or a net saving, with the increase granted, 
of more than two millions. The bill also provides for 


an increase of fiftv in the number of post Q.M. sergeants, 
but as they would replace civilian employees receiving 
larger pay there would be an actual saving, 
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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The annual report of the Secretary of War consists 
largely of statistics relating to the Army found in other 
reports, of which we have or shall publish synopses. 
Following a table showing the character of the duty 
performed by the 700 officers on detached service, the 
Secretary says the number of officers so separated from 
their regular duties with troops has. now reached a 
point where it is beyond question that the efficiency and 
discipline of the Army are suffering therefrom. - On 
June 30, 1909, including those captains who were -tem- 
porarily absent from their proper commands, on detached 
service or otherwise, it is believed that less than one- 
half of the companies of the mobile Army were com- 
manded by captains. The remedy for this condition lies 
in increasing the number of officers of the Regular 
Army, as recommended by the Department .in previous 
reports, and in legislation which will permit of a more 
extended use of the services of retired officers. It might 
be well to modify the present law so as to authorize the 
Secretary of War. in his discretion, when the necessities 
of the public service require it, to assign certain classes 
of retired officers to active duty temporarily, provided 
their health and physical condition will permit of effi- 
cient performance of duty. 

If a much needed increase of officers in the Q.M. 
Department was granted it would result in economies 
far in excess of the cost of the increased number of 
officers, and also produce results much more effective 
and satisfactory to the Army than are possible under 
the present circumstances. The bill for the increase of 
the Signal Corps is again recommended, as it has been 
by two previous Secretaries. The Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the House of Representatives, in sub- 
mitting its report upon the bill, stated that it believed 
that no more important legislation for the effective 
organization of the Army could possibly be enacted than 
this increase of the Signal Corps. Though upon the 
whole a creditable state of efficiency and discipline has 
been maintained in the Army, it would be better if it 
were not for the continued absence of so many officers 
and the resulting frequent changes of company com- 
manders. There has been a considerable increase in 
the number of trials by courts-martial, but the great 
mass of such trials are for minor offenses. Many of 
such cases might better be handled by the withholding of 
privileges and resorting to other disciplinary measures 
within the authority of organization commanders than 
by recourse to trial. 

SECRETARY FAVORS ELIMINATION. 

On the subject of the promotion and elimination of 
officers, the Secretary says: “The reasons for establish- 
ing a merit system in the Army are not essentially 
different from those applying to any other organization. 
Selection upon *merit is efficiently exercised in other 
professions. It should not be impossible in the Army. 

“As part of a merit system there should be elimina- 
tion of the least efficient. T'wo reasons exist for the 
presence of this feature in Army administration: First, 
the general reason that in any organization a_ better 
average is secured by replacing from time to time the 
least efficient with new members. and, second, that as 
the Army is and must be organized for military efficiency, 
the proportionate numbers in the high and low grades 
are such that officers do not, through the operation of 
ordinary casualties, reach the various grades above the 
lowest until after they have passed the ages at which 
the duties of these grades can be most efficiently per- 
formed. ‘The grade of major is not, under normal con- 
ditions, reached before the age of fifty-one or more, and 
that of colonel until the officer is between fifty-nine and 
sixtv. A method of elimination designed to be effective 
is that of examination for promotion, but experience of 
nineteen years with it has shown that it does not work, 
and that by it officers are not gotten rid of for mere 
inefficiency. I will not undertake to say just where the 
fault lies. ‘The Navv has a method which is effective. 

“A system for such elimination as is intended to 
avoid the evil of superannuation among officers is pro- 
vided by the bill known as Senate No. 7254, introduced 
upon the recommendation of Mr. Taft in the Sixtieth 
Congress, first session. [S.1@18, present Congress.] 

“An effect of the bill would be to increase the number 
on the retired list, and the cost also, but not in propor- 
tion to the increase of number, since the list would 
consist of a much larger proportion of junior grades and 
a much smaller proportion of senior grades than under 
the present laws. For example, the number of colonels 
and general officers annually retired under the present 
laws will be about thirty-seven; under the proposed law 
it would be about fifteen. Offsetting the increased cost 
of the retired list would be a reduction in the cost of 
the active list, due to the lower ages and less longevity 
pay of its members; so that the net result in the annual 
cost of the military establishment would be an increase 
of about $1,000,000. or a decrease of about $430,000, 
depending upon the manner in which the law should be 
administered. Under the plan there would be upon the 
retired list about 500 officers less than forty-five years 
of age, who, drawing small pay, would be subject to 
call in case of necessity. 

“The bill does not provide for any rearrangement in 
the order of merit of officers remaining in the Service. 
There is no selection in promotion. In this respect it 
might be improved unon. I do not believe that we will 
have an Army as efficient as it ought to be until both 
of these elements of a merit system shall have been 
introduced. I feel less hesitancy in urging these views 
because of the expressions of my recent predecessors.” 

TERRITORIAL AND TACTICAL DISTRICTS PROPOSED. 

The Secretary suggests that the United States should 
be divided into a number of territorial and _ tactical 
districts, so that the Organized Militia of the states 
comprising such districts may be conveniently combined 
with the Regular Army stationed therein into permanent 
brigades, divisions and corns for instruction and tactical 
organization. It will probably be found desirable to 
have in each state in such district at least one military 
post, said posts to be occupied by troops of the different 
arms of the Service in such numbers that when the 
troops from all the posts included in the district are 
asseml led they would constitute a division, including 
the proper proportion of all arms and branches of the 
Regular Service. This regular organization should be 
the special educator and assistant of the Militia forces 
of these states and should be the center from which 
general instruction could be given. No post smaller 
than a regimental one is of real value from a military 
standpoint, so far as education, discipline and drill are 
concerned. 

The present system of departmental military govern- 
ment should give way to an organization tactically cor- 
rect for war purnoses: that is, these various troops, both 
Regular and Militia. gathered together, should be perma- 
nently designated in name and organization, with all 
the attendant system which would be in existence in 
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j of war, so that when the troops retire to their 
pn stations they will not lose their brigade or divi- 
sion organization and will be controiled by their proper 
conimanding officers, stationed within the district. 

In each tactical corps or division district a central 
point for a camp site should be selected, with a view 
to the convenience and economy of easy concentration 
of both the Regular and Militia forces in such district. 
‘She Regular and Militia troops should be concentrated 
for instruction at these points. Such camps will answer 
the purpose of permanent brigade posts, so far as in- 
struction is concerned, and the marching to and fro 
between regimental stations and such points will bring 
the Army before the people and more or less in contact 

vith them. : 
wighould such plan be carried out it would be possible 
to concentrate about eight army corps—possibly some- 
what imperfect and incomplete. In case the Regular 
Army alone should be required, it would be practicable 
to concentrate at least eight complete divisions at eight 
different points, each division complete in itself for any 
possible use as an expeditionary force. Should a larger 
torce be required, then the Militia composing the other 
organizations of each corps could be quickly assembled 
at the concentration points with the Regular Army. 
Every state should have a young and active officer of 
the Regular Army detailed at headquarters, who should 
report direct to the corps commander and have general 
supervision, under the Militia authorities, of the instruc- 
tion of the Militia. There should be on the staff of each 
corps commander an officer of the Army, who should 
have entire charge of all Militia affairs in the corps 
district. ‘The commander of each district, in addition 
to the Regulars under his control, should have general 
supervision of all the National Guard troops of the 
states included in his district. What is greatly needed 
is a decentralization of the powers of supply and initia- 
tive. ‘The present centralization always breaks down 
the moment it is put to the test, and the peace organi- 
zation of the Army, as it stands to-day, is incomplete 
and improper for military purposes. It is proposed to 
submit such plan of organization to the Governors of 
the states, asking their assent thereto. In order to 
obtain the necessary. organizations the various states 
should be urged to add to their National Guard such 
organizations as would be required in each district. 

The necessary increase in the mobile strength can be 
obtained without increase in cost if Congress will con- 
sent to abandon the present distribution of our mobile 
Army, a consequence of conditions of Army service 
incident to the development of the West and Indian 
warfare, rather than the result of a plan founded upon 
modern ideas and necessities. The Secretary says: 
“That there should be, both for economy and useful- 
ness, a radical change in the distribution and shelter 
of the Army, and that a proper military policy for the 
defense of the United States demands a change in the 
distribution of troops and a correlation of the Regular 
Army with the National Guard. A large part of our 
military expenditures is for the upkeep of our expensive 
system of quartering troops, and am satisfied that 
there should be a change, and that the same amount of 
money would bring more beneficial results if applied 
so far as practicable upon the plan suggested by the 
General Staff. It would be difficult to bring about any 
change in the character of newly established elaborate 
posts, but the new system could be applied at once to 
our island possessions and to such new posts as may be 
created. 

“Each state has one or more centers of supply at 
which troops could be economically maintained. These 
centers of supply are, as a rule, centers of transporta- 
tion, and are usually large and important cities. The 
proportion of Militia organized in the cities of the sev- 
eral states is far greater than the proportion organized 
in small towns and country districts. Hence the three 
requirements—economy,. possibility of rapid movement 
and training of the Militia—would all be met in the 
most effective manner if the troops were stationed in 
or near the principal cities; and this is the course which 
the General Staff believes should be pursued.” ; 

The question of coast defense and of utilizing the 
Militia in connection with the Coast Artillery has been 
so far developed that it may be assumed that the present 
system will be continued until perfected. 

OTHER MATTERS CONSIDERED. 

Not only has there been an increase in numbers of 
the Organized Militia, but it is gratifying to find that 
the reports of Regular Army officers made in connection 
with instruction and maneuver camps and field exercises 
during the past summer indicate that there has been a 
material increase in the military efficiency of the Or- 
ganized Militia. Officers and enlisted men of the Organized 
Militia appear to look upon their military duties in a 
serious way, and there appears to be an honest and 
earnest effort on the part of both commissioned and 
enlisted personnel to attain a standard of real value for 
field service in war. and thereby to accomplish the 
objective of the new Militia law, to make the Organized 
Militia a worthy component with the Regular forces of 
the United States in combined mobilization of the two 
forces for war service. The most serious difficulty affect- 
ing the question of instruction of the Organized Militia 
at present is the lack of adequate armory accommoda- 
tions in manv of the states. It is urged that Congress 
make a suitable appropriation to carry out the policy 
of the Department to have joint maneuvers between the 
state forces and the Regular forces during the ensuing 
year. 

The armory instruction of the Coast Artillery is 
seriously handicapped by lack of adequate equipment 
for instruction. A scheme has been worked out that 
will provide a suitable equipment for each Coast Artil- 
lery armory in the United States. Accepting the foreign 
proportion of 3.35 guns per thousand bayonets, however, 
it would require 288 batteries of field artillery for the 
present force of infantry of the Organized Militia. There 
are in existence but 48 batteries. The Reguiar field 
artillery is only one-half of what is necessary to supply 
the proper proportion of guns for the present authorized 
Regular Infantry and Cavalry. The bare statement of 
these numbers indicates the very unsatisfactory state of 
the field artillery question. 

The reports of record rifle practice held during the 
season of 1908 do not show the improvement over the 
results of 1907 that was expected. The range facilities 
In many states were inadequate, and for that reason 
—_ of the organizations could not conduct their prac- 
ice. 

A course in rifle firing has been adopted for use in 
the Regular Army, to take effect Jan. 1, 1910, which 
has been prepared particularly with a view to instruct- 
ing riflemen to fire under war conditions, including firing 
at moving targets and at unknown distances. 

Generally throughout the Army there continues to be 
marked improvement in firing. The firing with the 
heavy guns showed a continuation of the improvement 
which has marked this —— the past decade. A 
great many records of 100 per cent. of hits were made 
by heavy gun batteries during the past year and re- 
ported here from time to time. The improvement in 


Coast Artillery target practice is especially marked in 
the case of mortars. ‘The adjustment of shrapnel fire 
in range, direction and height of burst, so as to make it 
possible to open fire for effect as soon as practicable, is 
regarded as the main object of the actual practice. 

The reports from the battery and battalion com- 
manders indicate that gratifying progress has been made 
by the personnel in the efficiency of its work under 
present conditions. The target practice has thus far 
been largely confined to the work of single batteries. 
Further progress must be looked for by the consolidation 
of the batteries into the larger units of battalions and 
regiments, as the new organization contemplates, so as 
to permit firing instruction and practice, in time of 
peace, to include the largest units which would be used 
in time of war. ‘This consolidation is in progress as 
rapidly as accommodations can be provided. Wherever 
it has been possible to form these larger units, the wis- 
dom of the scheme has been proved by the increased 
efficiency of the command, considered either as a whole 
or by individual batteries, in firing practice under condi- 
tions simulating these of actual war. 

In view of the present status of the reserve accumula- 
tion of rifles, it is believed that a number of the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifles could be spared for issue to rifle clubs, 
under proper restrictions, this model having been super- 
seded by the U.S. rifle, model of 1908. This will require 
legislation. ‘The encouragement of rifle practice among 
our citizens and schoolboys is of the greatest importance 
in this country, where preparedness for war is largely 
based on the employment of an army of volunteers, and 
wisely framed laws will give a healthy stimulus to this 
branch of military preparation. 

‘he Board on the Equipment for Infantry is, we are 
told, “the first time a systematic attempt has been made 
to secure a proper Infantry equipment, and it is believed 
to be one of the most important steps for the improve- 
ment of the Infantry that has been taken in recent 
years. As every possible facility has been provided to 
enable the board to arrive at a sound and practical con- 
clusion on all the problems relating to the subject, it is 
expected that the work of the board will result in the 
adoption of superior equipments for the Infantry.” 

About seventy per cent. of the total work required at 
Manila Bay and at Honolulu and Pearl Harbor has 
already been appropriated for. This includes provision 
for the greater part of the work in the Philippines and 
in Hawaii. ‘The defense of Manila Bay, however, is 
dependent upon the defenses at El Fraile and Caballo 
islands, and these works should be pushed to completion. 
The work of FE] Fraile Island is now in progress, but 
nothing has yet been appropriated for the projected 
defenses on Caballo Island. The completion of the 
fortification projects of the Philippines, Honolulu and 
Pearl Harbor, the strategic value of which exceeds that 
of other localities in the insular possessions, will require 
an additional expenditure of only $4,985,334. Congress 
has alreary appropriated $3,000,000 for fortification 
work on Oahu, H.T., nearly all of which has been ex- 
pended, and while these fortifications will be sufficient 
to protect the naval base and Honolulu from purely 
naval attacks, they are particularly vulnerable to attack 
from the rear. It is absolutely necessary that a large 
permanent garrison should be maintained in the island 
to furnish the Regular troops, which, in addition to the 
Militia of Oahu. will be required as supports for the 
fortifications. The Chief of Coast Artillery considers 
the need of increasing the mobile Army for this purpose 
“so urgent as to make it the most pressing military 
necessity now confronting the United States.” It has 
been demonstrated by our experience in the construction 
of seacoast fortifications in the United States that pro- 
vision for sheltering the troops that are to man the guns 
should proceed hand in hand with the construction of 
the defenses. 

The new business methods of the Quartermaster’s 
Department are commended. 

In view of the difficulties which ships bearing the 
United States flag have in communicating with foreign 
ports, it is recommended that the matter of joining in 
the Berlin Treaty controlling it again receive attention, 
and be brought anew to the consideration of the United 
States Senate. 

The Brownsville court has submitted four partial re- 
ports, and expects to complete its work and submit its 
final report not later than April 7, 1910.

A CLERICAL DEFENSE OF FOOTBALL. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

This is not directly in answer to the over-bitter words 
against football of my dear Colonel Mosby, published in 
the New York Tribune, Nov. 27, but rather in answer 
to the unreasonable outery in general. 

As life increases it is necessarily jeopardized. I may 
not now shamble across the street in dreamy reverie, or 
lost in evening paper or intimate converse, regardless 
of all that is passing around about me; nor may I stroll 
listlessly into an office from the street, eat my meals in 
peace and comfert, nor step distractedly into a carriage 
at the door to take me home. Lest I be mangled by 
cars and vehicles at crossings, maimed or mashed by 
elevators, torn to bits by machinery, blown to eternity 
by explosions, drowned by tube or new-fangled ferry, 
destroyed in the air, or done to death by gas, live wire, 
poisoned food or assassin—not to speak of other fre- 
quently occurring accidents—I, a child of this live age, 
must be alive and careful! And, if I am so, I suppose 
( will give me to live about as long as I am useful 
in the world—barring necessary accidents. In a real 
and most interesting sense, these “accidents” serve to 
measure human progress (I mean in its wofully zigzag 
course), as seen in all the mighty chapters of advance- 
ment. Every peaceful year now numbers more dead in 
a hundred industrial lines of life among us than were 
the real casualties in the last war—in fact, one day’s 
destruction in peace would equal, ten times over, the 
killed in the late war with Spain. 

Sports have grown strenuous, it is true! Deplorably 
so, but naturally so. Football, after all said about it, 
is no more brutal nor strenuous than the times! Every- 
thing has grown so! -This sport has simply fitted itself 
to demand. It is in keeping with its age, and in most 
decent accord with surroundings. We may continue to 
raise outraged cry, lift soft, esthetic hands, and frantic- 
ally urge chair fanatics against one of the two noblest 
and most universally useful American games to the 
heart’s content of the great morally idle; but the healthy, 
young and clean will continue in the wholesome quest 
of diversion and physical conquest in God’s great out- 
doors, the firm greensward for their battleground and 
the sweet. free air for their nourishment. It may he, 
as individual hent directs, in the way of tennis. golf, 
croquet, bowling-green, cricket, polo, skating, hockey, 
ete., baseball or foothall: but it is to be accepted, and 
shovld be gladly hailed by all who have personal and 
public interests at heart in the large and generous way. 
For are we not born to battle and storm and stress? 
The divinely promised “peace” was soul-calm conquered 
by outward stress and struggle. Therefore let us freely 
join, personally, in this most desirable bodily occupation 
and conquest, and be careful and wise to keep it in 
foremost reputation and public favor. No man can 
possibly calculate the moral and physical and general 
loss were football blotted out with the last game this 
season ‘The remedy is not to be found in its extinction, 
but in its improvement. Let’s join in a right friendly 
effort to refine it and extend its usefulness. not in a 
mad outcry to demolish and destroy it. Its tragedies 
are, comparatively, few, while its utility is incomparably

ARMY AERONAUTS. 


With illustrations and more than a column of text, a 
writer in the Scientific American shows that the United 
States has not been asleep in the matter of aero- 
nauties, and in the past year has done more even than 
was thought possible with the limited appropriation avail- 
able. He describes interestingly the body of enthusiasts 
who are steadily pegging away at the air navigation 
problem. ‘The aeronautical work of the Government is 
in the hands of the Signal Corps, of which Brig. Gen. 
James Allen is chief. and with the corps is the Aero- 
nautical Division. This includes a number of officers, 
of whom Lieut. Frank P, Lahm is chief, under General 
Allen, and enlisted men in squads of varying proportions, 
depending on the work to be done. Major G. O. Squiers 
is the theoretical expert. The strange proportion of men 
to officers—ahout two enlisted men to each officer—which 
obtains, is explained by the fact that the enlisted men do 
nothing but erect the balloons or act as laborers for 
the towing or holding of aeroplanes. It is the officers 
alone who do the flying and to whom is entrusted the 
actual aerial work. An exception to this was found last 
vear, when. on the death of Lieutenant Selfridge in the 
Wright accident, and before Lieutenant Lahm could get 
to St. Joseph, Mo., where the dirigible was, Sergeant 
Ward went up in the dirigible with Lieutenant Foulois, 
and, while without experience, succeeded in operating 
the steering end with credit. The officers in the aero- 





nautical corps are Lieutenant Lahm, Majev uiers, 
Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois, Lieut. J. G. Winter, Lieut. 
R. S. Bamberger and Lieut. O. A. Dickinson. Capt. 


Charles de F. Chandler is attached to the Signal Corps 
now as disbursing officer, but is available for aeronautical 
duty at any time. Of these officers, Lieutenant Lahm 
has had the greatest experience, and he and Captain 
Chandler are the two licensed pilots. Lieutenants Winter, 
Bamberger and Dickinson have each made a few flights 
in free balloons, but are still beginners in the art of 
aviation. Major Squiers, though an authority on the 
subject, has a practical experience limited to a couple 
of balloon trips and one aeroplane +? vA . 
The equipment of the Aeronautical Division comprises 
a balloon house at Fort Myer and a balloon house of 
much greater capacity at Fort Omaha, where is also a 
large electrolysis plant for the decomposition of water 
and the collection and storage of hydrogen and the com- 
pression of it into steel tubes for transportation. The 
division has some spherical balloons, one dirigible, and 
will have at least one, and possibly two, aeroplanes before 
another year. The present equipment could be used in 
time of war. The spherical balloons could be used either 
captive or free to take an observer aloft in time of war 
for photographie or observation purposes. The dirigible 
has not a very large radius of action. Perhaps five hours 
in the air would represent its extreme of endurance. 
The selection of Lieutenants Lahm and Humphreys to be 
the first aeroplane pupils is a wise one, because they are 
of the type of men to make a success of any enterprise 
requiring quick thinking and action and cool nerves, The 
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most interesting feature of American Army aeronautics 
is the large balloon house at Omaha, capable of housing 
a dirigible several hundred feet long and of supplying it 
with gas. When Congress a the money, we can 
immediately build a large dirigible, without having to 
wait for a balloon house. A much larger balloon house 
will be erected at or near Washington. General Allen 
favors building it big enough to hold a Zeppelin. | 

The daily newspapers of Nov. 23 reported the incor- 
poration at Albany, N.Y., of a million dollar company 
for the commercial manufacture of the Wright brothers’ 
aeroplane and the protection of their patents. The in- 
corporators include such capitalists as Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, Theodore P. Shonts, Allan A. Ryan, Morton F. 
Plant, Howard Gould, Andrew Freedman, Robert J. 
Collier, Edward J. Berwind, August Belmont and Russell 
A. Alger. One of the Wright brothers will be president 
of the concern, and the other brother and Clinton R. 
Peterkin will be vice presidents. 





FIELD SERVICE RATIONS TEST. 

Twenty men of the North Lancashire Regiment in 
England, not specially selected, have just undergone a 
test for two weeks to prove the sustaining power of 
limited rations. The men marched for a fortnight on 
Salisbury plain, under service conditions, carrying rifle 
and bayonet, with 150 rounds of ammunition. They 
covered between 160 and 170 miles of hard marching, 
mostly in bad weather, sleeping under canvas and cook- 
ing their own meals. For the first week canned rations 
alone were issued. Some of the men put on weight, 
others Jost flesh. In every case the effect of canned 
rations on the capacity for marching was bad, leaving 
the men without energy or the desire to do more than 
endure existence. 

During the second week the ordinary service rations 
were issued, consisting of 1 1-4 pounds fresh meat, or 1 
pound nominal preserved meat, or 1 pound salt meat; 
1 1-4 pounds bread, or 1 pound biscuit, or 1 pound 
flour ; 5-8 ounce tea; 1-36 ounce pepper; 1-4 pound jam ; 
2 ounces sugar; 1-2 ounce salt; 1-2 pound fresh, or 4 
ounces preserved, vegetables. On this the men marched 
from fourteen to twenty miles a day, and began again 
to enjoy life and gave evidence of returning energy by 
playing football and hockey after the march. 

Beer, spirits and cigarettes were withheld during the 
first. week, but for the second week two. ounces of to- 
bacco. was issued to each smoker. It was noted that, as 
usual, in the absence of fresh vegetables, the men devel- 
oped a craving for sugar and jam. The loss of alcohol 
was not felt so keenly as the loss of cigarettes by those 
who were in the habit of using them. Daily, before 
and after the march, measurements and tests were taken 
for pulse, blood and pressure and general condition, the 
men being questioned as to how théy felt generally. At 
the end of two weeks the average loss in weight a man 
was five pounds, and the average loss in chest measure- 
ment one inch. None fell out except one man, who was 
sick after eating some nightshade berries. 

In view of the depriving of the men of their tobacco 
in the first week, we do not think the conclusion is fair 
that canned rations left the men “without the desire to 
do more than endure existence.” We recall once being 
in a “prairie schooner” train in the Far West, when the 
tobacco gave out, miles away from any town. Until the 
supply was renewed those hardened denizens of the plains 
were irritable, cross, surly, nervous, unstrung, and some 
of them seemed merely to “endure existence.” To make 
the comparison effective between the kinds of rations the 
tobacco should not have been taken from the men. If 
the test had been to determine the effect of tobacco on 
soldiers, that would have been a different question, but, 
as we understand it, the matter was one of the sustaining 
power of foods. 


MONUMENT TO LIEUTENANT SELFRIDGE.

RELATIVE TO ESPERANTO. 


Fort Wayne, Detroit, Mich. 
‘To THE Ep1ITorR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Nov. 20 I notice an item relative to 
Esperanto. 

There is in the Philippines an Esperanto association, 
the Philippines Esperanto Association, organized for the 
purpose of affording the native and other residents of 
those islands a knowledge of that language for the pur- 
poses stated in the item. Not, however, to prevent a 
knowledge of English being acquired, but to provide an 
easily learned means of communication for them with 
the outside world and with each other, and to facilitate 
the learning of English, for, with Esperanto as a basis, 
any other language may be acquired with much greater 
facility than without it. That. for this reason: The 
grammar of Esperanto is so logical that, in learning it, 
one is given an idea of the properties of speech and the 
true value of words, such as may not obtain from the 
study of any other language, for Esperanto is the sole 
existing 'anguage which has neither irregularities nor 
exceptions in its structure and grammar. And one whose 
sole linguistic accomplishment is the English language 





has no conception of the difficulties which that language 


presents to the foreigner who struggles with it. 

Esperanto possesses these great advantages as a 
language and a means of international and intertribal 
communication: Its grammar is logically constructed ; 
there are no exceptions or irregularities in it; there are 
but about three hundred words, including the prefixes and 
suffixes, which are peculiar to it and which have to be 
memorized; nine-tenths of the root words are familiar 
to those who speak the so-called modern languages; all 
sounds which are not common to all languages are elimi- 
nated; each word has its definite meaning: there is no 
word with two or more significations; there are no 
idioms; all of the words, and parts of words, may be 
found in the Esperanto dictionary; there is but one 
conjugation and but one declination, without any _ ir- 
regularities or exceptions, ete. 

Esperanto is growing so rapidly into general use for 
the purposes for which it is destined that its value may 
no longer be ignored. One of the great advantages to 
the possessor of it arises from the completeness of the 
Esperanto organization, for there are now societies, 
consuls and representatives in almost all parts of the 
known world, so that the traveler may have the benefit 
of the services of the consuls when in foreign lands, or 
for correspondence relative to business or pleasure. In 
almost every city in Europe, for instance, there is a 
“consul for women and children,” usually the wife or 
female relation of the consul, so that women and children 
traveling abroad may be afforded protection and facili- 


tated in finding schools, boarding places, health resorts, 


ete., and in transacting all ordinary affairs.

MILITIA NOT ANXIOUS TO BE REGULARS. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The article by Capt. Lee A. McCalla, Illinois N.G., in 
your issue of Nov. 20, 1909, with reference to mine of 
Oct. 30, reminds me that I must have created the impres- 
sion that I or other National Guard officers were ambi- 
tious to obtain a commission in the Army. If so, the 
impression is erroneous, and I take this opportunity to 
correct it. 

I had in mind only the obvious necessity for more 
officers for duty with the troops of the Regular Army 
(the knowledge of which I gained from ten years’ actual 
service in the Army); also the need of more thorough 
training for the Militia officers. 

I will frankly say that the proposed Act of Congress 
providing for additional officers in the Army is much 
the better solution, considering the interests of the Army 
alone, but, in the absence of this needed legislation, with 
the existence of hundreds of vacancies, leaves and de- 
tached service, and aonsidering the importance of better 
traizing of the Militia, the efforts of the War Department 
and the money the Government is spending for this pur- 
pose, I am convinced that it is a good suggestion, and 
one of economy in the end, that Militia officers be ordered 
to duty with the Regular establishment for a tour of 
not less than one year. The rules for selecting officers 
for detail to be prescribed by the War Department, of 
course. ? 

I cannot agree that it would be “unfair to the Regular 
officer.” On the other hand, I maintain that it would 
be a distinct advantage to the Regular officer, in that it 
would lessen the amount of extra duty he now has to 
perform, while at the same time the benefit of the train- 
ing to the Militia officer and to the organization to which 
he would return would be inestimable. 

In support of Captain McCalla’s statement that he 
“did not know of any Militia officers who were anxious 
to break into the Army,” I can say the same, and that, 
personally, I could not accept such a detail except at a 
loss financially, neither dc I need the experience, but I 
am sincere in my object, which is the training of the 
Militia officers for the good of the whole National Guard, 
because it needs it badly. I am well aware that the 
officers of the Regular establishment are not in very great 
need of our suggestions, and are well able to take care 
of their own affairs, and have time to spare to help the 
National Guard and do help us. and where our sugges- 
tions are intended for the mutual advantage of both 
“lines” I am sure the Regular is too gallant and broad- 
minded to accuse the militiaman of trying to “butt in.”

WARRANTS FOR FIRST SERGEANTS. 
To THE Eprvor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The article in your number of Aug. 7, signed by “First 
Sergeant,” is, I believe, a shot in the right direction. 
The most important feature to look forward to is a well- 
defined system of handling the clerical work, a universal 
system where the work is done the same in all organiza- 
tions. The first sergeant is the only man, commissioned 
or enlisted, who is a permanent fixture with his organi- 
zation, and cannot afford to change his system of record 
keeping to that of the various clerks he is obliged to 
detail. I know first sergeants who, with a clerk or no 
clerk, do not devote on an average an hour a day to 
their clerical work, and they are Al men; while I know 
others who are constantly on the job, and they, too, are 
Al men, rank among the best in their grade, their only 
trouble being the lack of system and the knowledge of 
how to install one. Now, why can’t a method be devised 
by which those who have a practicable system may 
impart the knowledge to those who have not? The 
responsibilities of the officers of the different staff de- 
partments are necessarily great, and a sergeant who 
possesses the ability for clerical work is a good property 
man, is known to be honest and at all‘ times respectful 
to his superiors, is a much desired man in these depart- 
ments: but there is little in common relative to the 
duties of the first sergeant and the sergeant of the staff 
departments. Commissioning the non-commissioned staff 
officers of the staff departments or their senior in the 
staff grades simply because they have reached these 
grades seems hardly to be considered. A commission is 
open to every young man in the Service who is qualified 
mentally and morally to reach out and take it, and to 
believe that those who are not thus qualified are to have 
it extended to them is beyond rational consideration. and 
1 should advise the First Sergeant to fight shy of any 
remark in that direction. Why not a regimental war- 
rant? Why not detail the regimental staff from the first 
sergeants as the staff from the captains? 

The writer of the article of Aug. 7 is a first sergeant 
of Infantry, while the present writer has seen service as 
a first sergeant of Cavalry, and I believe both have a 
fair idea as to the ability necessary to fill either of these 
positions with any degree of success. But what of the 
Artillery? I don’t know much about it, but if a first 
sergeant of a battery does not earn his money I should 





like to hear the line of talk a man is capable of delivering 
that can make an old soldier believe such is a fact.

WORK OF THE 18TH INFANTRY. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 27, 1909. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy Journa: 

In your issue of Nov. 20 you publish an article from 
the Manila Times giving a sketch of the Philippine 
service of the 18th Infantry. In this article it is stated 
that “A mounted detachment from Company H, under 
Lieutenant Baker, killed Captain Caspi, who had in his 
possession papers giving names of all insurgent leaders 
in Iloilo Province.” ‘The writer evidently got this affair 
confused with an expedition against a Colonel Blas, of 
that province. Lieutenant Baker was second lieutenant 
of my company, ie. H, 18th Infantry, while in the 
island of Panay. One day in June, 1900, I ran upon 
the command of Blas near Layog, Panay, and divided 
the company, H, 18th Infantry, into three detachments 
in an endeavor to round up this outfit of Blas. The 
detachment put in charge of Lieutenant Baker ran upon 
an insurgent force located at the top of a hill, drove 
them off, and, as was reported later, mortally wounded 
Blas. This. killing of Colonel Blas was considered in 
the province at that time as being of some importance 
and that part of the province was afterward quiet. Lieu- 
tenant Baker was highly commended by myself and 
other officers at the time. He always did splendid work 
while in the company, and when he was a member of the 
Astor Battery he received a certificate of merit. The 
only reason he was not present at the capture of the 
papers mentioned was because he was in charge of a 
dismounted detachment of the company operating some 
ten or fifteen miles south of the mounted detachment. 

It was the same summer that the mounted detachment 
of Company H charged the town of Lambunao and sur- 
prised the force of a Colonel Durroca, capturing his 
personal effects, ete., among which were the papers in 
question. A Captain Caspi was killed at the time. As 
I remember, the papers were of some service to the 
authorities in locating insurgent leaders, and also those 
in the cities who were assisting the insurgents. The 
only officer with me at the time was Lieut. (now Capt.) 
J. W. Barnes. Also 1st Lieut. (then 1st Sergt.) Irvin 
L. Hunsaker was present. 

Such incidents occurred to nearly all officers in the 
early days and are not of general interest, but are of 
interest to those who took part in them, and so long as 
they find their way in print I think it is more satis- 
factory to all concerned to have the accounts accurate 
and agree with the official records.

Why not make the term of enlistment, for men who 
have served ten years or more, two years? It need not 
cost the Government any more, and it would be more 
appreciated by the enlisted men than the increase of pay 
was, looking at it from a private’s point of view. ‘The 
Army may be a great source of education to a man, but 
not unless he is doing all he can to improve the system. 
If he is content to be treated as a recruit and receive 
no more privileges throughout his thirty years it would 
seem to be his own fault. With the two-year term, for 
ten-year men of character very good or better, there 
would be a greater opportunity for change of station. 
Eighteen months, as a rule, is long enough for any 
single” enlisted man to stay on one station. One of 
the results would be that the old soldiers would re-enlist 
at once, without the usual hesitation, dissipation and 
spree.

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CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS NO. 6. 


Navy Department, Washington, November 18, 1909. 
he following changes in the “Regulations for the 
Government of the Navy of the United States,” 1909 
edition, having been approved by the President of the 
United States, are hereby ordered to be made on Dec. 1, 
1909, or as soon thereafter as this circular may be re- 
ceived. ‘The changes comprised herein consist mainly of 
a rewriting of Chapter I. and Chapter XXXVII. of the 
Navy Regulations, and, for the present, no order will 
be issued further reconciling the rest of the Regulations 
with the new chapters ordered herein. As soon as 
practicable such an order will be issued, but meanwhile, 
where any discrepancies occur between the provisions of 
this order and the rest of the book, this order shall 
govern.

CHAPTER I.—NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
Section 1.—Organization. 


1. There shall be at the seat of government an executive 
department, to be known as the Department of the Navy, and 
a Secretary of the Navy, who shall be the head thereof. (Sec. 
415, R.S.) 

2. (1) An Assistant Secretary of the Navy is authorized by 
law, who shall perform such duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy or required by law. (Acts of July 
11, 1890, and March 3, 1891.) All orders issued by the As- 
sistant Secretary in conducting the duties assigned him will 
be considered as emanating from the Secretary and shall have 
full force and effect as such. 

(2) In ease of the absence of the Secretary of the Navy, 
his duties shall be performed by the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. (Sec. 177, R.S.) 

83. (1) The business of the Department of the Navy shall 
be distributed in such manner as the Secretary of the Navy 
shall judge to be expedient and proper among the following 
bureaus: 

First, a Bureau of Yards and Docks. 

Second, a Bureau of Equipment. 

Third, a Bureau of Navigation. 

Fourth, a Bureau of Ordnance. 

Fifth, a Bureau of Construction and Repair. 

Sixth, a Bureau of Steam Engineering. 

Seventh, a Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

Eighth, a Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. (Sec. 419, R.S.) 

(2) The several bureaus shall retain the charge and cus- 
tody of the books of records and accounts pertaining to their 
respective duties; and all of the duties of the bureaus shall 
be performed under the authority of the Secretary of the 
Navy, and their orders shall be considered as emanating from 
him, and shall have full force and effect as such. (Sec. 420, 
R.S. 


(3) A Judge Advocate General of the Navy is authorized by 
the Act of June 8, 1880. His office shall be in the Navy 
Department, and he shall perform such duties as may lawfully 
be required. 

(4) A Solicitor is authorized by the Act of May ‘22, 1908; 
he shall perform such duties as may be assigned by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

(5) The General Board of the Navy, established by Navy 
Department G.O. No. 544, of March 13, 1900, shall, under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Navy, perform sach 
duties as are set forth in Sec. 7 of this chapter, and such 
additional duties as may be prescribed from time to time by 
competent authority. 

(6) The General Board shall be composed of the Admiral 
of the Navy, the Aid for Operations, the Aid for Material, 
the Chief Intelligence Officer, the President of the Naval War 
College, and such additional officers as the Secretary of the 
Navy may designate. 

(7) An officer, of or above the grade of lieutenant, shall be 
detailed as secretary to the General Board. He shall record 
its proceedings and have charge and custody of its files and 
correspondence. 

(8) Chiefs of bureaus shall issue orders concerning the 
work of their own bureaus, provided such work is not of a 
character to alter the military characteristics of any ship. 
Any proposed work, the performance of which would alter 
the military characteristics of any ship, shall, prior to au- 
thorization, be referred to the Secretary of the Navy for 
decision. 

(9) Each bureau shall determine upon and require for or 
have manufactured all material, apparatus, tools, stores, fuel, 
transportation, stationery, blank books, forms, and appliances 


of every kind needed for its own use in carrying out its ° 


duties, as hereinafter defined. Each bureau shall provide 
for the erection, maintenance, and repair of all machinery 
and tools required for its own use. 

(10) Each bureau shall be charged with all that relates to 
the equipment of ships, according to its allowance list from 
time to time in force. 

(11) All work done by one bureau for another bureau, in- 
eluding the construction of public works, shall be done by 
the former to the satisfaction of the latter; and such work 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of the bureau for 
which it is done. 

(12) Each bureau shall inspect all material for its use 
so far as relates to questions of acceptance of manufactured 
or purchased articles. 

(13) Each bureau shall estimate for and defray from its 
own funds the cost necessary to carry out its duties as here- 
inafter defined. 

(14) No permission shall be given by any bureau, board, or 
officer which shall grant special privileges or authority to 
erect a building on government property without the authority 
of the Secretary of the Navy. 

4. To aid the Secretary in efficiently administering the af- 
fairs of the Navy Department, the work thereof shall be 
grouped under four general divisions, as follows: 

(a) Division of Operations of the Fleet. 

(b) Division of Personnel. 

(c) Division of Material. 

(d) Division of Inspections. 

4A. The Division of Operations of the Fleet shall include 
the Office of Naval Intelligence, the Naval War College, and 
a Section of Movements of the Fleet. 

4B. The Division of Personnel shall include the Bureau of 
Navigation, the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, the Office of 
the Judge Advocate General, and Naval Examining and Re- 
tiring Boards, and shall have cognizance of matters affect- 
ing the Naval Militia. 

4C. The Division of Material shall include the Bureau of 
Equipment, Bureau of Ordnance, Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, Bureau of Steam Engineering, and Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts. 

4D. The Division of Inspections shall include the Board of 

Inspection and Survey for Ships, the Board of Inspection. for 
Shore Stations, and the special inspecting officers. 
_ 4E. (1) To assist the Secretary of the Navy in co-ordinat- 
ine and carrying on the work of the four divisions, there 
shall be on duty in the office of the Secretary four officers of 
the Navy, on the active list, to be known, respectively, as the 
(a) Aid for Operations; (b) Aid for Personnel; (c) Aid for 
Material; (d) Aid for Inspections. The Aids for Operations, 
Personnel, and Inspections shall be line officers. These offi- 
cers shall advise the Secretary on all matters pertaining to 
the duties of the respective divisions named, and shall trans- 
mit orders of the Secretary to the various chiefs of bureaus 
and to the other subordinates of the Department, signing such 
orders, ‘‘By direction of the Secretary.’’ 

(2) Each of the above named aids shall have an assistant, 


_jto be detailed by the Secretary of the Navy from officers on 


the ‘active list of the‘ Navy, who shall, in the absence of the 
aid, succeed tempordarily to the duties of the latter. 

5. The general correspondence of the Department of the 
Navy shall be under the immediate supervision of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. . 
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Section 2.—Duties Conducted Under the Supervision of the 
Assistant Secretary. of the Navy. 


6. The Marine Corps, the Bureau of Yards and Docks, the 
Office of the Solicitor, the Office of the Library and Naval 
War Records, all matters referred to the Navy Department af- 
fecting the employment of civilian and navy yard labor, and the 
final preparation of departmental estimates for submission to 
Congress shall be under the supervision of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

GA. (1) The duties of the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
shall comprise all that relates to the construction and main- 
tenance of all docks (including drydocks), slips, wharves, 
piers, quay walls, and buildings of all kinds, for whatever 
purpose needed, within the limits of navy yards and naval 
stations, except the Naval Proving Ground, the Naval ‘Tor- 
pedo Station, the naval training stations, the Naval War Col- 
lege, and the Naval Academy, but not of hospitals and maga- 
zines outside of navy yards, nor of buildings for which it 
does not estimate. 1t shall prepare the plans and make the 
estimates for the above structures, after consulting with the 
chief of the bureau for whose use they are designed as to 
their internal arrangement. 

(2) It shall repair and require for furniture for all build- 
ings in navy yards. 

(3) It shall provide light and water for all buildings, or 
for whatever other purposes they may be needed in navy 
yards; and shall require for all the fuel, except that which 
1s used by other bureaus. It shall have charge of the con- 
struction, repair, maintenance, and operation ot power plants 
at navy yard and naval stations. 

(4) It shall have charge of the installation and maintenance. 
of telephones within the limits of navy yards and naval sta- 
tions, 

(5) It shall have charge of all landings, derricks, shears, 
cranes, sewers, dredging, railway tracks, cars, wheels, trucks, 
all vehicles for use in the navy yards, grading, paving, walks, 
shade trees, inclosure walls and fences, ditcning, reservoirs, 
cisterns, fire engines. and apparatus, and shall require for all 
material and articles necessary therefor. It shall provide 
watchmen, labor for cleaning navy yards and naval stations, 
except the Naval Proving Grounds, the Powder Factory, maga- 
zines, the Naval ‘Torpedo Station, the naval training stations, 
the Naval War College, and the Naval Academy, and for the 
protection of public property therein. 

(6) It shall require for the furniture, stationery, blank 
books, and forms, and provide the clerical force, messengers, 
and laborers necessary for the offices of the commandant, 
captain, and civil engineer of navy yards, and defray the 
cost of the same. 

(7) It shall provide the oxen, horses, and teams required 
for all purposes at navy yards, the subsistence and care of 
the same, and the necessary teamsters. 

6B. (1) It shall be the duty of the Solicitor to examine 
and report upon questions of law, including the drafting and 
interpretation of statutes, and matters submitted to the ac- 
counting officers, not relating to the personnel; preparation of 
advertisements, proposals, and contracts; insurance; patents; 
the sufficiency of official, ,contract, and other bonds and guar- 
antees; proceedings in the civil courts by or against the Gov- 
ernment or its officers; claims by or against the Governmment; 
questions submitted to the Attorney General, except such as 
are under the cognizance of the Judge Advocate General; 
bills and Congressional resolutions and inquiries not relating 
to the personnel and not elsewhere assigned; and to conduct 
the correspondence respecting the foregoing duties. 

(2) He shall be charged, under the special instructions ot 
the Secretary of the Navy, with the searching of titles, pur- 
chase, sale, transfer, and other questions affecting lands and 
buildings pertaining to the Navy, and with the care and 
preservation of all muniments of title to land acquired for 
naval uses. 

(3) He shall also render opinion upon any matter or ques- 
tion of law when directed to do’so by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 


Section 3.—The Division of Operations of the Fleet. 


7. (1) The Aid for Operations shall advise the Secretary as 
to strategic and tactical matters, in conjunction with the recom- 
mendations of the General Board as covered by Section 7 of 
this chapter, and shall also advise regarding all movements 
of naval vessels, and in general regarding the operations of 
the vessels of the Navy. 

(2) He shall prepare all orders governing the movements 
of vessels which are issued by the Navy Department. In 
order to prevent conflicting instructions, and to control the 
readiness of ships for service, all communications to or from 
the bureaus of the Divisions of Personnel and Material rela- 
tive to the readiness or condition for service of ships in com- 
mission shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy direct; 
but when a definite date has been approved for the comple- 
tion of repairs or changes, only such communications as may 
affect the date of completion shall be so forwarded. All re- 
ports of movements of ships heretofore made to the Bureau 
of Navigation shall hereafter be made to the Secretary of 
the Navy direct. 

(3) He shall keep the records of service of all fleets, ‘squad- 
rons, and ships, and shall furnish to the Bureau of Navigation 
such data relating thereto as may be necessary for the prepara- 
tion of the annual Navy Register. All reports of service per- 
formed by ships shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

(4) He shall be charged with the promulgation and record 
of General Orders and Special Orders issued by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and with advising the Secretary as to the en- 
forcement of such of these as relate to operations of the fleet. 

(5) He shall be charged with the preparation, revision, and 
advising the Secretary in regard to the enforcement of all tac- 
tics, drill books, signal codes, and cipher codes, and with 
the preparation and revision of the Regulations for the Gov- 
ernment of the Navy. 

(6) He shall advise the Secretary as to all matters per- 
taining to target practice, steaming efficiency tests, and like 
matters of fleet training. 

(7) He shall advise the Secretary as to all matters per- 
taining to the location and -other features affecting the mili- 
tary value of wireless telegraph stations. 

(8) He shall advise the Secretary as to all matters per- 
taining to operations, maneuvers (strategical and tactical), 
and organization of the fleet. 

(9) He shall, in conjunction with the General Board, make 
recommendations as to the military features of all new ships, 
as to any proposed repair or alteration to a ship which will 
affect any military feature, and as to the expediency of under- 
taking extensive repairs to any ship. (Art. 16.) : , 

(10) He shall make recommendation, in conjunction with 
the General Board, regarding the location capacity, and pro- 
tection of coal and fuel depots and supplies of coal and fue’. 
together with the location, equipment, general arrangement, 
and protection of naval stations, reserves of ordnance and am- 
munition, and depots of supplies, with a view to meeting 
effectively the demands of the’ fleet; and shall advise the Sec- 
retary as to controlling the delivery to the fleet of pro- 
visions and stores of every kind required therefor. He shall, 
in conjunction with the General Board, recommend the num- 
ber, type, and all features which affect the military value of 
all drydocks of whatsoever nature. 

(11) When fuel or water is to be transported for the use 
of ships, the Aid for Operations shall inform the Bureau of 
Equipment as to the quantity, place, and time of delivery, 
and such transportation shall be made in naval auxiliary 
ships, under the direction of the Department, or in merchant 
vessels, as circumstances may require. 

(12) He shall, in conjunction with the General Board, 
advise the Secretary as to co-ordinating the work of the 
Naval War College and the Office of Naval Intelligence. 


Section 4.—The Division of Personnel. . '« 


8. The Aid for Personnel shall advise the Secretary as to 
the work of the Bureau of Navigation, Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Judge Advocate General and Naval Examining and 
Retiring Boards and as to matters affecting the Naval Militia. 

8A. (1) The duties of the Bureau of Navigation shall com- 
prise the issue, record, and enforcement of the orders of the 
Secretary to the individual officers of the Navy; the ‘iraining 


and education of line officers and of enlisted men. (except of 
the Hospital Corps) at schools and stati and in vessels 
maintained for that purpose; the supervision and control of 
the Naval Academy, technical schools for line officers, the 
apprentice seaman establishment, schools for the technical 
education of enlisted men, and the Naval Home at Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; the maintenance and repair of the Naval War Col- 
lege ; the enlistment, assignment. to duty, and discharge of all 
enlisted persons, and the preparation of estimates for the 
pay of all officers and enlisted men. 

(2) It shall have under its direction all rendezvous and 
receiving ships, and shall provide transportation for all en- 
listed persons under its cognizance. 

(3) It shall establish the complements of all ships in com- 
mission. 

(4) It shall keep the records of service of all officers and 
men, and shall prepare an annual Navy Register for publica- 
tion, embodying therein data as to fleets, squadrons, and ships 
which shall be furnished by the Aid for Operations. 

(5) It shall be charged with all matters pertaining to ap- 
plications for appointments and commissions in the Navy and 
with _the preparation of such appointments and commissions 
for signature. 

(6) It shall be charged with the preparation, revision, and 
enforcement of all regulations governing uniform, and with 
the distribution of all orders and regulations of a general or 
circular character. 

(7) Question of naval discipline, rewards, and punishments 
will be submitted by this bureau for the action of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. The records of all general courts-martial 
and courts of inquiry involving the personnel of the Navy 
shall, before final action, be referred to this bureau for com- 
ment as to disciplinary features. 

(8) It shall receive and bring to the attention of the Sec- 
— of the Navy all applications from officers for duty or 
eave. 

(9) It shall receive all reports of services performed by 
individual officers or men. 

8B. (1) The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall have 
charge of all hospitals and of the force employed there; it 
shall advise with respect to all questions connected with 
hygiene and sanitation affecting the service and, to this end, 
shall have opportunity for necessary inspection; it shall pro- 
vide for physical examinations; it shall pass upon the com- 
petency, from a professional standpoint, of all men in the 
Hospital Corps for enlistment and promotion by means of 
examinations conducted under its supervision or under forms 
prescribed by it; it shall have information as to the assign- 
ment and duties of all enlisted men of the Hospital Corps; it 
shall recommend to the Bureau of Navigation the complement 
of medical officers and -Hospital Corps for hospital ships, 
and shall have the power to appoint and remove all nurses in 
the nurse corps (female), subject to the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided for, the duties of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall comprise all that relates 
to medical supply depots, medical laboratories, naval hospitals, 
dispensaries, technical schools for the medical and hospital 
corps, and the nurse corps (female). 

(3) It shall design the various buildings erected within 
navy yards for its own purposes, so far as their internal ar- 
rangements are concerned. 

(4) It shall approve the design of hospital ships in so far 
as relates to their efficiency for the care of the sick and 
wounded. 

(5) It shall design, erect, furnish and maintain all the 
buildings constructed for its own purposes outside the limits 
of navy yards for which it may have estimated; and it shall 
be charged with the preservation of the public property under 
its control. 

(6) It shall require for all supplies, medicines and instru- 
ments used in the medical department of the Navy. It shall 
have control of the preparation, reception, storage, care, 
custody, transfer and issue of all supplies of every kind used 
in the medical department for its own purposes. 

8C. (1) The duties of the Judge-Advocate-General of the 
Navy shall be to revise and report upon the legal features 
of and to have recorded the proceedings of all courts-martial, 
courts of inquiry, boards of investigation and inquest, and 
boards for the examination of officers for retirement and pro- 
motion in the naval service, to prepare charges and specifica- 
tions for courts-martial, and the necessary orders convening 
courts-martial, in cases where such courts are ordered by the 
Secretary of the Navy to prepare general orders promulgating 
the final action of the reviewing authority in court-martial 
cases; to prepare the necessary orders convening courts of 
inquiry and boards for the examination of officers for promo- 
tion and retirement, and for the examination of candidates for 
appointment as commissioned officers in the Navy other than 
midshipmen, and to conduct all official correspondence relating 
to such courts and boards. 

(2) It shall also be the duty of the Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral to examine and report upon all questions relating to the 
construction of the Regulations, to rank and precedence, to 
promotions and retirements, and to the validity of the proceed- 
ings in court-martial cases; all matters relating to the super- 
vision and control of naval prisons and prisoners; the removal 
of the mark of desertion; the correction of records of service 
and reporting thereupon in the Regular or Volunteer Navy; 
certification of discharge in true name; pardons; bills and 
resolutions introduced in Congress relating to the personnel 
and referred to the Department for report; references to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury with regard to pay and allow- 
ances of the personnel; questions involving points of law con- 
cerning the personnel; and to conduct the correspondence re- 
specting the foregoing duties, including the preparation for 
submission to the Attorney-General of all questions relating 
to subjects coming undex his own cognizance which the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may direct to be so referred. 


Section 5.—The Division of Material. 


9. The Aid for Material shall advise- the Secr-tary. as to 
the work of the Bureau of Equipment, Bureau of Ordnance, 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, and Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

9A. It shall be the duty of the Aid for Material to assist 
the Secretary in insuring that all work performed by the 
bureaus comprising the Division of Material shall be efficiently 
and economically done; to advise the Secretary of the Navy 
with a view to securing co-ordination, and to prepare for issue 
by the Secretary of the Navy the necessary orders in relation 
to the Division of Material and the bureaus comprising it; to 
examine all reports of boards or individuals authorized to 
make inspections relative to the work of the Division of Ma- 
terial, and to recommend to the Secretary such action thereon 
as may be necessary. 

9B. (1) The Bureau of Equipment shall require for all coal 
and fuel for steamers’ and ships’ use, including expenses of 
transportation, storage and handling the same; and water for 
all purposes on board naval vessels, including the expense 
of transportation and storage of the same. 

(2) It shall have charge of the manufacture of rope, anchors, 
cables, rigging, sails, galleys, and cooking utensils; also of the 
Naval Observatory, Nautical. Almanac and Compass Offices, 
and naval coal depots and naval coaling stations within the 
continental limits of the United States, outside of navy yards 
and naval stations (Art. 7, par. 10); and it shall require for 
the instruments and provide for clerks, writers, draftsmen, 
messengers, and laborers for the same. 

(3) It shall have entire charge and cognizance of the instal- 
lation, maintenance, and repair of interior and exterior signal 
communications, and of all electrical appliances of whatsoever 
nature on board naval vessels, except range finders, battle 
order and range transmitters and indicators, and motors and 
their controlling apparatus used to operate the machinery be- 
longing to other bureaus. 

(4) It shall have control of the Hydrographic Office, the col- 
lection of foreign surveys, publication and supply of charts, 
sailing directions,’.and nautical works, and the dissemination 
of 'nautieal <and ‘hydrographic information to the Navy and 
mercantile ‘marine. 

(&) It*shall defray the expenses of pilotage of all ships in 
contmission. : ¥ 
(6) It shall: design, erect and maintain all the buildings 
at thé Naval Observatory-and elsewhere, except in navy yards, 
that may be needed for its purposes. ~ 
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90. (1) The duties of the Bureau of Ordnance shall com- 
prise all that relates to the Torpedo Station, Naval Proving 
Ground, and magazines on shore, to the manufacture of offen- 
sive and defensive arms and apparatus (including torpedoes), 
all ammunition, and war explosives. It shall require for or 
manufacture all machinery, apparatus, equipment, material, 
and supplies required by or for use with the above. . 

(2) It shall determine the interior dimensions of revolving 
turrets and their requirements as regards rotation. . 

(8) It shall, as the work proceeds, inspect the installation 
of the permanent fixtures of the armament and its accessories 
on board ship, and the methods of stowing, handling, and 
transporting ammunition and torpedoes, all of which work 
shall be performed to its satisfaction. It shall design, con- 
struct, and determine the requirements of all ammunition 
hoists, and the method of construction of armories and ammuni- 
tion rooms on shipboard, and, in conjunction with the Bureau 
ef Construction and Repair, determine upon their location 
and that of ammunition hoists. It shall install all parts of 
the armament and its accessories which are not permanently 
attached to any portion of the structure of the hull, excepting 
turret guns, turret mounts, and ammunition hoists, and such 
other mounts as require simultaneous work in connection with 
installation or removal. It shall confer with the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair respecting the arrangements for cen- 
tering the turrets and the character of the roller paths and 
their supports. : 

(4) It shall have cognizance of all electrically operated 
ammunition hoists, rammers, and gun-elevating gear which are 
in turrets; of electric range finders; of electric training and 
elevating gear for gun mounts not in turrets; of electrically 
operated air compressors for charging torpedoes ; and of all 
battle order and range transmitters and indicators. _ 7 

(5) It shall design the various shops and buildings in which 
its work is executed at the Navy Yard, Washington, D.C., 
so far as their internal arrangements are concerned. : 

(6) It shall design, erect, and maintain all shops and build- 
ings constructed for its own purposes outside the limits of 
navy yards and for which it may have estimated; and it shall 
be charged with the preservation of the public property under 
its control. . 

9D. (1) The duties of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair shall comprise the responsibility for the structural strength 
and stability of all ships built for the Navy; all that relates 
to designing, building, fitting and repairing the hulls of ships, 
turrets, spars, capstans, windlasses, steering gear and venti- 
lating apparatus (Art. 16); and, after consultation with the 
Bureau of Ordnance and according to the requirements thereof 
as determined by that bureau, the designing, construction, and 
installation of independent ammunition hoists, and the installa- 
tion of the permanent fixtures of all other ammunition hoists 
and their appurtenances; placing and securing armor after 
the material, quality, and distribution of thickness have been 
determined in accordance with Article 16; placing and securing 
on board ship, to the satisfaction of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
the permanent fixtures of the armament and its accessories as 
manufactured and supplied by that bureau; installing the 
turret guns, turret mounts, and ammunition hoists, and such 
other mounts as require simultaneous structural work in con- 
nection with installation or removal; care and preservation 
of ships in ordinary. The Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair shall also, after conference with the Bureau of Ordnance, 
design the arrangements for centering the turrets, the char- 
acter of the roller paths and their supports, and furnish that 
bureau every opportunity to inspect the installation on board 
of all permanent fixtures of the armament and accessories sup- 
plied by said bureau. ’ ; 

(2) It shall have cognizance of all electric turret-turning 
machinery and of all electrically operated ammunition hoists 
(except turret hoists), the same to conform to the requirements 
of the Bureau of Ordnance as to power, speed, and control. It 
shall also have cognizance of stationary electrically operated 
fans or blowers for hull ventilation, boat cranes, deck winches, 
capstans, steering engines, and telemotors therefor, hand pumps 
not in the engine or fire room, and electric launches and other 
boats supplied with electric motive power. ‘ 

(3) It shall have charge of the docking of ships. — 

(4) It shall design the slips and the various buildings and 
shops, so far as their internal arrangements are concerned, 
where its work is executed, and shall be charged with the 
operating and cleaning of drydocks. : : 

10. (1) The duties of the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
shall comprise all that relates to designing, building, fitting 
out and repairing machinery, other than electric, used for the 
propulsion of naval ships; the steam pumps, steam heaters, 
distilling apparatus, refrigerating apparatus, all steam con- 
nections of ships, and the steam machinery necessary for actu- 
ating the apparatus by which turrets are turned. 

(2) It shall design the various shops at navy yards and sta- 
tions where its own work is executed, so far as their internal 
arrangements are concerned. , 

11. The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts shall consist of 
two sections, as follows: ’ 

(a) The Section of Supplies. 

(b) The Section of Accounts. : 

11A. (1) The duties of the Section of Supplieseshall com- 
prise all that relates to the purchase (Art. 1166), reception, 
storage, care, custody, transfer, shipment, and issue of all sup- 
lies for the naval establishment (Art. 9B, par. 1), and the 
ened of property accounts for the same, except supplies 
for the Marine Corps, and except the reception, storage, care, 
custody, transfer, property accounts, and issue of medical sup- 
plies; the requiring for, preparation, or manufacturing of pro- 
visions, clothing, and small stores; and the requiring for ma- 
terial under the naval supply fund. 

(2) It shall supply all stationery, blank books, and forms 
used in the rendition of property or money accounts. 

(3) The cost of supplies purchased by the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts for other bureaus or branches of the naval 
establishment shall be defrayed out of the appropriations 
provided therefor by law coming under the cognizance of 
those bureaus or branches. 

11B. The duties of the Section of Accounts shall comprise 
all that relates to the supply of funds for disbursing officers, 
the payment for articles and services for which contract or 
agreement has been made by the proper authority, and the 
keeping of the money accounts in the naval establishment, in- 
cluding accounts of all manufacturing and operating expense 
at the navy yards and stations. 


Section 6.—The Division of Inspections. 


12. (1) The Aid for Inspections shall advise the Secretary 
as to the work of the Board of Inspection and Survey for 
Ships, the Board of Inspection for Shore Stations, and all 
boards and individuals whose duties may relate to the inspec- 
tion of material or personnel of the naval service, including 
inspections of the condition of material already accepted and 
in service and of the method of performance of duty of all 
individuals, but excluding the acceptance inspection of manu- 
factured or purchased articles otherwise provided for, and ex- 
cluding also the examinations of officers and others for admis- 
sion to or advancement in the service. 

(2) All reports of inspections within the scope of this divi- 
sion, as indicated in the preceding paragraph, shall be for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Navy. 

(8) In addition to the inspections required by Articles 13 
and 14, the Aid for Inspections shall, from time to time, recom- 
mend to the Secretary the detail of one or more officers at- 
tached to the division to investigate each of the various fea- 
tures affecting naval efficiency and economy of public expendi- 
tures. The officers so detailed shall be chosen with regard 
to their expertness in the subject under investigation, and 
shall, through orders of proper superior authority, have placed 
at their disposal all necessary facilities and data, including, 
where necessary, all vouchers and other papers relating to 
financial accounts; and they shall also have opportunity for 
verifying accounts, for counting public funds, and for making 
inventories of public property. 

13. The Board of Inspection and Survey for Ships, under

14. (1) The Board of Inspection for Shore Stations shall 
inspect at least annually tne condition and efficiency of all 
shore stations, including the Naval War College, Naval Acad- 
emy, training stations, Torpedo Station, Proving Ground, 
magazines, hospitals, wireless stations, coaling stations, marine 
posts, School of Application for Marines, and all tecnnical 
schools for officers and enlisted men. 

(2) It shall also be called upon to make recommendations 
as to the plan of development of navy yards and stations, sv 
far as relates to public works and utilities, in order that the 
facilities and resources thereof shall accord with the military 
requirements prescribed by the Navy Department. To this end 
it shall carefully scrutinize the yearly estimates for improve- 
ment at the different yards, and make recommendations in re- 
gard thereto according to their relative value to the fleet. 


Section 7.—Duties of the General Board. 


15. (1) The General Board shall devise measures and plans 
for the effective preparation and maintenance of the fleet for 
war and snall advise the Secretary of the Navy as to the dis- 
position and distribution of the fleet and of the re-enforce- 
ments of ships, officers, and men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 


(2) It shall prepare and submit to the Secretary of the ; 


Navy plans of campaign, including co-operation with the Army 
and the employment of all the elements of naval defense, such 
as the Naval Militia, Coast Survey, Lighthouse Service, 
Kevenue-Cutter Service, and merchant vesseis, and shall con- 
stantly revise these plans in accordance with the latest in- 
formation received. 

(3) It shall consider the number and types of ships proper 
to constitute the fleet, the number and rank of officers, and the 
number and ratings of enlisted men required to man them; and 
shall advise the Secretary of the Navy respecting the estimates 
therefor (including such increase as may be requisite) to be 
submitted annualiy to Congress. (Art. 16.) 

(4) It shall advise the Secretary of the Navy concerning 
the location, capacity, and protection of coal depots and sup- 
plies of coal; tne location, general arrangement, and protection 
of naval stations, reserves of ordnance, and ammunition, and 
depots of supplies; and shali advise as to the delivery of pro- 
visions and stores of every kind required by the fleet. 

(5) It shall co-ordinate the work of the Naval War College 
and the Office of Naval Intelligence and shall consider and re- 
port upon naval operations, maneuvers, tactics, organization, 
training and such other subjects as the Secretary ot the Navy 
may lay before it. 


Section 8.—Designs and Weights. 


16. (1) When designs are to be prepared for a new ship, the 
Aid for Operations, in conjunction with the General Board, 
shall submit to the Secretary of the Navy a recommendation 
as to the military characteristics to be embodied therein. The 
bureaus of the Division of Material will then be directed to 
furnish sketch plans, approximate data, or both, covering fea- 
tures respectively under their cognizance to accord with these 
recommendations as approved by the Secretary; with these 
plans and data will be submitted such comment, including 
recommendations as to proposed modifications, as may be 
deemed necessary from a consideration of technical details. 
The sketch plans and approximate data embodying the es- 
sential modifications will then be referred by the Secretary to 
the General Board for consideration and recommendation; and 
there will be ordered to be present and confer with the Gen- 
eral Board, during such consideration, such officers as may be 
designated who are deemed especially qualified to determine 
the military effect of technical features in the type of vessel 
under consideration, including officers who have obtained 
markedly successful results in ordnance, engineering, or turret 
gun work, or in service with torpedo vessels. ‘he Depart- 
ment will, after consideration of recommendations of the Gen- 
eral Board as thus prepared, issue final instructions as to the 
features to be embodied, and the duty of preparing final plans 
shall then devolve upon the bureaus in accordance with their 
responsibilities as laid down in these Regulations. 

(2) During the preparation of the designs of a new vessel 
each bureau shall prepare a detailed statement of all objects 
under its cognizance which it is proposed to install during the 
construction and fitting out, complete for sea, of the vessel. 
Fully itemized estimates of weights and positions of centers 
of gravity of all objects shall be included in this detailed 
statement. A copy of the above shall be furnished to the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair before the final plans are 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy for his approval. 
Within three months after the commissioning of a new vessel 
a detailed statement, itemized as above, shal! be furnished the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, in which actual weights 
and revised estimates of positions of centers of gravity, where 
necessary, shall be given. 

(3) All recommendations relating to changes in designs of 
ships shall be submitted to the Secretary of the Navy.

Hull division: Sawmill, shipwrights’ shop, spar shop, boat 
shop, mold loft, block shop, carpenters and joiners’ shop, up- 
holstering and leather working shop, blacksmiths’ shop (hull), 
plumbers’ shop, pipefitters’ shop, galvanizing and _ electro- 
plating shop, shipfitters’ shop, sheét-metal shop, paint shop, 
sail loft, rigging loft, ropewalk, drydocks hauling-out and 
building ways. 


Section 2.—Aid or Executive. 


1567. (1) There shall be detailed at each navy yard or sta- 
tion, as aid or executive to the commandant, a line officer 
not restricted by law to the performance of engineering duties, 
which officer shall, when not impracticable, be next in rank to 
the commandant. Such aid or executive shall, while executing 
the orders of the commandant, take precedence over all officers 
attached to the yard or station. All orders of such aid or 
executive shall be regarded as proceeding from the commandant, 
and the aid or executive shall have no independent authority 
in consequence of such detail. (See Sec. 1469, R.S.) 

(2) Line officers of lower rank may be attached to the yard 
as subordinate aids to the commandant, to perform such duties 
as may be assigned by him, and for general experience and 
observation in the duties of their profession. 

(3) Warrant officers and mates shall perform such duty as 
may be assigned them by the commandant. 


Section 3.—Captain of the Yard. 


1568. (1) The aid or executive shall be the captain of the 
yard, and as such shall be the agent of the commandant in 
regard to the work of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, except 
as regards the eare and operation of the power plant, and 
other duties assigned by these Regulations to one of the two 
divisions of the manufacturing department; and, at yards where 
there is no civil engineer, he shall be charged with the special 
duties of the latter. 

(2) He shall have charge of the police of the yard and of 
the enforcement of police regulations; also of watchmen. 

(3) He shall have charge of the fire department, and of 
the use and care of all fire engines and other apparatus for 
subduing fires, and of all officers, enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, and employees when performing duties in 
connection therewith. He shall cause a daily inspection to 
be made of all fire apparatus, under rules approved by the 
commandant, informing the latter at once of any deficiencies: 
and shall, at least once a month, report in writing their actual 
condition. He shall have control of all fires and lights, and 
shall satisfy himself after working hours that there is no dan- 
ger from fires during the night. 

(4) He shall have charge of all landings, derricks, shears, 
cranes, sewers, dredging, railway tracks, cars, wheels, trucks, 
all vehicles for use in the yard, grading, paving, walks, shade 
trees, inclosure walls and fences, ditching, reservoirs, cisterns, 
flags and awnings, yard tugs and the crews thereof, teamsters 
and stablemen, and of all employees for clearing up and 
cleaning the yard and for caring for and handling the ap- 
paratus specified in this paragraph. He shall frequently visit 
and observe all parts of the navy yard and its establishments, 
making such reports thereon as will enable the commandant 
to be fully informed as to the working of the various parts 
of the station under his command. 

(5) He shall have charge of and be responsible for the 
moving, mooring, and security of all vessels in ordinary, in- 
eluding their proper protection from weather, and of their 
general condition as regards cleanliness and security from

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The Army transport Sheridan arrived at Manila Dec. 
2, with 45 officers, 499 enlisted men of 14th U.S. Cav. 
and 56 casuals. 

Major Gen, Thomas H. Burry, U.S.A., who has been 
on duty at the War College, in Washington, for several 
months preparitg a report of the occupation of Cuba 
under the intervention ordered by President Roosevelt in 
October, 1906, left this week for his new station at San 
Francisco, having. been detailed to command the Depart- 
ment of California. General Barry was accompanied by 
his aide, Capt. Robert C. Davis, 17th Inf. 

At the examination held in Washington in November 
for candidates for appointment to the Army Medical 
Corps, the following passed the physical, examination 
and have been appointed to the Medical Reserve Corps: 
Dr. Gilman Corson Dolley, Chesham, N.H.; Dr. John 
Joseph Reddy, Philadelphia, Pa., and Dr. Harry Bion 
Williaris, Rushville, N.Y. 

An examination will be held Feb. 1, 1910, of eligible 
candidates for appointment as ordnance sergeants, open 
only to sergeants of the line who have served at least 
eight years in the Army, including four years as non- 
commissioned officers, who are less than forty-five years 
of age. The conditions of the examination are set forth 
in G.O. 43, W.D., 1909. There are now fifty-three ap- 
plications to take this examination. 

There will be no interference of any sort by the War 
Department in the case of Capt. Thomas Franklin, 
Subsistence Department, U.S.A., who is on trial before 
the civil courts at New York, under indictment for 
embezzlements in connection with his service as_com- 
missary officer at the Military Academy at West Point. 
A proposition was recently made by Captain Franklin’s 
counsel that he should plead guilty to the charges by 
arrangement, and while his sentence was suspended re- 
sign his commission as captain in the Army “for the 
good of the Service.” The matter was considered at the 
War Department, with the result that it was decided that 
the trial in the civi! courts should be proceeded with. 

First Lieut. Charles H. Patterson, C.A.C., secretary 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association, mailed during the 
week to the members of the association, for the purpose 
of being voted upon, a proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution which will be of great importance to officers of 
the Army under twenty-five years of age, as well as to 
the present members of the association, who, as mem- 
bers. were under said age in 1897 or upon joining since 
that date. The amendment provides that ratios or per- 
centages, by means of which the yearly premiums are 
calculated, be established for the years twenty-one to 
twenty-four, inclusive. The ratios under the present 
provisions of the constitution are not calculated below 
age twenty-five, therefore an officer under twenty-five 
has been paying for age twenty-five. As fifty per cent. 
of the new members during the present fiscal year alone 
joined at ages twenty-one to twenty-four, inclusive, the 
advantages offered by the proposed amendment will be 
appreciated. The present ratios for ages twenty-five and 
over will not be disturbed. The petitioners for the 
amendment, ten in number, as required by the constitu- 
tion, are: Major Gen. J. F. Bell, Chief of Staff; Brig. 
Yen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery; Brig. 
Gen. Anson Mills, U.S.A.: Col. J. W. Duncan, Gen. 
Staff. 6th Inf.: Major John T. Knight, Gen. Staff, 
Q.M.D.; Capt. P. C. Harris, Gen. Staff, 24th Inf.; Capt. 
Charles W. Fenton, 2d Cav., A.D.C.; Capt. Johnson 
Hagocd, Gen. Staff. C.A.C.: Capt. M. A. DeLaney, Med. 
Corps, and Lieut. Charles L. Hall, C.E., all members of 
the association. The proposed amendment met the entire 
approval of the last annual meeting, and is approved by 
the present executive committee of the association, and 
to hecome a part of tke constitution must be carried by 
two-thirds of the members voting. The proposed new 
ratios are as follows: Age twenty-one, 90.340; twenty- 
two. 92.606; twenty-three, 94.991; twenty-four, 97.436. 
Ratio for age twenty-five is as at present, 100.000. 

Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the Gulf. in reviewing the proceedings of 
a G.C.M. in the case of a private found guilty of deser- 
tion, and who was sentenced to be confined at hard 
labor for nine months and to forfeit twelve dollars per 
month for the same period and to suffer against his pay 
a stoppage of fifty dollars as a reimbursement to the 
U.S. for the reward paid for his apprehension and 
delivery to military control, says: “In the foregoing case 
of Pvt. Johnie P. Norton, Troop B, 8th Cav., the sen- 
tence is approved. It is evident that the court desires 
the accused shall be given another chance. It is prob- 
able the Service will be benefited by doing so. But if 
the accused is to remain in the Service, and is a really 
excellent man, as the testimony of an officer and non- 
commissioned officers of his former organization seems 
to indicate, the United States can get better service out 
of him as a soldier than as a prisoner. It seems to the 
reviewing authority that this is a case where the accused 
might well have been restored to duty without trial. 
Company commanders do not seem to realize that every 
deserter does not need to be punished. If the interests 
of the United States will he better subserved by reliev- 
ing the soldier of all punishment, that is, by restoring 
him to duty without trial. it is the duty of the company 
commander to so recommend, instead of preferring 
charges. The entire sentence is remitted, except so much 
as Jmposes a stoppage of fifty dollars to reimburse the 
United States for the reward paid for his apprehension 
and delivery to military control. As so reduced. the 
sentence will be duly executed. The accused will be 
released from confinement.” 

A certificate of merit in the case of Corpl. Nicholas 
J. Burke, 165th Co., ©.A.C., has been granted for saving 
the life of a drowning comrade near Fort Monroe, Va.

_ The 23d Infantry Lantaka. referring to the new sta- 
tion of the 23d at Parang, P.1., prior to its return to 
the United States in March next. says: ‘‘No one can fail 
to appreciate how beautiful for situation is Parang: and, 
as for climate and creature comforts. it is the testimony 
of travelers that we are to be envied by all other posts. 
It certainly seems good to have all the modern conven- 
jences at hand. With two baths in one set of quarters 
and the turbulent steel-blue waters of the Nituan river 
on tap at every turn, we almost hesitate to speak out 
loud lest it be discovered that the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Office has made some mistake. A single month 
of united service has had a marked effect on regimental 
esprit and a good feeling and fellowship all the way 
down the line.

THE NEBRASKA WINS AT FOOTBALL. 


The football team from the U.S.S. Nebraska, which 
included such star players as Midshipmen Lange, 
Magruder, Dague and Ingram, played a game with a 
team from the U.S. receiving ship Hancock at the navy 
yard at Bremerton, Wash., on Nov. 27, and won by a 
score of 29 to 0. 

The Nebraskans have had a great record in meeting 
teams from other warships of the U.S. Navy. They have 
played eleven such games, of which they have won nine, 
the other two resulting in tie scores. 

The game was lively, and the Nebraska folks showed 
a good knowledge of the new football. They used the 
onside kick to great advantage, recovering the ball con- 
tinually for good gains. 

One trouble with the Hlancock team was that it had 
no backs who could be depended upon, and nearly every 
time when they received the ball they were downed for a 
loss. The Nebraska line smothered every incipient 
Hancock play, and the men from the receiving ship 
consequently never had more than half a chance, 

With the exception of Captain “Polly” Rollins, the 
Haneock’s men were simply swept aside whenever Mid- 
shipmen Magruder, Lange, Dague and Ingram made up 
their minds that they wanted a touchdown. 

Lange’s kicking was one of the features of the con- 
test. Through his ability to boot the ball the Nebraskans 
gained yards on every exchange of punts, and backed 
the Hancock tars right up into their own end of the 
field, where they had to stay through almost the entire 
game. Dague got into the game with a vengeance in the 
first minute of plav, making a seventy-five-yard run for 
a touchdown in approved Army-Navy style. Dague was 
always where the ball was, and he figured in every play. 

Then Magruder received the ball on the one-yard line 
in the second half, and just had to fall over the line for 
a touchdown. His tackles were lacking in none of their 
— accuracy, and he played a very fine game, all 
in all. 

Dague’s seventy-five-yard run came at the very open- 
ing of the game, and demoralized the Hancock’s men 
before they had their bearings. Nebraska was able to 
gain on onside kicks and forward passes, and then 
Whalen, just for the novelty, tried an end run and made 
another touchdown. One of Lange’s long punts bounced 
to the ten-yard line shortly after the next kick-off, and 
Soule pounced on the ball. Dague had the honor of 
getting the touchdown that followed. 

Ingram it was who plunged through center for the 
first touchdown of the second period. Magruder wound 
vp the scoring by making a touchdown, and the game 
ended at just about that point.

The Manila papers report that Surg. Francis W. F.

station are disposed to induige in hilarity altogether un- 
becoming the solemn nature of court-martial proceedings.

“The Enlisted Specialist’s Examiner,” prepared by 
Capt. Harold E. Cloke, C.A.C., U.S.A., and published by 
John Wiley and Sons, New York, at the price of $2, is 
a work that should be in the hands of such enlisted men 
of the Coast Artillery Corps as have qualified as second 
and first class gunners, and desire still further light and 
knowledge in the science of coast artillery with a view 
to taking the examination for entrance to the School of 
“Enlisted Specialists.” The table of contents which 
follows best illustrates the character of the work and its 
value to those for whom it is intended: Chapter I.— 
Extracts from general orders specifying qualifications 
necessary to enter the School for Enlisted Specialists or 
to become master electrician, engineer, electrician ser- 
geant first class, electrician sergeant second class or fire- 
man. Chapter If.—Electricity and magnetism, funda- 
mental principles, laws, etce.; batteries; electrical 
measuring instruments; location of vaults, etc.; dynamos, 
motors, etc., insulation resistance; searchlights, telauto- 
graphs and telephones; wireless telegraphy; useful data, 
wiring tables, units, specifications, ete.

Communications have been addressed by the Industrial 
Commission of the Municipality to the mayors of ten 
cities on the Chesapeake Bay, Hampton Roads and 
other tributaries, requesting them to be present at 
some future date, agreeable to all, to take up the dis- 


cussion of the Cape Henry fortification project. These 
letters were addressed to the mayors of Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth, Petersburg, Richmond, Newport News, Hampton, 
Alexandria, Annapolis, Baltimore and the three Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia. In each letter 
the question of fortifying the entrance to the Chesapeake 
Bay was plainly stated as a glaring necessity, as pointed 
out by Admiral Sperry and President Taft, and the 
mayors were assured that the project, already having 
the endorsement of the head of the nation, will certainly 
be cordially received by Congress when it is put squarely 
up to that body. The mayors were asked to name a 
date for a meeting some time within the next month, 
but it is expected that this meeting will not take place 
until after the Christmas holidays.

Civil Engr. F. R. Harris, U.S.N., who has been 
ordered to take charge of the construction of the new 
drydock at the navy yard at Brooklyn, N.Y., arrived 
there on Dec. 1. He has been on duty for the last few 
years as the principal assistant of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, and stands high in his pro- 
fession. The new contractors will proceed with the 
work under a new process, utilizing pneumatic casing, by 
which it is believed the obstacles hitherto encountered, 
to the disaster of the two previous contractors, will be 
overcome. As there is not sufficient money to do the 
work on the available appropriation, the Navy Depart- 
ment has arranged with the contractors to add ten per 
cent. to the cost, and later, when the appropriation is 
made by Congress, the’ work will be continued on a con- 
tract basis. Civil Engr. L. M. Cox, U.S.N., who has 
been on duty at Brooklyn, has gone to Washington, 
D.C., for duty as assistant to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks. 





Representative Swagar Sherley, of Kentucky, a mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Appropriations and 
chairman of the sub-committee on fortifications, who has 
just returned from a Copgressional inspection over the 
Panama Canal Zone, declared at the White House on 


Dec. 1 that he is in favor of the immediate fortification 
ef the zone. Mr. Sherley said that now that we have 
all the men and most of the material necessary for the 
construction of fortifications we should go ahead with 
that work. “About $4,000,000, I think,” said Mr. Sher- 
levy, “would be enough to fortify the zone completely. 
That is only about one per cent. of the total cost of the 
canal. ‘The best way to preserve the neutrality of the 
zone is to fortify it. I do not see how there could be 
any objection to this work, and I believe it should be 
undertaken at once, so that it will be completed when 
the canal is ready.” Mr. Sherley praised Colonel 
Goethals highly, and declared that the Congressional in- 
vestigators were immensely impressed with the canal. 











Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop on Nov. 26 
approved a recommendation made by Capt. John M. 
3owyer, T.S.N., Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
that the battleships Indiana, Massachusetts and Iowa be 
used next year for the practice cruise of the corps of 
midshipmen. The practice squadron last summer con- 
sisted of the cruiser Olympia, the cruiser Chicago, the 
training ship Hartford and the monitor Arkansas. The 
midshipmen will not be so crowded on the battleships, 
and the training will be more suitable to their future 
service than that obtained upon the older types of 
vessels. ‘The cruise next summer probably will be to 
Mediterranean ports. instead of along the Atlantic coast, 
as was done last vear

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Thomas McCurdy Vincent, U.S.A., retired, 
died Nov. 30, 1909, at his home, 1221 N street, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. He had been ill since last July, and 
for ten days before his death was confined to his bed. 
Hlis death was due to arterial sclerosis. General Vincent 
began his career fifty years ago in the Indian wars. He 
won much praise as the organizer of the United States 
Volunteer Army during the Civil War, and up to the 
time of his retirement, in 1906, he was identified with 
many important changes in the methods of transacting 
the business of the War Department. He had also 
written many works of a military and historical nature. 
He was born in Cadiz, Ohio, Nov. 15, 1832. He entered 
West Point in 1849, at the age of seventeen, and upon 
graduation was sent into service in the Seminole Indian 
war as a lieutenant in the 2d Artillery. After this war 
he was stationed successively at Fort Hamilton and at 
Plattsburg Barracks, and later became assistant pro- 
fessor of chemistry at West Point. During the Civil 
War General Vincent was assigned to the staff of Gen- 
eral McDowell cf the Army of Northern Virginia. Later 
he was detailed by Secretary Stanton to duty in the 
Adjutant General’s office at Washington. He received 
the brevets of lieutenant colonel and brigadier general 
for faithful and meritorious services during the Rebel- 
lion. In this position he was practically in charge of the 
organization of the Volunteer Army of the Union forces. 
He had the responsibility of framing all the instructions 
for the government of the Volunteer forces, and had 
charge of the personnel of more than 90,000 commissioned 
officers. At the close of the war he did much of the 
work of mustering out the troops, and his plan for doing 
this was commented on favorably by the President, Gen- 
eral Grant and Secretary Stanton. After the war he 
served for three years as Adjutant General of Texas, 
and was later transferred to New Orleans as Adjutant 
General of the Division of the Gulf, under Major General 
Schofield. In 1888 he was given the post of Assistant 
Adjutant General, under General Schofield. He was 
made brigadier general in 1894, and in 1895 charge of 
the Bureau of the Military Information of the War 
Department was placed in him. He retired Nov. 15, 
1896, after forty-three years of military service. General 





Vincent was a member of the advisory board of Trinity 
College, the board of visitors of Providence Hospital, a 
member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., and a former president of 
the Sons of the American Revolution. A few years ago 
he was appointed a member of the legislative committee 
of the Sens of the American Revolution to urge upon 
Congress the enactment of laws prohibiting the desecra- 
tion of the flag by using it for advertising matter and 
for similar purposes. Among the books or monographs 
he had written are “Military Power of the United States 
During the War of the Rebellion,” “Lincoln and Stan- 
ton,” “Lincoln,” “Florida Indians in the Days of De 
Soto” and “Florida Seminole Wars” and “The Battle 
of Bull Run.” Faneral services were held Dec. 2 at St. 
Matthew’s Roman Catholic Church. The interment was 
at Arlington National Cemetery. Delegations attended 
from the M.O.1..L.U.S. and from the Sons of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution. The pallbearers were Major Gen. F. 
©. Ainsworth, Brig. Gen. A. Mordecai, Gen. Maxwell 
V. Woodhull, Major W. P. Huxford, U.S.A., Edward B. 
Moore, Commissioner of Patents, president of Sons of 
American Revolution; A. Howard Clarke, of the Smith- 
sonian Institution; Gen. Cyrus Bussey, U.S.V., and Col. 
V. MeNally, U.S.A. The official committee of the M.O.L. 
I..U.S. were Pay Dir. L. A. Frailey, U.S.N., Brig. Gen. 
John G. Butler. U.S.A.. Col. F. A. Reeve, U.S.V., and 
Major C. F. Larravee, U.S.V. 

Brig. Gen. Henry M. Adams, U.S.A., retired, died in 
Washington Dec. 1, 1909, from arterio sclerosis. Gen- 
eral Adams was born in Massachusetts, May 38, 1844, 
and was appointed a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy 
from that state, July 1, 1862; was graduated No. 1 in 
his class, and appointed a second lieutenant of engi- 
neers June 18, 1866. He was successfully promoted to 
the grades of first lieutenant, captain, major, lieuten- 
ant colonel in the Corps of Engineers, reaching the lat- 
ter grade June 25, 1905; was retired from active servy- 
ice by operation of law May 3, 1908, having reached 
the age of sixty-four years, and was advanced to the 
grade of brigadier general on the retired list from the 
date of his retirement. His entire service was in the 
Corps of Engineers, and he was identified with many 
important engineering works in Louisiana, Texas, the 
Great Lakes, the Mississippi river, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, New York, Georgia, Florida and Michigan. 
From January, 1879, to October, 1895, he was stationed 
at the War Department as first assistant to the Chief 
of Engineers. During that period he was associated 
with the movement for increasing the water supply of 
the district by raising the dam at Great Falls. While 
on duty here he also served as a member of the light- 
house board. Since retirement he made his home at 
Charleston, S.C.. with his son, Capt. Edwin M. Adams, 
C.E., who is stationed in Washington. 

Lieut. Col. Seymour Howell, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at St. Augustine, Fla., Nov. 28, 1909, was born in Eng- 
land Aug. 12, 1841, and at the outbreak of the Civil 
War was appointed a second lieutenant, 6th Michigan 
Infantry. He first served under General Butler at Ship 
Island, Miss., and participated in the capture of Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip and Baton Rouge, La. He was 
with General Banks at Fort Hudson and at the reduc- 
tion of Forts Gaines and Morgan at Mobile Bay. In 
1862 he was promoted to first lieutenant, and in July, 
1863, to captain. In August, 1864, he was commissioned 
major of his regiment. He was mustered out of the 
Service Aug. 20, 1865. Colonel Howell, in May, 1898, 
was appointed an additional paymaster of Volunteers, 
with the rank of major, and served fhrough the Spanish- 
Anerican War and in the Philippines. In July, 1901, 
he was commissioned paymaster in the Regular Army 
with the rank of captain, and after a brief service in 
this country was returned to the Philippines in May, 
1902. While in active service in 1903 he was promoted 
to major, and was ordered home for examination. On 
Aug. 12, 1905, at St. Paul, Minn., where he had been 
stationed two years, he was retired with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, making his home in Adrian, Mich., 
and later in Detroit. Colonel Howell was united in 
marriage on April 6, 1864, to Miss Eliza Kellogg. Two 
children were born to them, Maud A., born in Sharon, 
Washtenaw county, and married to Howard T. Taylor, 
ef Adrian, May 27, 1885. The second child of Col. and 
Mrs. Taylor died in infancy. Mrs. Eliza Kellogg Taylor 
died in Adrian. Sept. 22, 1907. Colonel Howell was 
prominent in Masonry and belonged to several Army 
clubs. He was universally respected as a citizen and 
neighbor. He was at one time treasurer of the city of 
Adrian, and was many times solicited to run for mayor 
as a republican, but repeatedly declined the honor. 

Mr. George Ellison Ely, father of Capt. Frank D. 
Ely, 30th U.S. Inf., died at Sterling, Ill., Nov. 22, 1909, 
of 2 complication of diseases. 

The Rt. Rev. Monsignor R. A. McAndrew, rector of 
St. Mary’s, Wilkesbarre, and brother of Capt. J. W 
McAndrew, 3d U.S. Inf., and Capt. P. H. McAndrew, 
ao Corps, U.S.A., died at Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 17, 


William N. Cowan, who had charge of the sailmaking 
department at the Brooklyn Navy Yard for the last 
twenty years, and who died on Nov. 24, 1909, in Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., in his seventy-third year, followed the sea in 
his youth and was a member of the Paraguay expedition 
in 1858. He served in the Navy during the Civil War. 
He was appointed a Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia by President Grant, and was grand marshal of 
the first inaugural parade in honor of President Cleve- 
land. He was a member of the Sons of the Revolution. 
He is survived by his wife. 

Peter A. Hargous, a well known lawyer, died at his 
home, in Brooklyn, N.Y., Nov. 24, 1909, in his seventy- 
first year. His ancestors were of the oldest French 
Catholic families of New York. His father and uncle 
were early leading shipping merchants of Manhattan. 
He was once an officer of the 7th and 69th N.Y. He is 
survived by a widow and a daughter, Alice, wife of 
Major Price, U.S.A. 

Mrs. Ellen Butterworth Webster, who died at Plain- 
field, N.J., Nov. 27, 1909, was the mother of Mrs. John 
T. Honeycutt and Mrs. James L. Lusk. 

The body of Sergt. Major Samuel B. Bogart, 3d Cav., 
U.S.A., was found on the roadside near Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., Dec. 1, with a bullet in his brain. Held 
in his hand was a note. which said: “Deliberate attempt 
to end an ill-spent life.” 

Mr. McQueen Rozelle, eldest brother of 1st Lieut. 
George I’. Rozelle. jr., 9th U.S. Inf., died at Dallas 
Tex., Nov. 22. ; 

Atlee S. Kelton, youngest son of the late Brig. Gen. 
John C. Kelton, Adjutant General, U.S.A., and of Mrs. 
Josephine P. Kelton, of Washington, D.C., died on Nov. 
27 at Juneau, Alaska. On Sept. 16 the young man 
started for Cordova, Alaska, intending, with his partner, 
Mr. William Bayless, of Baltimore, to establish him- 
self in a legal practice. A protracted illness in Seattle 
forced Mr. Kelton to remain in a_ hospital there. 


Although much weakened from inflammatory rheumatism, 
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he sailed from Seattle on Nov. 16, yyy, ro over in 
Juneau to be the Thanksgiving guest of Governor and 
Mrs. Clark. He died in their home on Noy. 27. Of his 
death a friend writes: “Just entering his twenty-third 
year, he seemed to have a bright future before him in 
a new and rapidly developing country. Young Kelton 
was a page in the U.S. Senate for more than three years, 
where his sunny disposition and intelligent performance 
of his duties won for him many friends among the 
Senators. One entire year he worked in the press de- 
partment of the Jamestown Exposition, and through two 
summers he was employed in the geodetic survey; there- 
fore he knew already what working for a living means, 
having begun at twelve years of age. His remains will 
be brought home to Washington, D.C., by his brother, 
William S. Kelton, now living in Seattle. His oldest 
brother, Capt. R, H. Kelton, Coast Art. Corps, is 
just completing his tour of duty in the Philippines, and 
is about to start for home, via India and Europe, and 
does not yet know of his young brother’s death. The 
funera) will not be until after Dee. 12. The services 
will be-at St. Thomas’s Church, and interment at Rock 
Creek. A weak heart deprived young Kelton of the 
privilege of serving his country either in the Army or 
the Navy, but he has not failed to leave a record which 
his many college friends say is ‘an inspiration to live up 
to.”

Jos. F. Hernandez, who died at his home, Brooklyn, 
N.Y., Nov. 8, 1909, and was buried Nov. 11 with military 
honors in the National Cemetery at Cypress Hills, was 
chief musician of the 10th Band, C.A.C., retired. Mr. 
Hernandez was born in Boston in 1857, his father being 
then a merchant in Hanover street. His mother, who 
spent most of her life on the stage, raised a large fam- 
ily, nearly all of whom became well known in the 
theatrical werld. His sister will be remembered in con- 
nection with many of Daniel Frohman’s productions, 
Louise Dillon being her stage name. Mr. Hernandez 
himself spent the earlier part of his life on the stage. 
He played the part of Hendrick in Joe Jefferson’s first 
production of “Rip Van Winkle” in Chicago in 1871, 
being then at the age of fourteen. In 1873 he enlisted 
in the 5th Artillery, then stationed at Fort Adams, New- 
port, serving twenty-seven years in that regiment as 
principal musician, holding the last warrant for a non- 
commissioned officer in active service issued by Col. H.

We are still thankful to be alive 
and back among people who talk the same language, 
lave the same ideas as to honor for a man, and chastity 
for a woman, a common love for our country and flag, 
which in the Oriental country we came from are un- 
known and are unappreciated. We are thankful to be 
in our own country, where we can eat food and drink 
water without fear of being carried to the grave by our 
comrades the following morning; where every man or 
woman we meet is not at heart our enemy, but our 
friend. We are most thankful for the evidence of good 
fellowship that has been manifested by the people of 
Spokane, who have taken us within their gates and bade 
us welcome.”

TRIBUTE TO GENERAL DRUM. 
Santa Barbara, Cal., Nov. 26, 1909. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A California Volunteer of ’61 desires to pay a slight 
tribute to the late Gen. R. C. Drum. General Drum 
relieved Major Mackall as Adjutant General, Depart- 
ment of the Pacific, in the dark days of ’61, about the 
time when an cffort was being made to have California 
and the Pacific states and territories to secede from the 
Union and form a so-called Pacific Republic. Soon 
after General Drum’s assumption of the duties of AAG., 
Gen. E. V. Sumner arrived and relieved Albert Sidney 
Johnson in command of the department. Johnson and 
Mackall both went South, as is well known. General 
Sumner was, in the early fall of ’61, relieved by Gen. 
George Wright, colonel of the 9th Infantry, a brother- 
in-law of General Sumner. ’ 

Generals Wright and Drum were stanch patriots, and 
largely through their efforts and guidance was California 
kept in the Union. Nearly one-third of the voters in the 
election of 60 were rebels, who were determined to carry 
California out of the Union. Genera! Drum, a volunteer 
of the Mexican War, was the good friend of California 
Volunteers, always kind and courteous and ready with 
good advice to the green officers. General Drum was 
an honorary member of the Society of California 
Volunteers, which was organized in December, ’65, and 
on his departure for the East in the autumn of ’66 was 
given a farewell reception by the citizens of San 
Francisco. :

The cost of fugl, blacksmith’s coal, charcoal, mineral oil, 
gasoline and power that are required by ordnance repair and 
blacksmith shops in the alteration and maintenance of Coast 
Artillery material is a charge against the appropriations of the 
Ordnance Department. The supplies required for the pur- 
poses mentioned above may be transferred to the Ordnance 
Department by the Quartermaster’s Department under the 
Provisions of Par.

Before a G.C.M. convened at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., was 
— and tried 1st Sergt. William R. Tyree, Battery A, 
2 A. 
Charge: ‘‘Neglect of duty, to the prejudice of good order 
ss military. discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 
ar.’ 


The specification alleged that Sergeant Tyree, being on duty 
as first sergeant of Battery A, 2d F.A., and it being his duty 
as such to transmit the orders of his battery commander, 1st 
Lieut. Walter S. Sturgill, 2d F.A.,.in regard to reloading 
blank metallic ammunition by said battery, did transmit said 
orders to Q.M. Sergt. John J. Malon, Battery A, 2d F.A., in 
such indefinite and ambiguous terms as to cause said reload- 
ing to be done without due preparation and supervision, his 
failure and neglect to give proper orders resulting in an ex- 
plosion of gunpowder in the barracks of Battery A, 2d F.A., 
the death of Pvt. John F. Cunningham and serious injury to 
five other enlisted men, all of said battery, and damage to 
the barracks of said battery amounting to $645, more or 
less. This at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., on or about the 14th 
of July, 1909. He was found not guilty and acquitted. The 
acquittal was approved. 

Before the same court was tried Q.M. Sergt. John J. Malon, 
Battery A, 2d F.A,. 

Charge: ‘‘Neglect of duty, to the prejudice of good order 
= military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 

ar. 


The specifications were the same as in the previous case, 
with the exception that in addition Sergeant Malon failed to 
obey orders to make preparation for the reloading of blank 
metallic ammunition and to have the empty metallic cases 
washed out and dried in the sun as directed by said orders 
about June 14, 1908. He was found no@ guilty and ac- 
quitted. 

General Morton, in reviewing the proceedings, said: 

‘*The record in the foregoing case of Q.M. Sergt. John J. 
Malon, Battery A, 2d F.A., shows, notwithstanding the well- 
known facts that handling open gunpowder and loading cases 
for Artillery are exceedingly dangerous, that general orders 
have been issued by the War Department annually prescribin 
the precautions and step by step the process to be observ 
in reloading such cases and the treatment to clean them before 
reloading to reduce the danger to a minimum, that about eve 
prescribed precautionary measure and requirement for reload- 
ing to reduce the danger to a minimum, that about every 
tail of men of his battery performing this duty. The record 
shows that a hundred-pound barrel of gunpowder was placed 
in a storeroom, where another working party was packing 
stores for shipment, and under a squad room of the barracks; 
that the men doing the reloading had little or no knowledge 
whatever of the details of the duty; that cases were charged 
that probably had been washed in Cuba since fired some 
months before; others that had had the wads and charges re- 
moved in Cuba but not the primers, and others that had been 
fired last Decoration Day with no conclusive evidence showing 
they had been cleaned at all; that primers were placed by put- 
ting a tent pin upon them and striking the pin with a ham- 
mer; that cases were filled with a tin cup from the open 
barrel of powder a number at a time and stood on their ends 
on a concrete floor; that during the work a primer exploded, 
the barrel of powder ignited with terrific explosion, the build- 
ing was damaged to the extent of $650 for repairs, and six 
men of the battery were severely injured, one so seriously 
that he died. The record shows further that Sergeant Malon 
did not have proper reloading tools and that there had been 
only an incomplete set in the battery for years; that he had 
never had an: ~—— instruction in the duty required of him 
on this occasion, ough he had been in the battery for sev- 





eral years; that he practically did not know how to perform 
the duty properly; that he had performed the same duty be- 
fore, presumably in about the same way, and properly tad 
thought that he had given satisfaction to his battery officers; 
that no officer of the battery had personally supervised the 
loading of cases within his knowledge on similar occasions 
and that he had no intimation or even reason to presume that 
one would be present on this occasion, 

‘As Quartermaster Sergeant Malon otherwise bore an ex- 
cellent character for efficiency, the court undoubtedly be- 
lieved in acquitting him that he obeyed his orders as he re- 
ceived them and performed his duty to the best of his ability 
in the dim light of his knowledge; and that the primary re- 
sponsibility for the deplorable disaster rested properly with 
his superiors. On these grounds and the established Tact of 
the lack of proper instruction on this line in the battery and 
the utter disregard of War Department orders, extant fur 
years, relating to loading cases, on the part of officers of the 
battery, the acquittal of Sergeant Malon is approved. Quar- 
termaster Sergeant Malon will be released from arrest and 
restored to duty.’’ 

Before a G.C.M. at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., was arraigned 
and tried 1st Lieut. Walter S. Sturgill, 2d F.A. 

Charge: ‘‘Neglect of duty, ‘to the prejudice of good order 
= military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 

ar. 

Specification 1 alleged that Lieutenant Sturgill, being on 
duty as battery commander of Battery A, 2d F.A., did give 
orders to 1st Sergt. William R. Tyree, Battery A, 2d F.A., 
in reference to reloading, in such indefinite and ambiguous 
terms as to cause said reloading to be done without due 
preparation and proper supervision, his failure and neglect 
to give proper orders resulting in an explosion of gunpowder 
in the barracks of Battery A, 2d F.A., resulting in the casual- 
ties mentioned in the specification given above in the case of 
1st Sergeant Tyree. In Specifications 2 and 3 it was alleged 
that he failed to provide and cause to be used proper reloading 
tools for reloading blank metallic ammunition, and having ob- 
tained the necessary gunpowder from the magazine, did fail 
and neglect to give the necessary instructions in the method 
to be followed, and to require an officer to personally super- 
vise said reloading as prescribed by G.O. No. 23, ¢.s., W.D. 

Findings: Specification 1, not guilty; Specification 2, guilty; 
Specification 3, guilty, except the words, ‘‘to give the neces- 
sary instructions in the method to be followed, and’’; also 
the words, ‘‘his failure and neglect of duty resulting in an 
explosion of gunpowder in the barracks of Battery A, 2d 
F.A., the death. of Pvt. John F. Cunningham and serious in- 
jury of five other enlisted men, all of said battery, and dam- 
age to the barracks of said battery amounting to $645, more 
pe ll and of the excepted words, not guilty. Charge, 
guilty. 

Sentence: ‘‘To be reprimanded by the reviewing author- 
ity.’’ 
General Morton, in reviewing the proceedings, says: 

“‘If the court, in the foregoing case of 1st Lieut. Walter 8. 
Sturgill, 2d F.A., understood and considered that enlisted men 
have no option but must obey the lawful orders of those in 
authority over them and are entitled to and should receive 
intelligent control, instruction and direction, and that officers 
are commissioned not only for expressly these purposes, but 
that in accepting commissions they assume the responsibili- 
ties of their offices, and if they exercise the authority re- 
posed in them in a careless or any harmful way, they are 
responsible and amenable, it is not understood how, upon 
the evidence in the record, the court arrived at a finding 
of not guilty of the whole of the first specification and the ex- 
cepted words of the third specification. It is believed there 
should have been, on the evidence adduced, conviction on the 
first specification slightly modified. 

‘*The acquittals are disapproved. The findings on the sec- 
ond and emasculated part of the third specification and charge 
are approved. The sentence is inadequate, but that the officer 
may not entirely escape punishment, it is approved. 

‘In carrying out the sentence of the court the citation of 
certain facts on the record of the trial should be a serious 
— for an officer of ordinary zeal and professional 
pride. ‘ 

‘Ignorance of orders on the part of an officer is rarely a 
reasonable excuse for their violation or non-enforcement. 
When such ignorance is not only admitted by the accused 
testifying in his own behalf but urged in defense, as in this 
case, when the order was of several years standing, not only 
demonstrates a lack of a proper sense of duty, but of a 
proper conception of the obligations assumed by an officer 
in accepting his commission. 

‘It was trifling with the court, by consuming so much of 
its attention and time for the defense to attempt to establish 
that the accused in the middle of July had not received or 
seen War Department General Orders No. 23, issued Feb. 5, 
1909, and was ignorant of the requirements thereof, when 
the requirements at issue in that order were but a verbatim 
repetition of a general order from the same source of January, 
1908, and the latter in turn an almost exact repetition of 
previous annual orders. 

‘*The defense consumed much time in establishing not 
only a lack of thoroughness, but a lamentable state of affairs, 
in the utter disregard of orders in administration and neglect 
of common, ordinary but necessary instruction, in the battery 
in which the accused served and was commanding; trying to 
place the blame on others for his own lack of efficiency, and 
for his not having been compelled to learn ordinary duties 
with which an officer of much less service should have been 
familiar, further demonstrating his utter misconception of the 
responsibilities of his office or the confidence reposed in his 
zeal and ability by his commjssion as an officer. 

‘*A troop, company or battery is organized on a basis that 
the officers thereof may, can and should superintend and 
direct intelligently and thoroughly every material detail in 
its administration and instruction. And it is hoped that Lieu- 
tenant Sturgill at this late date has learned that it is not 
sufficient for an officer simply to pass along or to give orders, 
but that he should see and know that they are properly ex- 
ecuted. A failure in these essentials resulted in a deplorable 
disaster, in which Lieutenant Sturgill played at least a 
contributory part. Lieutenant Sturgill will be released from 
arrest and restored to duty.’’

Preparations are being made rapidly at Sandy Hook 
for testing the first of the nine 14-inch sea coast guns 
authorized by Congress. The tests will accomplish a 
double purpose, as the projectiles will be fired at a new 
form of re-enforced concrete fortifications. This design 
was undertaken by the Engineer Corps to provide for 
the strengthening of El Fraile Island, opposite Corre- 
gidor Island, at the mouth of Manila Bay. The first 
plan provided for building an artificial island. At the 
suggestion of General Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
it was finally decided not to enlarge the island, but to 
employ two large modern steel turrets, each carrying 
two 14-inch guns, and as a foundation for these turrets 
the island is to be made practically a solid mass of 
concrete re-enforced with steel. The turrets will stand 
about forty feet above the water, and an armor protected

REORGANIZING NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 

The defects of Navy Department organization have 
been apparent so long and so flagrantly, and have been 
so often pointed out, that it is not worth while to occupy 
space with argument in favor of change or with any 
long explanation of the nature of the change. We 
prefer to occupy our space with a distinct statement of 
what the changes actually decided upon are. These are 
fully set forth in the Navy Department circular, 
“Changes in Navy Regulations No. 6,” appearing on 
page 375. ‘These changes have been approved by the 
President and ge into effect immediately upon the receipt 
of the official circular. Whatever opinion individual 
officers may have upon this subject, they have, therefore, 
but one course open to them, and that is loyally to 
accept the changes and to do all in their power to make 
the new plan successful. Time will demonstrate its 
value. 

The changes in naval organization and administration 
are an attempt to improve the efficiency of the Service, 
which it is hoped and believed will so approve itself to 
the judgment of Congress as to secure any legislation 
required to give it permanent form. Mr. Meyer is en- 
titled to great credit for the zeal and intelligence he has 
shown in formulating this plan, and it should receive 
the support of every officer, not merely in the formal 
submission to orders, but in an earnest effort to co- 
operate with the Secretary, and save him from a struggle 
with the vis inertie of indifference. There was a very 
thorough canvass cf naval opinion in advance, and we 
are assured that the new order meets with the approval 
of all classes in the Service, line and staff alike, with the 
possible excepticn cf the Bureau of Construction, which 
appears to be holding its opinions in reserve. Experi- 
ence may show that the plan adopted requires modifica- 
tion in some respects, but there should be no captious 
criticism of a scheme formulated by the Secretary of the 
Navy and which has received, not merely the pro forma 
assent of the Commander-in-Chief, but his cordial and 
hearty approval. 

The reorganization scheme so completely centers in the 
adninistration of naval affairs by the Secretary’s office 
that it becomes increasingly important that the Navy 
should have at its head, under each recurring administra- 
tion, someone besides a stop-gap appointed for reasons 
other than his ability to manage the affairs of a great 
business. The plan of administration adopted is based 
upon the theory that the affairs of the Navy Department 
must be conducted substantially like those of corpora- 
tions, as to the successful management of which we have 
so many brilliant illustrations. 

The present Secretary has sought to escape the error 
of his predecessor, who formulated a scheme not coming 
within the sanctions of law. Mr. Meyer thinks his 
scheme in accord with law, so that he can carry it out 
without the favor of Congress, bift if any considerable 
number of Navy officers, or any influential class of 
officers, find the new regulations objectionable, he will 
hear from Congress all the same. The new plan is 
described as “tentative,” and so it will be considered 
and so treated. It is expected to supply the lack in 
organization, and provides the Secretary with a minimum 
number of advisers of high rank and experience, who will 
each deal with duties of the Navy Department which 
may be logically grouped under material, personnel and 
the operation or management of the fleet, and a fourth, 
and finally, inspections by which the Secretary is kept 
fully informed. ‘The much-abused Bureau of Navigation 
is henceforth to be relieved of the control over matters 
of military policy, exercised without specific authority. 
The Board of Construction is abolished and the Aid for 
Operations, the War College, the General Board and the 
Office of Naval Intelligence will put their heads together 
to steer the Secretary right in matters of general policy. 
But Navy officers have been known to disagree as to 
such matters, and councils of war never fight. 

We have now had the Sperry Board for reconciling 
conflicting orders and regulations; the Leutze Board, to 
determine the status of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing, and, finally, the Swift Board, charged with the duty 
of reviewing the work of previous boards and reaching 
a final conclusion as to the simplification of existing 
administration and improving the business methods of 
the Navy Department and the navy yards. The chair- 
man of the Swift Board is, in a sense, the residuary 
legatee of the triumvirate, consisting of Taylor, Barnette 
and Swift, who led the attempt four years ago to secure 
the passage of a bill to establish a General Staff. Natur- 
ally, Admiral Swift’s ideas tend in the direction of a 
General Staff, and the present scheme of reorganization 
is apparently designed to realize the staff plan, for which 
the late Admiral Taylor and others have argued so ably, 
as far as this can be done without legislation, which it 
is hoped to secure later. 

So much of the present plan as relates to the adminis 
tration of the navy yards we considered in an article 
published Nov. 6, page 266. : 

The Newberry scheme left the commandants of navy 
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yards nominally in full control. It created one pay: roll 
and put the care of buildings and grounds and all civil 
engineering work under the manager. The direct effect 
was to reduce the number of shops, and further to 
make the experienced and older line officers, formerly 
in charge, in all except the construction department 
merely inspectors of the work done for their bureaus. 
Thus the equipment, ordnance and engineer officers, men 
of twenty-five to thirty-five years’ experience, were re- 
placed by young assistant naval constructors of a few 
years’ theoretical training and, generally speaking, of no 
practical experience. The actual consolidation was in 
shops; in administration the equipment, ordnance and 
steam engineering work was divided among the manager’s 
assistants, much as before. On the whole, the scheme 
was in the right direction, but it failed to recognize fully 
that a navy yard is not a commercial manufacturing 
plant, but a repair plant, existing only for the fleet. It 
ignored this close relation of the navy yard to the fleet, 
and it effectually deprived line officers of that practical 
shop and general navy yard experience which they needed 
to be able to maintain the vessels of the fleet in good 
condition with Jittle recourse to navy yards. 

The essential changes may be briefly summarized as 
follows : 

(1) The provision of four responsible advisers on 
subjects within the groups into which duties of the 
Department logically fall. 

(2) The grouping of the bureaus into two divisions of 
material and personnel, according to the nature of their 
duties. 

(3) The establishment of a Division of Operations of 
the Fleet. 

(4) The establishment of a comprehensive inspection 
system of a permanent organization, whose officers shall 
be periodically changed, who will come mainly from the 
active fleet and be conversant with the latest ships and 
the modern methods of drill and organization. 

(5) The establishment of a modern and efficient cost- 
keeping system in the Navy Department and at navy 
yards. 

(G) The separation of navy yard work into the two 
natural divisions of hull and machinery. 

(7) The Secretary intends to require that com- 
mandants and captains of yards for navy yards shall 
be selected for their knowledge and experience, and that 
their tenure of office shall be long enongh to insure 
continuous administrative policy. 

The changes in organization include a recommendation 
for abolishing the Bureau of Equipment, whose duties 
will be divided among the Bureaus of Steam Engineer- 
ing, Construction and Repair, and Supplies and Ac- 
counts. 

The changes in the administrative methods of our 
Navy are, in part, the result of a critical examination 
of foreign navies made by Admiral Rodgers, who was 
sent abroad for that purpose. 

It will be instructive in this connection to refer to the 
bill H.R. 1010, “to reorganize the Navy Department of 
the United States,” introduced March 16, 1909, by Mr. 
Lovdenslager and referred to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs. The same bill appears as H.R. 4304, introduced 
by Mr. Dawson March 24, 1909. This bill consolidates 
the Bureaus of Yards and Docks, Equipment, Construc- 
tion and Repair and Steam Engineering into the new 
Bureau of “Ship Construction,” and provides for a 
“Division of Personnel” and a “Division of Material,” 
between which the direction of the bureaus is divided. 
It also provides for two assistant secretaries and civilian 
superintendents at each navy yard or naval station. 





CHANGES BY NAVY REORGANIZATION. 


The reorganization announced in Changes in Navy 
Regulations No. 6 cannot be expected to go completely 
into effect in a day. ‘There must necessarily be time for 
a gradual change from the old system to the new. 
Numerous appointments must be made, and not a few 
officers provided for new positions. Mr. Meyer announced 
last Monday that the four aids provided in the new 
regulations to advise the Secretary upon matters of fleet 
operations, personnel, material and inspection have been 
selected. They are: Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, 
now commanding the Third Division of the Atlantic 
Fleet, as Aid for Operations and Management of the 
Fleats; Rear Admira] William P. Potter, now Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, member of the General Board 
and of the Army and Navy Joint Board, as Aid for Per- 
sonnel; Rear Admiral William Swift, now commanding 
the Boston Yard, as Aid for Material, and Capt. Aaron 
Ward, who will become rear admiral Jan. 1, now president 
of the Board of Inspection and Survey, as Aid for In- 
spection. Capt. Reginald F. Nicholson, formerly Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, later commanding 
the U.S.S. Nebraska, and at present a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, will be appointed Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, to succeed Rear Admiral 
Potter. The four aids to the Secretary will be line 
officers. as also will be their assistants. Admiral Swift 
has nearly reached the retiring age, his sixty-second birth- 
day occurring March 17. 1910. Admiral Wainwright 
follows him Dee. 17, 1911: Admiral Potter, May 10, 
1912, and Captain Ward, Oct. 10, 1913: 

The detail of a line officer as Aid for Material takes 
from the Assistant Secretary of the Navy work and 
authority which that official has had for many years 
Admiral Potter will continue at the head of the Bureau 
of Navigation probably until Jan. 1. Captain Nicholson, 
who is to succeed him, is in the hospital, and will not 
be able to enter upon his new duties for several weeks. 
Capt. Richard T. Mulligan, now Assistant to the Chief 


of the Bureau of Navigation, has been detailed to com- 
mand the North Dakota, and will soon retire from the 
bureau. Thus there are several new appointments to 
make. A new commandant of the Boston Navy Yard 
is to be selected, a new assistant to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation and a new commander of the 
Third Division of the Atlantic Fleet, to succeed Rear 
Admiral Wainwright. A new detail is to be made for 
a president of the Board of Inspection and Survey, to 
succeed Captain Ward. It is announced that Capt. J. 
C. Fremont, U.S.N., will be detailed to command the 
Boston Navy Yard. 

In connection with the adoption by the President of 
the new regulations carrying the recommendations of 
the Swift Board into effect, President Taft, on Nov. 26, 
issued an order directed to all the bureau officers, all 
division chiefs and all officers of the Army and Navy 
and Marine Corps, forbidding their divulging official 
information to any committee of the House or Senate 
or any member of Congress, except as authorized by the 
heads of the departments in which such officials and 
officers are on duty. This order is intended to prevent 
discussion by officers of the Navy who do not approve of 
the latest reorganization, or the effort which is usually 
made to influence members of Congress to take action 
to undo what has been established by executive order. 
It is not unlikely that this order will be productive of a 
good deal of protest in Congress, as it abolishes a prac- 
tice that has been followed by Senators and Representa- 
tives and respected by department officials for many 
years—the free and unrestricted right on the part of a 
Senator or Representative to go to any part of the 
executive departments and get information in regard to 
public business. The text of the order, which is known 
as Executive Order No. 1142, is as follows: 

“It is hereby ordered that no bureau, officer: or division 
chief, or subordinate in any department of the Government, 
and no officer of the Army, or Navy, or Marine Corps, sta- 
tioned in Washington, shall apply to either house of Congress, 
or to any member of Congress for legislation, or for appro- 
priations, or for Congressional action of any kind, except 
with the consent and knowledge of the head of the depart- 
ment; nor shall any such person respond to any request for 
information from either house of Congress, or any committee 
of either house of Congress, or any member of Congress, ex- 
pod through, or as authorized by, the head of his depart- 
ment, 


NEW ARMY BRIGADIERS. 

At a conference Monday, Nov. 20, between the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War, it was decided to appoint 
Col. Fdward B. Pratt, 30th Inf. a brigadier general, 
vice Carter, promoted. Colonel Pratt has been regarded 
as one of the best colonels in the Service. He is now 
commanding the Department of California, and his fit- 
ness for the duty of a general officer has long been recog- 
nized by the War Department, but his promotion was 
postponed, as he was relatively young and could follow 
older officers. He recently developed an unsuspected 
physical disability, brought on by the service he has per- 
formed, and has been recommended for retirement upon 
the finding of a retiring board. Upon the retirement of 
Colonel Pratt, Col. John G. D. Knight, of the Corps of 
Engineers, will be promoted as heretofore announced. Upon 
the retirement of Colonel Knight, in January next, the 
President has decided to promote Lieut, Col. H. M. 
Chittenden, Corps of Engrs., and retire him. This officer, 
thongh relatively young, has performed exceptionally 
valuable service for the Government, and has also become 
disabled as a consequence of this service, and can no 
longer perform active duty. : 

The President appointed Colonel Pratt to be a briga- 
dier general Nov. 29, and the following day approved 
the action of the retiring board at the Presidio of San 
Francisco which found him incapacitated for active serv- 
ice on account of physical disability and his retirement 
from active service was formally announced. On the 
same date Lieutenant Colonel Chittenden was ordered 
before the retiring board at Vancouver Barracks for 
examination. The name of General Pratt will be sent 
to the Senate the coming week, and it is expected that 
his confirmation will promptly follow. In due _ time 
Lieutenant Colonel Chittenden will be nominated to be 
a brigadier general and his retirement will follow. 

It is understood that one of the principal reasons why 
the President decided to promote Colonel Chittenden is 
his prominence and excellent work in advancing the cause 
of irrigation throughout the West. Colonel Chittenden 
in 1899 prepared a report under the authority of Con- 
gress on irrigation in Colorado and Wyoming, which is 
regarded as a classic in the literature of the subject. 
He was for many years prominent in engineering work 
on the Mississippi river, and he has retained in later 
years his interest in this work and also.in irrigation. 
He has been consulted in all the great reclamation pro- 
jects, and has contributed largely to the success of the 
policy of utilizing the waste waters of the various rivers 
of the West to make available vast tracts of fertile but 
arid land. 
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In his speech on taking the oath of office as Governor 
General of the Philippines, on Nov. 24, W. Cameron 
Forbes, of Massachusetts. made a statement that must 
wring the hosoms of his fellow Bay Staters that have 
been proclaiming, in season and out, that the United 
States was sitting on top of a voleano of native dis- 
content, and that at any moment the islanders would 
rise in one tremendous revolt against American authority. 
The cruel language of Governor Forbes which will cause 
much acute mental distress in the neighborhood of 
Springfield, Mass., because uttered by a representative 
of that state, was this: “There is not on the horizon 
discernible any cloud which indicatee the possibility of 
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any kind of disturbance in the present status of these 
islands either from within or without. by war or insur- 
rection.” Then the Governor added: “The development 
of the Philippines will proceed along the lines originally 
set forth, strictly aGhered to by each succeeding adminis- 
tration, and by a gradual process in the line of declared 
policy. I am opposed to the admission of Chinese labor. 
Filipinos can do all the necessary work here if properly 
paid and properly treated.” Governor Forbes is the 
fifth and youngest Governor General since the United 
States instituted civil government in the Philippines. 
During the proceedings connected with the inauguration 
the hall was packed, the surrounding streets were 
thronged, and the Governor General was enthusiastically 
received. He was escorted by a troop of the 12th U.S. 
Cavalry to the Ayuntamiento. Part of the route was 
lined with Infantry, Scouts and Constabulary under 
command of Brig. Gen. R. D. Potts, U.S.A. 





Gentlemen with a weakness for “‘figgers” can make all 
sorts of calculations and comparisons relative to Dread- 
noughts and farm products if they will take the trouble 
to read the annual report of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, who deals with values that would tend to make 
even a Morgan or a Rockefeller stare. The corn crop 
for 1909, estimated to have a value of $1,720,000,000, 
grew so fast, it increased each day by $15,000,000, or 
nearly enough for two Dreadnoughts, while only a single 
Dreadnought lay in the daily growth of cotton and 
wheat, the value of each of these being respectively 
$850,000,000 and $725,000,000. The total of the agri- 
cultural products of the United States for this year 
reached the colossal total of $8,760,000,000, a figure of 
production never attained before by a single nation, it is 
safe to say, since man first came upon the earth. We 
trust that our anti-military lightning calculators will 
not use up too many pencils showing how much of 
this crop is absorbed by the Navy, the Army, ete., for 
we shall be strongly tempted to point out that any coun- 
try that can raise the largest crops in the history of the 
world should rank as the most contemptible if it were 
too niggardly to give adequate protection to the raisers 
of those crops in the enjoyment of the fruits of their 
toil. There is one individual we should like to present 
these figures to more than to our “peace” friends, but 
unfortunately he is dead. We refer to Malthus, the 
famous English statistician and economist, who, with a 
penchant for calculations far beyond even the dreams 
of the Boston anti-militarists, figured out that popula- 
tion was outrunning subsistence, that it was only a 
question of time when the whole world would starve to 
death, and that war and pestilence, in checking the 
growth of nations, were blessings of the highest kind. 
These figures of Secretary Wilson might make Malthus 
understand, if he were here to-day, why the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL and other advocates of real peace favor 
adequate military armaments, believing that war is not 
necessarily a blessing, and that population does not 
need to be kept down. 
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By the action of the President this week in detailing 
Brig. Gen. William W. Wotherspoon as president of the 
Army War College, a step has been taken which takes 
one so-called candidate for Chief of Staff out of the 
running. For a time it was supposed that the law might 
be so construed with regard to details to the General 
Staff as to make it possible to appoint General 
Wotherspoon Chief of Staff. He was detailed to the 
General Staff Oct. 9, 1905, and has accordingly now 
served considerably more than a year beyond the four- 
year period prescribed by law for the life of that detail. 
In view of the doubt as to the purpose of the law, it 
was at one time proposed to ask an opinion from the 
Attorney General as to the guthority of the President to 
ignore the application of the detail law to general officers, 
but later it was discovered that in the original bill as 
introduced in Congress there was a clause excepting 
general officers from the operation of the law. This was 
struck out in committee, all of which goes very clearly 
to show that it was the intention of Congress to limit 
the detail of general officers, 1s well as that of others on 
the General Staff. to a period of four years. General 
Wotherspoon has been relieved from duty as a member 
of the General Staff Corps, and will be succeeded as 
Assistant to the Chief of Staff by Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss. 





One of the incidents of the Nicaraguan situation that 
aroused a good deal of interest, especially on the Pacific 
coast, was the work done on the transports Dix, at 
Seattle, and the Buford, Logan and Sherman, at San 
Francisco, to put them in readiness for a quick trip with 
troops to Central America. Notwithstanding the secrecy 
ef the Quartermaster’s Department, the fact of these 
preparations became known at San Francisco, and news 
of it created a lively curiosity throughout the Army 
posts in the western part of the United States among 
regiments that seemed likely to be ordered for service in 
Nicaragua. With the decision to send marines from 
New York and Philadelphia, all necessity for use of the 
Army passed, and no further work is being done with 
the transports. 
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Experiments began this week at Sandy Hook, N.J., 
with the new type of gun designed to destroy balloons 
and airships. The firing was at a captive balloon, but 
nothing official as to the experiments has been made 
public. 3 ; tid 
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Col. Edward B. Pratt, 30th U.S. Inf., appointed 
brigadier general Nov. 29, 1909, vice Carter, advanced, 
and who was retired for disability Nov. 30, was 
born in Virginia May 7, 1853, and entered the Army as 
a second lieutenant, 23d Infantry, Dec. 12, 1872. He 
served with the latter command until 1899, when he 
was appointed lieutenant colonel. of the 46th U.S. 
Volunteers, and went with that command to the Philip 
pines. He was promoted lieutenant colonel, 15th In- 
fantry, U.S.A., Oct. 7, 1902, and colonel, 30th Infantry, 
Dec. 16, 1904. General Pratt, while taking the ninety- 
mile horsemanship test in the Philippines last year, near 
Pasay, fainted and fell from his horse about an hour 
after starting out, and was unable to complete the test. 
His last assignment to duty was at the Presidio of San 
Francisco, Cal., where he has been in temporary com- 
mand of the Department of California. His promotion 
advances Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 5th Inf., to colonel. 

Lieut. Col. Robert K. Evans, 5th U.S. Inf., a member 
of the General Staff, who is promoted colonel from Nov. 
29, 1909, by the advancement of Pratt to brigadier 
general, is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1875. 
He served in the 12th Infantry until February, 1901, 
when he was promoted major, 30th Infantry. He was 
transferred to the 12th Infantry July 17, 1901, and in 
October of the same year was detailed to duty in the 
Adjutant General’s Department. He was promoted 
lieutenant colonel, 5th Infantry, April 14, 1905, and 
was subsequently detailed a member of the General Staff, 
and a director of the Army War College. He has also 
been prominent in rifle practice, and has been executive 
officer of the national matches. During his earlier sery- 
ice he took part in the campaign against the Bannock 
Indians from June to August, 1878, and was on frontier 
duty at Fort Whipple, Ariz., from Sept. 27, 1878, to 
Sept. 12, 1879. He has been instructor at the Infantry 
and Cavalry School in military and international law, 
and was Military Attaché in Berlin, Germany, in 1896. 
He took part in the Cuban campaign in 1898, and was 
engaged in the battles of El] Caney and San Juan and 
in the operations around Santiago. 

Col. Henry L. Harris, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., who 
retires for age on Dec. 4, 1909, was born in Pennsylvania 
Dec. 4, 1845, and is a son of the late Rev. N. Sayre 
Harris, a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1825. 
Colonel Harris entered West Point Dec. 4, 1865, being 
graduated and promoted to the Army as a second lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the Ist Artillery June 15, 1869. 
He served at Fort Hamilton, N.Y., to April 27, 1872. 
Among other duties he served at West Point as assistant 
professor of mathematics from Aug. 28, 1872, to Aug. 30, 
1876, and from Aug. 28, 1882, to May 2, 1883. He was 
a member and executive officer of the Range and Posi- 
tion Finder Board in 1897, a member of the Board on 
Seacoast Artillery Firing from May, 1894, to Sept. 16, 
1898, and a member of the Range Finding Board to 
April, 1900. He reached the grade of captain, Artillery 
Corps, Aug. 26, 1897; major, Aug. 1, 1901; lieutenant 
colonel, April 12, 1905, and colonel in 1906. He is a 
graduate of the Artillery School, class of 1880. 

Lieut. Col. Erasmus M. Weaver, promoted to colonel 
on Dec. 4, 1909. by the retirement of Colonel Harris, is 
a member of the General Staff, and one of the best in- 
formed officers of the Army. He has been for some time 
at the head of the Division of Military Affairs, where 
he has been active in the important work of developing 
portions of the National Guard as Coast Artillery re- 
serves. Colonel Weaver is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1875, being promoted in the Army at that time 
to second lieutenant, 2d Artillery. During his service he 
has served as professor of military science and_ tactics 
at Western Reserve College, Ohio, at the South Carolina 
Military g\cademy and at West Point as instructor in 
the Department: of Chemistry, Mineralogy and Geology. 
He was also military instructor of the high schools of 
Boston, Mass., and in May and June, 1898, he mustered 
in all Massachusetts Volunteers in the Spanish-American 
War. He was appointed lieutenant colonel of the 5th 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry July 1, 1898, and was 
honorably mustered out March 31, 1899. Colonel 
Weaver is an honor graduate of the Artillery School, 
class of 1888, and was born in Indiana May 23, 1854. 

Major Parker W. West, 14th U.S. Cav., who was re- 
tired on Nov. 29, 1909. for disability incident to the 
Service, was born in California Aug. 21, 1858, and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1881. He has served 
in the 3d, Sth, 5th, 11th, 15th and 14th Regiments of 
Cavalry, and from Noy. 26, 1898, to June 30, 1901, he 
served as major and chief commissary of Volunteers and 
majer and I.G. of Volunteers, and also lieutenant colonel 
and L.G. of Volunteers. After graduating from the 
Military Academy Major West was sent on frontier duty 
in Wyoming and Arizona until 1885, and then at forts in 
Texas until the middle of 1893. after which he served at 
other posts in West and South. During the war with 
Spain he participated in the Cuban campaign, and later 
served in the Philippines and elsewhere. His last duty 
was at Washington, D.C. 

Rear Admiral Royal R. Ingersoll, U.S.N., who retires 
for age on Dec. 4, 1909, was prominent during the world 
voyage of the Atlantic Fleet as Chief of Staff to Rear 
Admiral Evans, and while the latter was ill much of the 
work was shared by Admiral Ingersoll on the run to 
San Francisco. He was born in Michigan, and entered 
the Naval Academy July 23, 1864, and was graduated 
in 1868. His record in brief is as follows: European 
Station, 1868-9; on the Miantonomoh, special service, 
1869-70; on the Plymouth, European Squadron, 1870-2, 
and the Kansas, North Atlantic Station, 1872-8. He 
was on the Juniata, European Squadron, 1874; commis- 
sioned as lieutenant, 1872; on the Yantic, Asiatic 
Station, 1875, and on the Kearsarge, of the same station, 
1875-6. THe was next at the Naval Academy, 1876-9; on 
the Pensacola. Pacific Station, 1879-80: at the Naval 
Observatory, 1882-3; at the Naval Academy, 1883-5; and 
on the practiceship Constellation, 1885. He served at 


the Naval Academy, 1885-7; was on the Enterprise, 
European Station, 1887-90; at the Naval Academy, 
December. 1890-3: was promoted to lieutenant com- 
mander, Feb. 25. 1893, and ordered to Philadelphia, 
November, 1894-7. He was on duty at the Naval 


Academy. September, 1898, to 1900: was promoted com- 
mander. March 3, 1899: commanding Helena, April 5, 
1901. He subsequently was in command of the New 
Orleans, was a member of the Naval Examining and 
Retiring Boards and of the General Board. He was in 
command of the Maryland and Connecticut, and on the 
voyage of the Atlantic Fleet from Hampton Roads to 
San Francisco he was chief of staff to Rear Admiral 
Evans. His last assignment to duty was as a member 
of the General Board. 

Major Andrew S. Rowan, 15th U.S. Inf., who was 
retired on Dec. 1, 1909, upon his own application after 
more than thirty-two years’ service, is one of the best 
known officers in the Army. He is a Virginian, the son 


of Col. J. M. Rowan, of the Confederate Army, and is 


a graduate of West Point of the class of 1881. He was 
assigned, as a second lieutenant, to the 15th Infantry; 
was promoted to a first lieutenancy in the 9th Infantry 
in 1 . and was transferred to the 19th Infantry in 
1891. Major Rowan, while first lieutenant in the 19th 
Infantry, carried the now famous “message to Garcia,” 
under orders of Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles. The name 
of Lieutenant Rowan was suggested to the military 
authorities when it was desired to have a message taken 
to General Garcia, the Cuban insurgent commander, 
immediately following the declaration of war. He was 
ordered from Chili to Washington, where he received 
instructions to visit General Garcia’s camp and ascertain 
certain facts regarding the strength of the Cuban in- 
surgents and the possibility of their co-operating with 
the United States forces in case of war. On April 23, 
1898, he started from Kingston for Cuba in an open 
sailboat, accompanied by a Cuban guide, reaching the 
southern coast of Cuba on April 24. He was the first 
Army officer to land on the island after the declaration 
of hostilities with Spain. He made his way across the 
country to Garcia’s camp, disguised at one time as a 
Cuban and at another time as a Spaniard. After de- 
livering his message Rowan started to return. He was 
careful not to traverse the route by which he had reached 
the camp. A trusted guide accompanied him 
Bayanio tc Tampa. From Bayamo they hurried to the 
northern coast, riding four days on horseback, and finally 
leaving the island near Manati in an open sailboat. They 
sailed slowly over the 250 miles to Nassau, and that 
place was reached without mishap. Then Lieutenant 
Rowan and his companion proceeded to Key West in a 
small schooner. During the war he was appointed lieu- 
tenant colonel of Volunteers and assigned an organization 
of immunes, known as the 6th U.S. Volunteer Infantry. 
lfe afterward served in Cuba and Porto Rico during the 
war, and has served several tours of duty in the Philip- 
pines. He was promoted to be major in the 15th Infantry 
in 1905. 

_ Capt. Clark D. Dudley, 14th U.S. Cav., who was re- 
tired on Nov. 26, 1909, for disability incident to the 
Service, was born in Missouri Feb. 27, 1873, and joined 
the Army as a musician March 5, 1889, in the 1st 
Artillery. He was appointed a second lieutenant of 
Infantry, U.S.A., April 5, 1899, and was transferred to 
the 4th Cavalry the following month. He was promoted 
first lieutenant, 15th Cavalry, in 1901; was transferred 
to the 14th Cavalry in 1903: was promoted to a cap- 
taincy in the Ist Cavalry in June, 1906, and was trans- 
ferred to the 14th Cavalry Sept. 20 of the same year. 

Capt. Richard P. Rifenberick, jr., 15th U.S. Inf., who 
was retired on Dec. 1, 1909, for disability incident to 
the Service, was born in Ohio Oct. 4, 1872. He was a 
cadet at the U.S.M.A. from June 17, 1891, to Jan. 16, 
1892. He was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
Army April 10, 1899, and has served with the 16th, 29th 
and 15th Regiments of Infantry. 

Lieut. Alfred W. Pressy, U.S.N., who was retired on 
Nov. . 1909, was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Nebraska in May, 1893, and during the war with 
Spain he served as a naval eadet on the transport 
Panther. He was promoted to ensign in 1899, and lieu- 
tenant in 1908. He has been on waiting orders for 
some time. 

Major Charles B. Ewing, who was found disqualified 
on his second examination for promotion, and recently 
retired, was born in Missouri July 14, He was a 
cadet at West Point from June 14 until October 31, 
1876, and was appointed an assistant surgeon in the 
Army July 5, 1884. He was promoted captain in 1889, 
and major ie 1901. He was appointed a brigade surgeon 
of Volunteers, with the rank of major, in June, 
and major and surgeon of Volunteers Noy, 1, 1899. 

By the retirement of Capt. Clark D. Dudley, 14th 
Cav., Nov. 27, 1st Lieut. George E. Lovell, 7th Cav., is 
promoted to captain, and 2d Lieut. D. L. Roscoe, 1st 
Cav., is promoted to first lieutenant. 

3y the retirement of Major Parker W. West, 14th 
Cay., on Noy. 29, Capt. George H. Cameron, 4th Cav., 
is promoted to major, Ist Lieut. Frank L. Case, 12th 
Cav., is promoted to captain, and 2d Lieut. C. M. 
Maigne, 7th Cav., to first lieutenant. 

By the promotion and retirement of Col. E. B. Pratt. 
20th Inf., Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 5th Inf., is promoted 
to colonel, and Major C. G. Morton, detailed to the 
Inspector General’s Department, is promoted to lieuten- 
ant colonel. 

By the retirement on Dec. 1 of Major Andrew S.

THE NICARAGUAN SITUATION. 

The United States Government broke off official rela- 
tions with the Zelaya government in Nicaragua on 
Dee. 1, when Seeretary of State Knox sent his passports 
to Sefior Rodriguez, the Zelavan Chargé d’Affaires in 
Washington, and at the same time opened unofficial 
diplomatic relations with Sefior Castrillo, the accredited 
representative of the Estrada revolutionary party. This 
attitude ef the State Department was to put both the 
Nicaraguan factions on the same footing with the United 
States. In his letter to the Zelayan Chargé, Secretary 
Knox, after dwelling upon the constant turmoil in which 
Zelaya has kept the Central American republics; upon 
the replacing of republicanism in Nicaragua with the 
autocratic rnle of. a dictator, and by the discouragement 
to a group of adjoining republics, says: ‘Two Americans, 
who this Government is now convinced were officers 
connected with the revolutionary forces, and therefore 
entitled to be dealt with according to the enlightened 
practice of civilized nations, have been killed by direct 
order of President Zelaya. Their execution is said to 
have been preceded by barbarous cruelties. The consulate 
at Managua is now reported to have been menaced. 
* %* * From every point of view it has evidently 
become difficult for the United States further to delay 
more active response to the appeals so long made to its 
duty to its citizens, to its dignity, to Central America 
and to civilization.” Mr. Knox then says that our 
Government is convinced that the revolution represents 





the ideals and the will of a majority of the Nicaraguan © 


people more faithfully than does the government of 
Zelaya. 


He notifies both factions that the United States

will hold them responsible for any acts injurious to 
Americans, the demand for reparation for the killing of 
Groce and Cannon being withheld for the time being 
but meanwhile such steps will be taken as may seem 
wise and proper to protect American interests. Later. 
says the Secretary of State, the United States may de- 
mand of the constitutional government of Nicaragua a 
guarantee of its future loyal support of the Washington 
conventions and their peaceful and progressive aims, 
This reference to the conventions of Washington has to 
do with the meeting in Washington several years ago, 
en a summons from Seccretary of State Root, of the 
representatives of the Central American republics, who 
then made a compact to refrain from exploitation of the 
territories of one another and to observe the rules of 
civilized intercourse. Especially were they pledged to 
submit conflicting claims to arbitration. The U.S.S. 
Prairie sailed from Philadelphia on Dec. 2 with some 
730 officers and men of the Marine Corps and the 
necessary supplies. Her destination was not announced, 
but it will be handy to the scene of trouble. 

Rear Admiral William Wirt Kimball, U.S.N., accom. 
panied by Lieut. Comdr. P. Symington and Lieut. F. H. 
Poteet, U.S.N., was directed to accompany the marines 
aboard the Prairie and take command of the United 
States naval forces after gathering his forces together 
upon arrival near the Nicaraguan shores. 

Col. James FE. Mahoney, U.S.M.C., is in command of 
the expeditionary force of marines, and the officers de- 
tailed to duty with him. are the following: Majors Wen- 
dell C. Neville and P. M. Bannon, Capts. Hugh L.

Gulick, Harry R. Lay, Louis M. Little.

the Tacoma and the Prairie on the Atlantic side. 

Officially the officers and marines aboard the Prairie 
have been ordered on an “expeditionary cruise to 
Panan:a.” Upon arrival at Panama they can take rail- 
road passage across the isthmus and meet the Yorktown 
and Albany on the Pacific side. Here Rear Admiral 
Kimball will probably plan his operaticns to meet events 
in Nacaragua. ; 

Nov. 30 the transport Buffalo was reported as having 
arrived at Panama It will be her mission, if necessary, 
to take marines from Panama to Corinto, on the Pacifie 
coast of Nicaragua.

THE POLAR EXPLORERS. 


Prof. Herschel C. Parker. of Columbia University, to 
whom we referred in our first accounts of the claim of 
Dr. Cook to have discovered the North Pole as doubting 
the assertion of Cook that he climbed Mount McKinley, 
issued a statement on Nov. 29, categorically denying 
that the explorer made the ascent of that peak. Pro- 
fessor Parker was a member of the party with Dr. Cook 
that attempted the ascent, and returned to New York 
after Dr. Cook and the others decided that the mountain 
could not be climbed. Dr. Cook said he would stay in 
the vicinity of the peak and do little hunting and look 
over the glaciers. A month later Parker was_ surprised 
to receive a telegram from Cook saying he had made 
the ascent. Cook had sent away different members of 
the party, the best men in it. before he made the alleged 
ascent, retaining only Barrill and a prospector whom 
he had picked up. At the same time he telegraphed to 
Secretary Bridgman, of the Peary Arctic Club: “We are 
making our final preparations.” If Dr. Cook abandoned 
the ascent when he had a large, experienced and effective 
party, why shonld he have made his “final preparations” 
by scattering that party? asks Professor Parker. In 
Cook’s article on the ascent he printed photographs of 
the alleged summit, showing open ledges, and he spoke 
of the “sky-seraped granite blocks on top of the peak,” 
but Parker says that powerful telescopes show that the 
summit is solid ice, the open ledges being thousands of 
feet below. In his book on the ascent Cook used a 
photograph of the peak, but in the lower right-hand 
corner of the picture appears another mountain peak of 
approximately the same height as McKinley. Professor 
Parker says there is not another peak within 10,000 feet 
that could possibly show in the picture if it were the 
genuine photograph of Mount McKinley. _ In another 
part of the book appears a picture labeled “A Shoulder 
of Mount McKinley 8,000 Feet High.” One of the peaks 
shown here in this exactly corresponds with the peak 
shown by the side of the alleged summit of McKinley. 
Cook gave the height of the summit as 20,390 feet. as 
obtained from the reading of his barometers, but Pro- 
fessor Parker says the barometer he had could give a 
height of only 18,000 feet. “Dr. Cook,” says Professor 
Parker, in conclusion. “proved a traitor to his friends 
throughout this whole miserable affair, and when con- 
fronted with the evidence he makes no reply. He is a 
man of no scientific training or experience in either 
mountain climbing or Arctic exploration. If placed in 
the streets of this city with the finest instruments T very 
much doubt that he could caleulate his latitude and 
longitude with absolute accuracy.” Walter Wellman, , 
who has essayed for several years to make balloon trips 
to the pole, in a long analysis of Dr. Cook’s claims, 
asserts that he never reached the pole. and says that the 
original greasy, dirty, soiled and handled records made 
in the frigid north are the proofs required of Dr. Cook, 
not the carefully prepared data made months after, 
which amount to absolutely nothing as proof. The fact 
that Cook has not been ahle to produce these original 
records is strong evidence, he says. that he never made 
such records. Mr. Wellman concludes that Peary is the 
sole discoverer of the pole. Army and Navy officers, 
when visiting the citv of New York, should visit the 
Museum of Natural History, Seventy-seventh street and 
Columbus avenue. and see the Peary North Pole exhibit 
of sledges, wax figures of Eskimos, polar bears, musk 
oxen, walrus, caribou, etc., and especially the large map 
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painted on the floor, about forty by twenty feet in size, 
at a rough estimate, which shows the route taken by 
Peary, the location of the different caches, etc. There 
is to be seen the identical “sledge that reached the 
pole,” surrounded by white bear and caribou skins. The 
sledge is too important a feature of the exhibit to be 
relegated to a side position. It should be in the very 
front. 

A letter from Col. Theodore Roosevelt was received 
by Mr. Bridgman, secretary of the Peary Arctic Club, 
Nov. 26, replying to the cable despatch announcing that 
Civil Engineer Peary had discovered the North Pole. The 
letter follows: “On Safari, north of Mount Kenia, Sept. 
22, 1909. Dear Mr. Bridgman: Your cable has just 
been brought me by a native runner, here in my cam 
by the Guaso Nyiro. I am writing to Mrs. Peary an 
to Captain Peary; I haye no idea where he is. I am 
inexpressibly rejoiced at his wonderful triumph and 
proud beyond measure as an American that this, one of 
the great feats of the ages, should have been performed 
by a fellow countryman of ours. It is the great feat of 
our generation. We are Captain Peary’s debtors, all 
of us who belong to civilized mankind. Faithfully, 
‘Theodore Roosevelt.” 

Rear Admiral C, M. Chester, U.S.N., gave an interest- 
ing address in Washington, D.C., Nov. 28, about the 
North Pole, at the regular monthly meeting of the 
Missouri State Club in the Pythian Temple, He spoke 
cf Civil Engineer Peary’s observations as “reliable 
records, confirmed by scientific facts by which we know 
that they are absolutely correct.” Admiral Chester 
prefaced his remarks with a statement that he did not 
propose to discuss any phase of the polar con- 
troversy nor argue the merits or demerits of scientific 
claims, and refrained from mentioning the name of Cook 
during the entire evening. In some previous talks he 
handled Cook without gloves, and declared that he had 
never reached the North Pole. 

An expedition to explore Crockettsland, the_territory 
discovered by Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., in 
his dash for the pole, will start next July, according to 
Prof. Donald B. McMillan, who was one of the Peary 
party. Professor MeMilHan, who has been an instructor 
at Worcester Academy, says he will give up teaching and 
make Arctic exploration his lifework. 





MILITARY INSTRUCTION IN COLLEGES. 
G.O. No. 281, W.D., Nov. 16, 1909, replaces G.O. No. 
155, W.D., July 24, 1907, as the regulations governing 
military instruction at those civil educational institu- 
tions at which an officer of the Army is detailed as 
professor of military science and tactics. The new order 


embodies the result of the experience of the past three 
years. It contains, like the former order, the laws per- 
taining to the detail of officers, the apportionment of 
details to the several states or groups of states, the 
scheme of classification of institutions, the regulations 
pertaining to the detail of officers and non-commissioned 
officers, the duties of such detailed officers, the scheme 
of instruction, the method of inspection, and the instruc- 
{ions pertaining to the issue of ordnance stores. 

The changes, comparatively few in number, are of 
importance. In the matter of ordnance stores, the mili- 
tary instructors will welcome the opportunity now 
afforded to secure the latest model Springfield rifle, both 
the leather belt and woven cartridge belt, a field equip- 
ment of haversacks, canteens, tin cups, knives, forks, 
spoons and meat cans, targets and target supplies in 
lieu of part of the ammunition allowance, a larger supply 
of .22 caliber gallery practice rifles, the former limita- 
tion of six gallery rifles to any one institution having 
been removed, and to purchase spare parts, cleaning 
material, etc., at certain designated arsenals. 

The semi-annual report of the military instructor is 
no longer required, but a journal of drills and other 
instruction must be kept. The maximum strength of 
cadet companies is not ordinarily to exceed fifty-eight 
students, in order to afford as much opportunity as pos- 
sible for cadets to act as company officers. Following 
the practice of the past year, the preliminary inspection 
of institutions applying for first detail will be made by 
a member of the College Inspection Board at the time of 
the regular annual inspection. 

The scheme of instruction heretofore prescribed has 
been amplified by the addition of the instructions given 
to the professors of military science and tactics in the 
circular ietter of January, 1908, which specified the 
main object of the military instruction and gave instruc- 
tions as to the theoretical work. New paragraphs direct 
preliminary talks or lectures to new students, careful 
explanation of the different military subjects, and some 
final lectures on our military history, military system 
and military policy, all with a view to give beginners a 
clearer insight into the objects and purposes of the 
military instruction and obtain the more earnest co- 
operation of the students and faculty. The paragraphs 
under the caption of instruction merit reproduction, and 
are as follows: 

25. The main object of the military instruction given at 
civil educational institutions having Army officers as pro- 
fessors of military science and tactics will be to qualify stu- 
dents who enter the military departments of such institutions 
to be company officers of infantry, volunteers or militia. 

26. Infantry drill and training will be considered para- 
mount. Instruction in artillery, or in other branches of the 
military service, will not be sanctioned, nor will property be 
issued for instruction in such branches at any particular insti- 
tution, unless the infantry instruction and training at that 
institution are found, upon inspection, by officers designated 
by the War Department, to have reached a satisfactory plane 
of efficiency. 

27. The following minimum courses of military instruction, 
practical and theoretical, are prescribed: 

At every institution of Class B at which a professor of 
military science and tactics is detailed it shall be provided 
in its regular schedule of studies that at least three hours per 
week, or an equivalent of eighty-four hour periods per year 
for two years, shall be assigned for instruction in the mili- 
tary department, not less than two-thirds of the total time to 
be devoted to practical drill, including guard mounting and 
other military ceremonies, and* the remainder to theoretical 
instruction. 

28. The instruction will vary according to the nature of the 
institution and the facilities afforded, but for Classes A, BA, B 
and C will include practical instruction in the following sub- 
jects: 

(a) Infantry Drill Regulations. 

(b) Small-Arms Firing Manual. ° 

(c) Field Service Regulations. 

(d) Manual of Guard Duty. 

The foregoing subjects will be taken up each year in the 
order named and prosecuted as rapidly as is consistent with 
thorough work and acceptable results. The ground to be cov- 
ered in each subject will be determined by the instructor, 
having in view the size, organization and average age of the 
military student-body and other limiting conditions. 

Throughout the course of instruction the reasons for the 
successive steps in the military training will in all cases be 
carefully. shown to the student before the initiation of that 
particular instruction. 

The practical instruction will include, whenever possible, 
an annual encampment. 

The theoretical course of study will be based strictly upon 


the main object of the military instruction, and will. consist 
largely of talks or lectures, illustrated wherever and whenever 
practicable by lantern slides and by objects, and covering the 
essential principles and essential details of the subjects a 
company officers of infantry, volunteers or militia should know, 
and omitting, as a rule, all auxiliary subjects and subjects 
pertaining to the larger military questions, such as campaigns, 
strategy, etc., except in those cases where the study of a 
campaign may be made the basis of the theoretical course or 
where the larger subjects may be utilized to hold and main- 
tain the interest of the students, or where the time at the 
disposal of the military instructor is such as will enable him 
to supplement his theoretical course proper with a course of 
lectures on these larger subjects. 

29. The professor of military science and tactics will, espe- 
cially at those institutions which are not in Class A, en- 
deavor to impart a full knowledge of the benefits to the 
nation, state, institution and student of the military training. 

To this end he will, in a preliminary talk or lecture to the 
students entering the military department, explain the main 
object of the military instruction and make clear to the stu- 
dent the benefits to be conferred by the military training, not 
only in fitting him for the full duties of citizenship, but also 
in giving him the normal physical development necessary to 
his continued well-being throughout life. 

30. In order that the graduate of the military department 
of the civil educational institution having a detailed officer 
may have knowledge of the aims, purpose and necessity for the 
Army, the professor of military science and tactics will give 
in a lecture or lectures, before the graduation of the student, 
a brief resumé of the military history, the military system, 
and of the military policy of the United States. 
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MILITIA NOTES. 

We take the following from the Bulletin of Militia 
Notes, issued by the Division of Militia Affairs, War 
Department, Noy. 29, 1909: 

The number of Regular and militia troops who en- 
gaged in the recent maneuvers, held in Massachusetts, 
is as follows:

Officers of the Organized Militia while engaged in 
field service for instruction under the provisions of Sec. 
14 of the Militia Law, are entitled to the same pay as 
officers of corresponding grades of the Regular Army from 
the time they start from their home rendezvous to the 
date of their return thereto; payment for this service 
to be made from funds appropriated by Congress for 
the support of the militia under Section 1661, Revised 
Statutes, as amended. 

There is no provision of law forbidding payments 
being made from state funds to officers of the Regular 
Army detailed for duty with the Organized Militia, 
whether as additional compensation, or in liquidation of 
expenses incurred by them in the performance of their 
duties with the state troop, but this is a matter for 
determination by the military authorities of the state. 

The only expense accounts pertaining to the militia 
of which the Federal Government takes cognizance are 
those relating to expenditures made from funds appro- 
priated under Section i661, Revised Statutes, as amended, 
for the payment of expenses of field or camp service of 
the militia forces. These funds are disbursed by officers 
of the militia, appointed by the Governors of states and 
territories, and their accounts are eventually filed with 
the Auditor for the War Department. 

There is no provision of Federal law which would 
prohibit the enlistment of colored cooks, teamsters and 
farriers in the Organized Militia, and it is considered 
that the determination of the question is for the state 
authorities. 

Officers on the retired list of the National Guard are 
not competent to act as surveying officers on United 
States property which has been lost or destroyed or has 
become unserviceable from any cause. Officers responsible 
for property to be surveyed will furnish original affidavits, 
or other testimony, to have themselves relieved from re- 
sponsibility. A blanket affidavit by a quartermaster or 
other officer does not meet this requirement. When un- 
serviceable articles are turned in the commanding officer 
should submit affidavits which set forth the circum- 
stances under which the articles were lost, damaged, or 
rendered unserviceable. The date of issue of the prop- 
erty should be stated. ‘The responsible officers in their 
affidavits covering the articles pertaining to their or- 
ganizations should state the measures taken to ensure 
safeguarding of the property and to prevent its loss by 
theft or otherwise. Affidavits of any other persons 
cognizant of the circumstances should be obtained and 
filed. Proper care should be exercised to ensure the iden- 
tification of the property by the officers responsible 
therefor. 

The War Department will not supply guns or equip- 
ment of a machine-gun or rapid-fire field battery even 
if the organization has the proper recommendation of 
the military authorities of the state, as there is no au- 
thority of law for the issue of equipment to independ- 
ent militia organizations. The organization should first 
be incorporated in the Organized Militia of the state. 

File covers are furnished by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment; cost for special orders twenty-five cents each; 
for general orders and circulars, nineteen cents each. 

An executive officer at a state rifle rafige during small- 
arms practice for qualification is entitled to pay of his 
rank, without inerease for length of service. Sergeants 
of the Signal Corps of the U.S. Army will not be detailed 
under the provisions of the law authorizing details of 
non-commissioned officers on duty with the Militia. 

The provision of Par. 1, G.O., 129, W.D., 1908, pre- 
scribing that campaign badges will be issued to officers 
and enlisted men who were in the military service of the 
United States on Jan. 11, 1905, or at any time thereafter, 
has been made applicable to the Organized Militia, and 
issne of badges cannot be made to persons who do not 
fulfil this requirement. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


An ordnance sergeant stationed at Frankfort Arsenal, 
although not entitled to separate quarters, has been occu- 
pying them, and for a year past has been buying his 
heat of the arsenal. The Judge Advocate General has 
rendered an opinion this week that, notwithstanding 
the fact that there was no right to the quarters, the 
soldier is entitled, under the law, to light and heat al- 
lowance, and that this allowance may accummulate, so 
that the soldier undoubtedly is entitled to the allowance 
regularly for the period in which he had been paying 
for his heat. ‘ 

In the case of a retired Army officer for whom a com- 
mittee had been appointed under the laws of the state of 





New York, the question has arisen as to the proper 
method of transmitting his monthly pay. Of the regular 
monthly amount $35 is paid to the wife of the officer for 
her maintenance. It is held by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral that the General Government must comply with the 
laws of the state under which the committee was ap- 
pointed, and that the officer’s pay should be sent to the 
committee and the wife should institute proceedings in 
court to secure an order requiring the committee te 
pay her her allowance, unless the committee should 
acquiesce in the arrangement of allowing the payment 
to be made directly to the wife.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


On the appeal of Brig. Gen. George L. Gillespie, 
U.S.A., retired, from the refusal of the Auditor to allow 
difference of longevity increase pay subsequent to June 
16, 1872, based on cadet service, Comptroller Tracewell 
holds that at the time the settlements were made in 1883 
and 1885 the accounting officers of the Treasury had 
decided that cadet service was not service in the Army 
and this ground should not be retraversed. A substan- 
tially similar decision is given in the case of the claim 
for longevity pay by the administrator of the estate of 
the late Major Hugh B. Fleming, U.S.A., retired. 

The Assistant Comptroller disaffirms part of the dis- 
allowance of $213.16 in the accounts of Paymr. J. W. 
Morse, U.S.N., from September, 1907, to February, 1908, 
in respect to items of prison expenses furnished court- 
martial prisoners, and finds for the appellant in the 
sum of $96.27, on the ground that by the decision of the 
Comptroller of Jan, 28, 1908, 2» man prisoner remained 
not so long in debt as formerly, and a reasonable time 
— be allowed for the paymasters to learn of this 
decision. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The destroyer Smith was placed in commission on 
Nov. 26 at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa. When 
ready for sea the vessel will proceed to the navy yard, 
Charleston, 8.C. The Pacific Torpedo Fleet has been 
detached from duty with the Pacific Fleet. 

Changes in Marine Corps Pamphlets No. 5, Head- 
quarters U.S.M.C., Sept. 23, 1909, is so amended that the 
larger Marine Corps buttons prescribed therein shall be 
one inch in diameter, instead of seven-eighths inch, and 
the smaller buttons shall be five-eighths inch in diameter. 
instead of one-half inch, both buttons to be flat. 7 

The orders directing the Vicksburg to proceed to the 
Atlantic coast have been revoked. The vessel will re- 
main in the Pacific for the present. 

A 12-oared cutter race between the boats of the Denver 
and the Charleston, rowed at Cavite, P.I., recently, re- 
sulted in the former winning the event by sixty strokes, 
The Charleston has held the championship in this race 
for some time, and the crew of the Denver feel partic- 
ularly good over their men winning for that reason. 
'The race was over a three-mile course. 

The scout cruiser CheSter, Comdr. Henry B. Wilson, 
cast anchor off Market street wharf, Chester, Pa., Nov. 
27, for a_visit which had been long expected by the 
people. ‘Thousands of people extended a cordial recep- 
tion to the cruiser. Whistles blew, bells rang and there 
was a great noise all around. The ship was met just 
below Marcus Hook by members of the reception com- 
mittee and city officials, who boarded the Chester and 
extended a welcome to the officers and the crew, extend- 
ing to them the hospitality of Chester. The committee 
included Mayor David M. Johnson, former Mayor Samuel 
E. Turner, president of the general committee; Hon. 
William Ward, jr., member of the State Legislature and 
acting chairman of the reception committee, and Will- 
iam H. Sproul, Commissioner of Navigation. At 1:30 
o’clock in the afternoon the members of the reception 
committee boarded the quarantine tug Pennypacker at 
Market street wharf and escorted the Daughters of the 
American Revolution to the Chester, where a ship’s clock 
and flag were presented to the cruiser. Miss Dorothy 
Wallace Sproul, daughter of State Senator William C. 
Sproul. who was_the sponsor of the Chester, was a 
special guest. When former Mayor S. E. Turner 
boarded the Chester he presented envelopes containing 
an official program, as well as tickets giving them the 
freedom to various organizations, which will conduct en- 
tertainments during the stav of the cruiser. Each man, 
too, received an envelope.

fire. He shall inspect such vessels semi-monthly in all de- 
partments and make a written report to the commandant of 
the result of such inspections. e 

(6) A regular journal shall be kept under his direction, 
which he shall sign and submit monthly to the commandant 
for his approval. In it shall be entered the reporting for 
duty or detachment of officers, the arrival, departure, com- 
missioning, or placing out of commission of ships of the Navy, 
the arrival and departure of vessels with stores of any kind 
for the yard, the hour of docking or undocking any vessel, 
and the other principal transactions of the yard, together with 
the daily meteorological record. 

(7) When a vessel is ready to be placed in commission, and 
after the officer ordered to command her has received a copy 
of the report of the board referred to in Article 1556, para- 
graph 2, and has been afforded an opportunity to verify the 
contents of that report and to make such other inspections 
of the ship as he may desire in company with the captain 
of the yard, the latter shall, at the time set, place the ship 
in commission and turn her over to her commanding officer, 
taking his receipt therefor, which receipt shall state whether 
or not her condition is satisfactory to the officer assuming 
command. 

(8) When a ship is ready to go out of commission, and 
after the commandant has acted on the report of the board 
referred to in Article 1559, paragraph 2, her commanding 
officer shall, at the time set, place her out of commission and 
turn her over to the captain of the yard, taking his receipt 
therefor, which receipt shall state whether or not her condi- 
tion is satisfactory to the officer receiving her. 

(9) He shall keep no labor roll, but when labor is re- 
quired in the execution of his duties he shall make request 
for the same on the head of the hull or the machinery div:- 
sion of the manufacturing department; and when such labor 
is no longer required, he shall so inform the head of the divis- 
ion from which obtained,: and the direct cost of and the in- 
direct charges incident to such work shall be charged against 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks. 

(10) Enlisted men who may be detailed for duty at navy 
yards shall be under the immediate direction of the captain 
of the yard. 

Section 4.—Officers in Charge of Departments and Divisions. 


1569. (1) The titles of the divisions of the manufacturing 
department of a navy yard, under the commandant as general 
manager, and of the officers in charge thereof shall be: 

Machinery division.—The engineer officer; he shall be the 
senior line officer detailed for engineering duty. 

Hull division—The construction officer; he shall be the 
senior naval constructor attached to the yard. 

(2) The titles of the other departments and of the officers 
in charge thereof shall be: 

Yards and Docks department.—The captain of the yard; 
he shall, if practicable, be the line officer next in rank to 
the commandant. 

Inspection department.—The inspection officer; he shall be 
the senior officer detailed for inspection duty. 

General storekeeper’s department.—The general storekeeper; 
he shall be the officer of the pay corps detailed for this duty. 

Pay department.—The pay officer; he shall be the officer 
of the pay corps detailed for this duty. 

Accounting department.—The accounting officer; he shall be 
the officer of the pay corps detailed for this duty. 

Medical department.—The medical officer; he shall be the 
senior medica! officer attached to the yard. 

The head of each of these departments shall be directly 
under the commandant, and shall be responsible to him alone. 
(Art. 1567.) 

(3) Officers detailed as assistants in the several departments 
and divisions shall perform such duties therein as the head 
thereof, under the commandant, may direct. So far as may 
be practicable, there shall be assigned as assistants to the 
engineer officer one or more officers who shall perform elec- 
trical or ordnance duties exclusively. The officers of the in- 
spection department shall perform such inspection, board, or 
other duty, as the commandant may direct. 

(4) The engineer officer and construction officer, as heads 
ef the machinery and hull divisions, respectively, are the 
agents of the commandant in carrying out the work of the 
several bureaus, but neither of them shall in any sense be 
considered as the representative of any particular bureau. 
Whenever any work is to be performed at a navy yard, the 
commandant shall direct its performance by either the ma- 
chinery or the hull division, according to the nature of the 
shops and resources which may be required therefor, and it 
shall be done under the supervision and control of the head 
of the division to which it is thus assigned, who shall be re- 
sponsible for the manner and cost of its performance. The 
direct cost of and the indirect charges incident to such work 
shall be charged against the appropriations of the bureau con- 
cerned, 

(5) The engineer officer and construction officer shall each 
submit weekly to the commandant a report of vessels build- 
ing or repairing on which work under his cognizance has been 
done, giving the condition of the work to date. 

(6) When, as incidental to work being done in one of the 
divisions of the manufacturing department, work is required 
which must be performed in the shops or with the resources 
of the other division, such work may be requested and per- 
formed as required by Article 1580. 

(7) The heads of departments and divisions shall prepare 
and sign all reports and accounts relating thereto that are re- 
quired to be made by the commandant to the Navy Depart- 
ment or any of its bureaus, except such as are prepared by 
the accounting department. 

(8) They shall make requisitions upon the general store- 
keeper for supplies and material as required, and shall keep 
him advised, in advance, as to the probable needs of their sev- 
eral departments and divisions (Chap. XXV, Supplies on 
Shore.) An officer making a requisition shall be responsible 
for the necessity for the article for the purpose stated; the 
necessity for the delivery within the time specified; the esti- 
mate of cost; the statement as to the appropriation against 
which the charges are to be made; and the specifications de- 
scribing the different items. 

(9) All requisitions on the general storekeeper for materials 
or articles for use in any department or division shall be 
made in the form prescribed by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts. 

(10) In order to maintain on hand réady for immediate 
use a limited stock of material for purposes of current manu- 
facture and repair work, the head of each division of the manu- 
facturing department shall, in advance, make known his needs 
to the general storekeeper. This material shall be stored in 
a branch issuing store in some suitable shop under the con- 
trol of the head of the division, but the stock, until drawn 
out for use, shall remain under the custody and accounting 
of the general storekeeper. This stock shall be drawn from 
the branch issuing store for use in such unit and fractional 
quantities as may be necessary. 

(11) From information furnished by the accounting officer, 
the head of each department or division shall prepare a monthly 
report of all expenditures to the several bureaus. This report 
shall be accompanied by a written detailed report of work done 
and progress made upon each object for which money has been 
allotted. 

(12) Upon the receipt of official notification that articles 
intended for his department or division are ready for inspec- 
tion, the head thereof, or some person authorized to represent 
him, or an officer designated by the commandant,’ shall go 
without delay to the general storekeeper’s offiee or storehouse 
and make the required inspection. A definite report shall be 


sent to the office of the general storekeeper the same day, if 
practicable, and not later than the following day. 

(18) Heads of departments or divisions shall make to the 
commandant such suggestions in the line of their professions 
as they consider for the interests of the service, 

(14) ny A their subordinates, shall carry out the duties 
relative to inspection of ships going into or ent of commis- 


sion prescribed for them by Article 1556, paragraph 2, and 
Article 1559, paragraph 2, of these Regulations. 

1570. (1) At mavy yards where vessels are being built, or 
fitted out for first commission, the heads of the divisions of 
the manufacturing department shall furnish the commandant 
of the yard, as soon as practicable after the first of each 
month, with a list of the actual finished weights of all articles, 
including machinery and appurtenances thereto, battery or am- 
munition, spare machinery, tools, outfit, stores, or other articles 
of any kind under the cognizance of the several bureaus that 
may have been placed during the preceding month on board 
each vessel under construction, with the total amount of such 
weight up to date. Copies of the above reports shall be fur- 
nished the construction officer and he shall prepare from them 
a general monthly report giving the total amount of weight 
placed on board the vessel during the month, and the total 
amount up to date. 

(2) In the case of extensive repairs to the hull, machinery, 
or armament of a naval vessel, monthly reports ef weights 
removed and added shall be made in a similar manner to that 
directed above for vessels under construction, and the con- 
struction officer shall prepare a monthly summary of all 
weights of every kind added or removed, for transmission to 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 

(3) The engineer officer and construction officer are charged 
with the preparation of articles ‘‘to be manufactured’’ and of 
those for which repairs or alterations have been authorized by 
the several bureaus. In order that the general ‘Storekeeper’s 
records may be perfected, they shall notify him in writing 
immediately upon the completion of such articles. When the 
repairs, alterations,-or manufacturing are done at another yard, 
the head of division of the manufacturing department in 
charge of the work at the yard at which it is performed shall 
furnish this information to the general storekeeper at the yard 
where the supplies are being assembled. 


Section 5.—Engineer Officer. 


1571. (1) The engineer officer of the navy yard shall, under 
the direction of the commandant, have charge of the machinery 
division of the manufacturing department and shall superin- 
tend the construction, installation, and repair of all machin- 
ery, and all work assigned to his division. 

(2) He shall have charge of all labor employed by his divis- 
ion except as indicated in paragraph 3 of this article. 

(3) He shall furnish to the captain of the yard, on his re- 
quest, such labor as may be required by the latter, who shall 
then have entire charge of such labor. 

(4) The inspection of all ordinary articles under the cogniz- 
ance of the Bureau of Steam Engineering shall be made by 
the engineer officer or one of his assistants, but any special 
article or appliance may be inspected by such officer as the 
commandant may direct, and calls for inspection shall be for- 
warded by the general storekeeper accordingly. 

(5) He shall inspect quarterly all boilers at the station, in- 
cluding those of yard craft, and shall report to the command- 
ant their condition and the steam pressure to which they may 
safely be subjected, and he shall make at all times such sug- 
gestions as, in his opinion, will add to their safety and effi- 
ciency. He shall also make a quarterly inspection of such 
other machinery as the commandant may direct, and shall 
make such recommendations as he may deem wise to insure 
that all the machinery referred to herein be kept in efficient 
condition. 

(6) He shall, under the direction of the commandant, have 
charge of and be responsible for the condition and preserva- 
tion of all machinery, boilers, and their appurtenances afloat 
at the station, under the cognizance of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, except of vessels in commission; and he shall 
exercise control over all persons employed in connection with 
such machinery in matters relating to its preservation and 
good order. 

(7) When a ship is to be laid up, he shall take charge 
of her machinery at the time when her senior engineer officer 
is detached. 

Section 6.—Inspection Officer. 

1572. (1) The inspection officer, and the other officers 
ordered to duty in the inspection department, shall be as- 
sistants to the commandant for the purpose of executing such 
instructions as he may give in regard to the performance of 
their duties as inspectors. 

(2) When engaged in such duty they shall have such access 
to all departments and divisions of the yard as may be neces- 
sary. 

1573. (1) An officer of the inspection department shall be 
detailed to make frequent inspections of material in charge of 
the general storekeeper and inform him in regard to any 
articles that require attention or overhauling. In this connec- 
tion, he shall exercise special care as to the condition of navi- 
gational and other instruments of precision, and of sights, 





- mounts, guns, and torpedoes; and shall inspect and pass upon 


all such articles as are ordered for shipment. 

(2) When a ship goes out of commission, the necessary 
officers shall be detailed from the inspection department to see 
that the outfits of the several ship’s departments are properly 
turned into store after the surveys required by Article 1559, 
paragraph 3.

**Section 9.—Accounting Officer. 


**1577. Under the direction of the commandant, the ac- 
counting officer of the yard shall keep the accounts of all 
manufacturing and operating expense thereat, which shall in- 
clude an exact account under each department or division of 
all material and labor expended upon each job order, from 
which he shall prepare such reports of all expenditure under 
each bureau as may be required by the Navy Department. He 
shall furnish monthly, or as the commandant may direct, to 
the heads of the yard departments and divisions a statement 
of expenditures under their departments and divisions. He 
shall notify the head of any department or division when any 
allotment of funds for expenditure under the direction of such 
officer shall be so depleted that it will probably be exhausted 
before the end of the current month. He shall, when so re- 
quested by a head of department or division, furnish the latter 
a statement of the cost to date of any outstanding job order; 
and when a job is completed he shall, as soon thereafter as 
practicable, furnish the head of department or division con- 
cerned a detailed statement of the cost of labor and material 
and the indirect charges entering into such job. He shall pre- 
pare and sign all pay rolls, except those under the cognizance 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery.’’ 

Articles 1578, 1579 and 1580 (1909), strike out, and sub- 
stitute therefor the following: 


‘Section 10.—Construction Officer. 


**1578. (1) The construction officer of a navy yard shall, 
under the direction of the commandant, have charge of the 
hull division of the manufacturing department and shall super- 
intend the construction and repairs to the hulls of all ships, 
and all work assigned to his division.

_‘*(4) The inspection of all ordinary articles under the cog- 
nizance of the Bureau of Construction and Repair shall be 
made by the construction officer or one of his assistants, but 
any special article or appliance may be inspected by such offi- 
cer as the commandant may direct, and calls for inspection 
shall be forwarded by the general storekeeper accordingly.’’

**1579. (1) The civil engineer of a navy yard shall be 
regarded as an assistant to the captain of the yard in all duties 
pertaining to the Bureau of Yards and Docks, except as here- 
inafter specified. All correspondence of the civil engineer with 
the commandant shall go through the captain of the yard. 

**(2) He shall have control, under the captain of the yard, 
of all civil engineering work, including such repairs and im- 
provements as would ordinarily require the services of a civil 
engineer, and shall be held responsible for the proper per- 
formance of the same.

**(5) Should the Navy Department decide that any civil en- 
gineering work shall be done by contract, either wholly or in 
part, the civil engineer shall superintend the work, make esti- 
mates, as the work progresses, of the proportion completed, 
and certify and sign all bills, if the work is done in accora- 
ance with the terms of the contract. 

**(6) He shall make to the commandant such suggestions in 
the line of his profession and duty as he may consider for the 
interest of the service. 

**(7) He shall have prepared and sign all reports of the 
work under his special charge.’’

**Section 12.—Work Done by One Department or Division

**1580. Whenever the head of a department or division re-

‘*Navy Department, Washington, Nov. 20, 1909. 

‘Sir: It has come to the notice of the Department on 
numerous occasions that convening and reviewing authorities 
have ordered summary courts-martial to reconvene for various 
illegal purposes, namely, to take additional testimony to show 
the degree of criminality involved, or to conclusively prove 
some minor point not covered in the original proceedings; to 
introduce evidence of previous conviction not shown to have 
been originally introduced and recorded; to disregard the ac- 
eused’s plea of ‘guilty’ on the ground that his statement is 
inconsistent therewith, and to proceed as though the plea 
had been ‘not guilty,’ etc. 

‘‘The courts have invariably followed the instructions con- 
tained in the order to reconvene. 

‘*Article 1791, U.S. Navy Regulations, 1909, specifically 
states: 

‘**1, When a court is ordered to review its proceedings, 
new testimony shall not be brought forward in any shape. 

‘**2. The revision shall be strictly confined to a recon- 
sideration of the matter already recorded in the proceedings, 
no part of which is to be amended, altered or annulled in 
any way.’ 

**Any action taken in violation of the above noted article 
is indefensible and illegal and, of necessity, compels a dis- 
approval of the entire proceedings with the consequent detri- 
ment to military discipline and efficiency. 

**You will please cause the contents of this letter to be 
published to the officers under your command.

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THE NAVAL AOADEMY. 
Anapolis, Md., Dec. 2, 1909. 

That there are over four hundred midshipmen, out of 
about eight hundred, posted as unsatisfactory in their studies 
may give the uninformed a direful opinion of their mental con- 
dition, but this would be an erroneous judgment. This 
list is nothing especially unusual. The posting of the de- 
linquents is merely to give them a warning that ninety per 
cent. of them will take, and few of the unsatisfactory will be 
‘‘on the tree,’’ as they call it in the Naval Academy vernacu- 
lar, by the time the semi-annual examinations begin in Janu- 
ary. 

Captain Bewyer, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
was in Washington Monday in conference with the Navy De- 
partment officials. The new order of reorganization now 
places the Academy directly under the government of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and its affairs will not hereafter pass 
through the Navigation Bureau before they reach the Secre- 
tary. 

Robert White Farrell, of Richmond, Va., has won, in @ 
competitive examination, an appointment from Congressman 
Lamb te the Naval Academy. Henry M. Taylor was appoint- 
ed aliernate. 

Midsn. Earl D. Wilson, injured in the Villanova game, 
has begun to show improvement, in that the larger muscles 
of his body have now some feeling in them. Treatment by 
electrical application and massage, it is expected, will ma- 
terially aid in overcoming the paralysis. His general condi- 
tion remains excellent. The wound of the operation has 
now entirely healed and braces enable Wilson to sit up. He 
can now move his head without much difficulty and he is 
hopeful and in excellent spirits. 

Midsn. Andrew D. Denny, winner of the ‘President’s 
Match,’’ and Midsn. H. O. Roesch, winner of the national 
individual rifle match against 624 contestants, received on 
Saturday letters sent by President Taft congratulating them 
upon their skill with the rifle. The President said: ‘‘You of 
the Navy are not supposed to specialize on rifle practice, 
but what you gain in skill in the use of the small arm will 
be of inestimable benefit to you in directing the fire of the 
great guns. While upon the face of things it may appear that 
a sailor has little use for skill with the rifle, yet outside of 
the actual value of such skill as a military accomplishment 
the records of the Navy show that ability to use the small 
arm always makes the possessor better able to direct effective 
fire from the big guns aboard ship.’’ 

Midsn. Guy K. Calhoun will have to leave the Service be- 
cause of physical disability; he cannot be retired because he 
is a midshipman, and there is nothing for the authorities to 
do but put him out. Calhoun has invented a gyro attachment 
for compasses and navigation instruments, which has brought 
high commendation from naval experts. His heart is set on 
the Navy. Two years ago he was at the naval hospital here 
suffering from a severe attack of typhoid fever. While de- 
lirious he was left alone and jumped out of a window, so 
injuring his back that he cannot fully recover. It will re- 
quire special legislation by Congress to keep him in the Serv- 
ice even as a retired officer. 

Midsn. Roy C. Smith, jr., who graduates next June, has 
an uncle who is a member of the class just below him—Harold 
B. Sampson, son of the late Rear Admiral William T. Samp- 
son by his second marriage. Smith is the son of Lieut. Roy 
C. Smith, U.S.N., who married a daughter of Admiral Samp- 
son by his first marriage. 

The national praise day will prove anything but a thanks- 
giving to a number of midshipmen who flagrantly violated 
the regulations on that occasion, and who are now threatened 
with serious punishment.

BALL AT FORT CROOK. 


Fort Crook, Neb., Nov. 29, 1909. 

The largest affair ever held at Fort Crook was the charity 
pall, given Friday evening, Nov. 26, for the benefit of the 
Army Relief Society and the Creche, a day nursery for poor 
children, where they are taken care of while their mothers 
work, and one of Omaha’s most worthy objects of charity. 
About $500 was raised for these two objects and a large num- 
ber of Omaha people were present. Special cars were run to 
the post before and after the ball, and about two hundred people 
came out. 

One of the features of the evening was the dancing of the 
“Kaiser's Dance,’ a sort of minuet, by the following officers 
and ladies of the garrison: Mrs, Cornelius Gardener, Mrs.

69TH N.Y.—LIEUT. COL. LEWIS D. CONLEY. 


The first review of the 69th N.Y. this season, and also its 
first under command of its present C.O., Lieut. Col. Lewis 
D. Conley, was held in the armory on the night of Nov. 27, in 
the presence of a very large audience, the reviewing officer 
being Major Gen. Charles F. Roe. The event was very credit- 
able to the regiment, which made a most commendable show- 
ing. Of course there is still room for some improvement, 
but it was amply demonstrated that the command is making 
good progress, and officers from other regiments present were 
agreeably surprised at the exhibition they witnessed. 

Major General Roe also was very much pleased at the 
appearance of the men during the review, and the manner 
in which the regimental drill was executed under Lieutenant 
Colonel Conley. The General said the 69th was making dis- 
tinct progress, and taken as a whole the exhibition he said 
was the best he had ever seen it make. 

There was a large turn out of men, and Capt. John J. 
Phalen, the regimental adjutant, formed the command in line 
of masses with twelve companies of sixteen files each, divided 
into the usual three battalions, the commanders of which 
were Majors Lynch, Duffy and Reville. During the standing 
review the regiment presented a handsome appearance, and 
the men were notably steady.

A notable and soldierly looking figure during the passage 
was that of Drum Major John H. Mullins, who has been 
formally appointed to that position after a faithful service of 
eighteen years, and who had a previous service in India and 
other parts of the world. Hs is a skilled musician, handled 
his staff with becoming grace, and it is doubtful if any 
drum major in the guard can equal his soldierly bearing. It 
certainly can’t be excelled. He is not only a six-footer, but 
is solidly built in proportion to his height. 

Following the review Colonel Conley put the regiment 
through a close order drill, which was well executed, and he 
certainly handled the regiment in creditable shape. He formed 
right front into line of masses, close column of companies, 
left front-into line of masses, advanced to the front and rear, 
formed line of masses to the left, and then broke into column 
of squads, and then companies, and concluded the drill with an 
advance in column of battalions which was the occasion of well 
deserved applause. The services of a bugler during drills 
would be found a great advantage. After evening parade the 
colors were marched to the front of the regiment, the latter 
presenting arms. The band playing ‘‘The Red, White and 
Blue,’’ escorted the colors off the floor. Colonel Conley and 
his officers next entertained the reviewing officers and spe- 
cial guests in the board room, where Comsy. Bernard J.

Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

J. C.—As naval service is not counted in determining the 
enlistment period in the Army, your enlistment. Aug. 18, 
1909, im the Army places you in the first period, and no 
bonus will be due until you re-enlist in 1912, within three 
months of discharge. 


W. P. C. asks: Can a lieutenant, now in The Philippine 
Scouts, who was an officer in the Volunteers and in Cuba 
from January to March, 1899, and in the Philippines from 
1899 to 1901, be retired for disability incurred in line of 
duty, and is he entitled to a Spanish War and Philippine 
badge? Answer: If your name is certified to the Quarter- 
master General by the Adjutant General, yes. Otherwise, 
no. 

J. H. W. asks: (1) Served from Dec. 19, 1901, to Sept. 15, 
1904; Oct. 15, 1904, to March 5, 1907; discharged for con- 
venience of Government; March 6, 1907, to Aug. 15, 1909, 
and on latter date was granted discharge by purchase, all 
service in Infantry. In what enlistment period should I be 
shown? (2) Soldier was discharged from U.S. Marine Corps 
July 15, 1909, serving in third enlistment period. Re-enlist- 
ed July 30, 1909, for Infantry. In what enlistment period 
should this soldier be serving? Answer: (1) You were in 
service May 11, 1908, in your seventh year and third enlist- 
ment period by being discharged by purchase. If you re- 
enlisted within three months’ you will be entitled to pay of 
the third enlistment period, an enlistment period terminated 
by purchase being an uncompleted term. (2) We cannot an- 
swer unless reason for discharge is given. Dates of all en- 
listments and discharges should be given. 

Ex-SERGT. MAJOR asks: I enlisted at Philadelphia, Pa. 
April 14, 1898, discharged per expiration of term of service at 
Havana, Cuba, April 13, 1901. and was paid at the rate of 
four cents a mile from New York city to Philadelphia, Pa., 
and my discharge was stamped as follows: ‘‘Hdaqrs., Dept. 
of Cuba, Office of Chief Quartermaster, Havana. Cuba, April 
18, 1901. Entitled to transportation to the United States 
on any U.S. transport leaving the island within one year from 
date of this discharge.'’ I did not avail myself of the trans-

Answer: There is a difference of 
opinion on this question. The Paymaster General held in a 
similar case recently that a soldier who re-enlisted in the 
5th Infantry at Sagua la Grande was entitled to ‘transporta- 
tion to that point from New York city on a commercial steamer 
and usual transportation from Plattsburg Barracks to New 
aa You could not commute travel from New York to 
ba. 


O. A. S. asks: (1) As regards re-enlistment pay, to what 
consideration is an enlisted man due who re-enlisted for for- 
eign service before the passage of the pay bill of May 11, 
1908? (2) Would a man who re-enlisted in 1907, while on 
his first or second year’s service, be entitled to the re-enlist- 
ment pay upon commencing his fourth year? Answer: (1) 
Your inquiry is too indefinite to answer. (2) No. 

C. B. asks: I enlisted Dec. 19, 1905; was discharged Oct. 
2, 1907, for convenience of Government, after having served 
more than eighteen months; re-enlisted Oct. 3, 1907, and was 
discharged July 18, 1908, by purchase, and re-enlisted July 
25, 1908. Is that discharge for the convenience of Govern- 
ment good for one enlistment period, according to Cir. 53, 
W.D., 1909% Answer: You were in your first enlistment 
period upon discharge by purchase, and re-entered as of same 
period on re-enlistment July 25, 1908. Having been in serv- 
ice on May 11, 1908, you cannot be allowed any credit for 
service from Dec. 19, 1905, to Oct. 2, 1907. 

H. C. K. asks: Can a retired enlisted man reside and re- 
ceive his monthly pay check in Honolulu, H.I., without spe- 
cial permission from the A.G.O.? Answer: Yes; Honoluiu 
is not foreign territory. 


J. K.—As you were out of the Service over three months 
before your enlistment of Oct. 29, 1908, all your service be- 
tween Jan. 17, 1890, and Jan. 12, 1904, continuous or broken, 
counts as but one period, and you are in your second enlist- 
ment. 

A. J. M.—Your statement involves more accountancy than 
this department can undertake. Apply through the channel 
to the Paymaster General. 


H. H. H.—You are segond on the list for post Q.M. 
sergeant. Your standing was 91.3. There are now about ten 
eligibles. 

E. P. D.—yYou are in your second period, as you were in 
the Service on May 11, 1908, with 5 years 2 months 16 days. 

J. M. W. asks: (1) If I have four months to serve on the 
first enlistment, could I be discharged for the purpose of re- 
enlisting in the Coast Artillery? (2) Will I be entitled to 
bonus pay sooner or later? Answer: (1) It is not the least 
likely that you would be allowed to do this. (2) If you are 
discharged as a private and re-enlist within three months, 
after the expiration of your first enlistment period you will be 
entitled to the bonus.

H. T. H.—Issues of badges can be made only to officers and 
men, as 4 part of their uniform, if they were in the military 
service of the United States on Jan. 11, 1905, or subsequent 
thereto. Apply to the A.G.O. through the channel, stating 
your service. 

SPANISH WAR VETERAN.—tThe additional pay for for- 
eign service begins with day of sailing from the United States 
and terminates on day of return. 

C. A. N.—By reason of your continuous service since March 
15, 1902, your last enlistment May 21. 1908, placed you in 
the third period. Your Volunteer service of 1898-1899 does 
not count. 


G. S. asks: During the fight of Bud-Dajo, Jolo, Jolo, P.I.. 
March 6-8, 1906, I was confined in the hospital at Jolo, but 
during my confinement in hospital I was subject to guard 
duty at same place. Am I entitled to campaign badge? An- 
swer: This can only be decided by the Adjutant General. 
No issue can be made unless your name is certified to the 
Quartermaster General. 

CAVALRYMAN asks: (1) Enlisted July 27, 1905; dis- 
charged for convenience of the Government, continuous serv- 
ice at date of discharge 1 year 6 months 13 days; re-enlisted 
Feb. 10, 1907. Was I entitled to re-enlistment pay after 
three years’ service? (2) Am I, or will I, at any time be- 
come entitled to bonus, never having been appointed a non- 
commissioned officer? (3) In what period will I serve pro- 
vided I re-enlist within the allotted time? Answer: (1) You 
had less than three years’ service when the new pay law was 
enacted, May 11, 1908, and were in your first period, where 
you remain until end of the 1907 enlistment. If you re-enlist 
within three months after discharge, Feb. 9, 1910, you will be 
in second period and also receive the three months’ bonus. 

T. B.—The only way to learn the address of an enlisted 
man in the Army is to address your inquiry to the Adjutant 
General's Office, through the channel, giving your reasons for 
seeking the information. 

J. B. D.—The Soldiers’ Home in Western Pennsylvania 
is at Erie, Pa. Address the Superintendent. 

W. F. L. asks: (1) In answer to J. L., Nov. 20, you state 
that time on furlough while serving in the Philippines counts 
double toward retirement. Is this correct? I was on fur- 
lough to the United States and am greatly interested. (2) 
In 1898 didn’t it count double time toward retirement from 
date of departure to return from Santiago? (I made out re- 
tirement papers in '99, adding double time for departure and 
return and they went through.) Answer: (1) The furlough 
of J. L. was spent in the Philippines, and consequently count- 
ed double. (2) No; the law providing for double time for 
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Cuban service in counting for retirement was not enacted 
until May 26, 1900, and then, as now, the double allowance 
was for ‘‘actual service in.'’ 


R. F. B.—The rules regarding mail of the military convicts 
at posts are contained in Pars. 344, 345, Manual of Guard 
Duty, as follows: ‘‘344. Letters will be sent out by military 
convicts through the officer in charge or officer of the day. 
Each convict will be permitted to write to his family or 
friends once in each month, all letters to be submitted un- 
sealed (without stamp or envelope) for inspection. Paper 
will be furnished convicts for official as well as private com- 
munications. 345. Prison authorities will not open and in- 
spect letters addressed to military convicts without their con- 
sent. Such letters may, however, be retained unopened un- 
til the convict js released, or the letters otherwise disposed 
of under judicial process.’’ Military convicts wishing to 
make complaint to the C.O. will be governed by Par. 335, 
Manual of Guard. 


HAVEN.—tThere never was a warship named 
Sedgwick,’’ in the United States Navy. There was for many 
years around New York a well known sidewheel excursion 
steamer by that name, with a steam calliope near her pilot 
house. She has, however, either been broken up or has had 
her name changed. In her day she was quite a feature on 
the Hudson river of a Sunday, with her calliope playing popu- 
lar airs, which could be heard quite a distance. At one time 
she sprang a leak and sank at her dock, but without loss of 
life. She was raised and her calliope was again heard send- 
ing forth popular tunes. The General Sedgwick and the old 
Armenia, we believe, were the only two steamers around 
New York equipped with calliopes. 

W. H. H.—Fort Crockett, Galveston, Texas, will probably 
not be ready for two years for the Artillery companies to be 
stationed there. 

B. K.—See answer to W. H. H. as to Fort Crockett. 


C. 14 asks: Enlisted Feb. 13, 1901; discharged to go 
te the Philippine Islands March 22, 1903; went on furlough 
for two months and fifteen days. I never returned to my 
treop, was apprehended Jan. 30, 1907, and was restored to 
duty with six months and $60 fine, released from confine- 
ment Sept. 26, 1907. I had in seven days three months be- 
fore deserting. (1) When is my time up? (2) When was 
my pay to start? (3) If I re-enlist am I entitled to bonus? 
(4) What rate of pay should I be drawing now? (5) What 
rate of pay should I have been drawing up to May 10, 1908? 
Answer: Address the Adjutant General of the Army, stating 
the facts and your reason for desiring the information. 

H. B.—As the term from which you were discharged for 
convenience of Government, June 5, 1909, was less than half 
an enlistment period it did not count on your re-enlistment, 
June 6, 1909, and you are in your first period. 

J. S. McN.—We have so far received no answer to your 
query. 

R. L. F.—The Revenue Cutter Division, Treasury Depart- 
ment, Washington, D.C., will supply circular giving full in- 
formation as to qualifications for the Service. A man who is 
color blind would most assuredly not be accepted. 

J. D.—You do not give dates of enlistments; consequently 
we cannot answer your query. 

W. H.—Though you served in all twelve years in the Army 
the fact that you never re-enlisted within three months of a 
discharge has kept you in the first period. If now serving 
as a first enlistment soldier and you re-enlist within three 
months of your next discharge you will be entitled to a three 
months’ bonus and then enter the second period. You can- 
not purchase your discharge within one year after receiving 
bonus pay, and even then you must have a good reason for 
asking the privilege. See G.O. 13, W.D., 1909. 

O. A. S. asks: Having served a full three-year enlistment 
from February, 1902, to February, 1905, and subsequently 
re-enlisted June, 1907, my status as to pay on the current 
enlistment being that of a soldier in his first enlistment period, 
will I, if I re-enlist within the prescribed time, be entitled to 
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the bonus? Answ sr: Yes; see answer to W. H. 
D. F. asks: Pay Manual Amendment, Cir. 2, 1908, Par. 
583 A, reads: ‘‘And is payable to men who may have been 


discharged prior to May 11, 1908, but re-enlisted after May 
11, as well as to those who are discharged after May 11.’’ 
I enlisted Oct. 27, 1903; discharged Oct. 26, 1906; re-enlist- 
ed Aug. 28, 1908. Am I entitled to three months’ bonus? 
Answer: No; as your discharge was more than three months 
prior to your re-enlistment. You are rightly in second period, 
but not entitled to bonus. 

G. M. D.—yYour service since March 8, 1899, all re-enlist- 
ments having been made within three months of discharge, 
places you in your fourth period. 

WIDOW.—The agent is right regarding homestead for 
soldier’s widow. You must file in person and live on the 
land yourself in order to comply with the law. 

J. W. B. asks: I enlisted Aug. 14, 1899, in U.S. Volunteer 
Infantry; mustered out Feb. 27, 1901; re-enlisted March 28, 
1901; discharged March 27, 1904; re-enlisted April 5, 1904; 
discharged for convenience of Government Oct. 1, 1905; re- 
enlisted Oct. 2, 1905; discharged for convenience of Govern- 
ment Sept. 22, 1908; re-enlisted Sept. 23, 1908. What is 
my pay as private? Answer: $21 per month. 

J. H. M. asks: Is a man who was arraigned and tried by 
G.C.M. for desertion and found guilty of absence without 
leave, and sentenced to two months’ confinement and for- 
feiture of $30, compelled to make the time good? Absence 
was from Oct. 11, 1907, to Dec. 2, 1907. If time is not 
made good could he draw re-enlistment pay and receive the 
bonus? Answer: (1) Yes. (2) No. 

COMMISSARY asks: (1) Would a man returned to the 
United States for observation and treatment in the General 
Hospital forfeit his double time for retirement, when upon 
discharge therefrom he was returned to duty in the Philip- 
pines? (2) Is there a ribbon issued for the Congressional 
medal for wear on dress and service uniforms? Answer: 
\1) No. (2) Yes. 

A. M. C. asks: (1) Will the candidates that take the ex- 
amination for second lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts here 
in the United States have to wait until the papers of candi- 
dates that went before different boards in the islands reaches 
the War Department before they receive their ratings and 


appointments? (2) Are there any candidates taking the ex- 
amination in the islands? (3) How many vacancies are 
there now? Answer: (1) and (2) Yes. (3) Twelve va- 
cancies, 


A. B. C. asks: Please give correct period of following men: 
A had service Aug. 12, 1891, to Nov. 11, 1894; March 13, 
1895, to March 12, 1898; April 16, 1898, to April 20, 1901; 
April 21, 1901, to April 20, 1904; April 21, 1904, to April 
20, 1907; May 1, 1907, and now in service. B had service 
April 13, 1895, to April 12, 1898; May 2, 1898, to April 14, 
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1899; June 9, 1899, to June 8, 1902; Aug. 22, 1902, to 
Sept. 25, 1905; Dec. 5, 1905, to Dec. 4, 1908, Dec. 5, 1908, 
and now in service. O had five years’ service, but stayed out 
ten years before re-enlisting May 12, 1898 in Volunteers, 
whre he served until Oct. 24, 1898; re-enlisting in Regular 
Army Nov. 1, 1898, has served continuously since. Answer: 
A is in the fifth period; B and O in the fourth. 

S. H.—New conditions are prescribed for appointment to 
the post non-commissioned staff by the amended Par. 93, 
Army Regulations, published in G.O. 232, on page 351, our 
issue of Nov. 27. 

F.—If you want to be an officer of the New York Na- 
tional Guard you must either be elected or appointed—it 
depends upon the organization you desire to enter. In some 
the officers are all appointed, and in others they are elected. 
You would have to pass a physical examination, and also an 
examination in tactics, general history, etc. It would cost 
you about $200 for your uniform, etc. Your service in the 
Army might help you. 

ONE HUNDRED.—Apply to the Q.M. Department for circu- 
lar giving subjects an applicant is examined in for the posi- 
tion of post quartermaster sergeant. 

A. 8S. C. asks: When the sight of the U.S. magazine rifle, 
model 1903, is set at point blank range is the sight leaf 
raised or flat? Avswer: The leaf of the sight is raised to a 
vertical position for point blank range. 














SALUTES BY SENTINELS. 


SALUTE.—During the playing of the ‘‘Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ the cadets at the U.S. Military Academy on duty as 
sentinels stand at attention with pieces at the right shoulder, 


but do not present arms at the last note. There is nothing 
in the Manual of Guard Duty which prescribes that they 
should do so. In our reply to ‘‘C. K.’’ Oct. 30, who stated 
that there was a decision exactly opposite to this, we replied 
that we had never heard of it. It appears that there was 
such a decision (if it may be called one), addressed to Gen. 
Charles King, W.N.G. (Captain, U.S.A., retired). We had 
never heard of it because it had never been promulgated. 
The decision referred to was one sent to General King by the 
War Department, dated A.G.O., Aug. 4, 1908, as follows: 

Par. 441. ‘‘Whenever the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ is played 
at retreat, sentinels on post close to where the ceremony 
takes place stand at attention until the lact note, and then salute 
with the present, provided their duties do not prevent their so 
doing.’’ Par. 384. ‘‘Whenever the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ 
is played by the band on a formal occasion other than retreat at 
a military station, or at any place where persons belonging 
to the military service are present in their official capacity, 
sentinels on posts close to where the ceremony takes place 
stand at attention throughout the playing of the national air, 
provided their duties do not prevent their so doing.’’ 

This decision was dated previous to the issue of the re- 
vised Manual, but it was repeated in the following decision, 
dated over a year after the issue of the Manual: 


Ist Indorsement (1579828). 
W.D., A.G.O., Washington, Oct. 29, 1909. 

Respectfully returned to Capt. Charles King, U.S. Army, 
retired, 117 Miller Block, Milwaukee, Wis., with the infor- 
mation that sentinels on post, if within the vicinity of where 
the flag is being lowered at retreat should stand at attention 
until the last note of the music and then salute with the 
present.

The decision found in the indorsements on the letters of 
General King of Aug. 4, 1908, and Oct. 29, 1909, was never 
published in a circular from the War Department, though it 
has appeared in Captain Moss’s pamphlet entitled ‘‘Army 
Alterations.’’ Par. 430, Manual of Guard Duty, approved 
Sept. 24, 1908, directs officers and men out of ranks to 
salute at the last note; it does not instruct sentinels to do 
so. Compliments from sentinels are clearly defined in Pars. 
252 to 264 inclusive, and 276, M.G.D., U.S.A. A close read- 
ing of these direct orders in connection with the salute fails 
to develop the fact that a sentinel presents arms at the last 
note of the ‘‘Star-Spangled Banner.’’ On the other hand, 
as we have recently observed, the eleventh general order for 
sentinels on post directs that he salute ‘‘ail officers and 
colors or standards not cased.’’ Par. 430 is still the con- 
trolling authority. 

In less than four years we have had three different meth- 
ods of saluting the flag when being lowered at retreat. The 
interpretation sent to General King is a reversion to the old 
order when sentries were confused by the various salutes they 
were required to render. The change to the present require- 
ments was an excellent one in the line of simplification and 
should be maintained.

G. R. asks: (1) At command ‘‘Inspection arms,’’ with 
which hand is the cartridge box opened and closed? (2) At the 
command ‘‘Load,’’ which hand is used for opening and clos- 
ing the box? Answer: (1) Left hand. (2) Right hand. 

R. D. H. asks: Imagine a relief in front of us, with the 
old and new corporal and the sentinel there with the relief 
six paces from them. At the command ‘‘No. 3,’’ or whatever 
the number of the post may be, from the new corporal, does the 
new sentinel come to the right shoulder or does he come to 
port arms? Answer: at the command, ‘‘No. (—),’’ both the 
old and the new sentinel execute port arms; the new senti- 
nel approaches the old, halting about one pace from him. 


R. C. O. asks: Par. 232, Infantry Drill Regulations, states, 
that ‘‘the company in any formation may be deployed as skir- 
mishers facing in any desired direction,’’ etc.—also further 
on, ‘‘the corporal leads his squad in the indicated direction 
or places it upon the alignment. Each squad is deployed as 
skirmishers as soon as disengaged.’’ The company being in 
column of squads, the command is, ‘‘As skirmishers on third 
squad to the rear.’’ What is the command of the leader of 
the third squad, and at what time does he give his com- 
mand? Answer: The third section of Par. 19 directs that 
when practicable commands and cautions are replaced by sig- 
nals. At the command, ‘‘ March,’’ the corporal of the third 
squad would leave his place in ranks and signal, ‘‘Change 
direction to the right,’’ as prescribed in Par. 19; this signal 
would be repeated twice. In case the squad was well in- 
structed, it would not be necessary for him to give this signal, 
as the No. 2 man of the front rank would follow in the trace 
of the corporal, as prescribed in Par. 147. The command 
necessary to execute the movement would be, ‘‘Squad, Right 
about, March.’’ 

E. F. W. asks: Please interpret last sentence in first sec- 
tion, Par. 589, .R.: ‘‘The commander of the troops 
salutes.’’ In case of a regiment marching in column of 
squads past another armed body, would regimental commander 
alone present saber? Answer: Only the commanding officer 
would salute. 

C. R. L. asks: Par. 129 nowhere provides that bayonets 
shall be fixed, although it is provided for in the Appendix; 
but the Appendix is said to apply to troops armed with the 
U.S. magazine rifle, model 1898. The drill regulations appear 
to have been written when the regulation arm was provided 
with a ramrod bayonet. The Florida National Guard is now 
armed with th? late model Springfield, long bayonet. The 
question is, should bayonets be fixed at command: ‘‘Inspec- 
tion, Arms’’? Answer: Bayonets are not fixed. The fifth 
section of Par. 54 is as follows: ‘‘The bayonet is not fixed 
except for instruction, in bayonet exercise, on guard, or 
when needed for purposes of defense or offense. 

W. R. W. asks: (1) Battalion parade: The officer receiv- 
ing the parade directs the company officers to form in rear of 
him while the first sergeants march the companies in review. 
Is it correct for the company officers to move directly for- 
ward until they are on a line with the adjutant, and then 
execute ‘‘about face’’? (2) Is it necessary for these com- 
pany officers to place themselves on the left of the adjutant 
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after executing the ‘‘about face’? (38) Is it necessary for 
the company officers to arrange themselves from right to left 
in accordance with rank? (D.S.0.) (4) Does the above 
apply also to regimental parade? Answer: (1) There is no 
authorized method; it is customary, however, to execute it in 
the following manner: The company officers halt, salute and 
come to the order with the officer taking the parade:, come 
back to carry saber with him. He directs them to form in 
rear. They move straight to the front until on a line with 
the adjutant, then halt and face about. Carry saber the 
same as the officer taking the parade; return saber with him 
and salute him when he dismisses them. It is executed this 
way at West Point. (2) No. (8) No. (4) Yes. 

E. F,. E. asks: (1) The best books on security and infor- 
mation, advance guard, outposts, etc. (2) Pars. 226 and 232, 
I.D.R.: In forming line of squads on right or left from 
column, when marching double time, does the base squad con- 
tinue at double time after changing direction? (3) Is this a 
correct command: ‘‘1, As skirmishers on third squad; 2, to 
the right; 3, march’’? Also, when rear squad is the base; the 
above command being given when company is marching in 
column of squads. (4) Company in column of squads: ‘‘1, 
As skirmishers on first squad: 2, to the right front; 3, 
march.’’ (5) Alse ‘‘1, As skirmishers on rear squad; 2, to 
the rear; 3, march.’’ (6) How would a line of skirmishers 
be formed from a column of files to the right, or from column 
of twos? (7) How does a line of skirmishers change front 
to the rear, the enemy being found to occupy a line in rear of 
the line of skirmishers? (8) What would be the procedure 
in assembling a squad if it was necessary; to assemble when 
marching to the rear? (9) What would be the command to 
change the front of a line of skirmishers to the right, cor- 
responding to the command, ‘‘Company right, in close order’’ / 
(10) With troops armed with U.S. rifle, model 1898, are 
bayonets fixed at inspection? (11) When troops are march- 
ing, and the command, ‘‘In place, halt,’’ is given, are the 
arms brought to the order? (12) In Par. 232, please in- 
terpret: ‘‘From company front; on (such) squad; forward, by 
the right and left flanks,’’ etc. Also from column of squads, 
the same. Answer: (1) Wagner’s Service of Security and 
Information. (2) Yes. (3) Command is correct. The third 
squad would execute ‘‘Squad right,’’ and deploy as skirmish- 
ers; the other squads would conform to the movement of the 
base (3d) squad; that is, execute ‘‘Squads right’’ on their 
own ground and form line of skirmishers on the base squad. 
(4) First squad would execute ‘‘Column half right,’’ and de- 
ploy as skirmishers; other squads would execute an oblique 
movement to the right and form line of skirmishers in pro- 
longation of the line formed by the first squad. (5) Rear 
squad would execute ‘‘Squad right about,’’ and form line of 
skirmishers; the other squads would conform to the movement 
of the rear squad and form line of skirmishers on the right 
or left and in prolongation of the line formed by the base 
squad. (6) Not authorized. (7) Changing front would hardly 
be necessary under the conditions mentioned. (8) Not au- 
thorized. (9) ‘‘Skirmishers right, march.’’ (10) No. (11) 
Yes. (12) The second section of the paragraph explains the 
method fully.

PQLO AT CAMP STOTSENBURG. 
Camp Stotsenburg, P.1I., Oct. 10, 1909. 

The week ending to-day has been a gala period at Camp 
Stotsenburg, the occasion being a polo tournament under the 
auspices of the 1st Cavalry. ‘Ihe 1st, 13th and 12th Cavalry 
and the Manila Polo Club competed for the lst Cavalry trophy, 
a beautiful cup, which in this initial joust was held for the 
lst Cavalry cup case, to which many important additions 
have been made during this tour of foreign service of the 
regiment, so soon to close. Batangas, as well as Manila, sent 
her coterie of guests to the Pampanga post, which outdid itself 
in the entertainment of visitors. 1t was a week of big din- 
ners and little dinners, of hops, near-hops and concerts, of 
rides and exhibition Cavalry events, but overtopping and 
shadowing all it was a week of polo—good, fast, exciting polo, 
whose very excellence speaks voiumes ior the growth in popu- 
larity of this greatest of great games in the Cavalry. ‘ine 
rainy season obligingly belied itself for the occasion and 
vouchsafed the best polo weather atfordable in the islands, 
with only enough gentle showers to keep the dust down. 

Of the extra-polo athletic events possibly the most interest- 
ing were the drills given by ‘troop I (Captain Sills) and 
‘Yroop L (Lieutenant MacAndrews), and the training squads 
of the lst Cavalry. The steeplechase course was taken by a 
special jumping squad of enlisted men and olticers, and the 
event, taking place on the level green of the plain, with the 
deep, verdant background of the jungle beyond the flying 
figures in the white and particolored silk shirts of the lst’s 
athletic teams, afforded a scene to be duplicated in interest 
and excitement nowhere. 

Yroop L, late winner of the division meet, gave a creditable 
exhibition of fancy drills, while Troop 1 (just out of training 
for the coming meet) contined itselt to an exhibition of its 
progress in horsemanship, affording the spectacle of an entire 
troop—without a single fudge or failure—going through the 
training exercises in perfect unison, perfect form, a perfec- 
tion stirring in its very completeness. ‘I'he special training 
squads went a step farther and exhibited a squad of ordinary 
Australian remounts, received scarcely more tnan a year ago, 
going through the haute école in a manner to delight the 
heart of any horseman. It was all a mute argument for those 
seemingly unattainable desiderata, troop commanders’ inde- 
pendence of action, and a post where ‘‘soldiering’’ is the 
chiefest, almost the only, aim. 

The polo games were played on three alternate days of the 
week, the intervening time being given to rest and amusment, 
The tournament opened with one of the most interesting 
games of its schedule, 1st Cavalry vs. Manila Polo Club. 

Polo is the diversion of Acting Governor General Forbes, 
and he has done a great deal to promote interest in the game 
in the islands, his latest notable act being the purchase of 
five Arabians in Egypt, which appeared for the first time 
on the Stotsenburg field, picturesquely groomed by an R. Kip- 
ling sais, in dirty red suspenders and a frayed turban. The 
teams had met before with honors even, and the rivalry was 
keen, for since the departure of the 10th Cavalry team the 
Manila combination has been considered the last word in 
Philippine polo. Upon the departure of the Cavalry regi- 
ments from the Orient this team has been picking the best 
ponies, and steadily improving its style of play. There 
can be no doubt that its groundwork is for solid building, 
or that the time is not far off when it will be an antagonist 
worthy of.anything in the East. Polo is a coming game in the 
islands, the new fields at Manila and Baguio alone indicating 
this—a fact that it will pay Cavalry regiments to consider in 
their preparation for their next tour in the East. 

The game—and the score is no criterion of its lively in- 
terest—opened by a spectacular dash up the field and through 
Manila’s posts, by Captain Foy, of the 1st, in the initial 
minute of play, and from that moment Foy was everywhere 
on the field, playing with a dash and aggressiveness not ap- 
proached on either team—an encomium that discounts the 
other players little, especially Captain Sills, who devoted his 
attention to keeping Manila’s strong man, the Governor him- 
self, out of the game, an object which he accomplished with 
persistent and annoying thoroughness. Dr. Strong was the 
ball carrier for the Manila team, and his work was admirably 
supported by Bowditch and Macdonnel. Lininger did his 
share of mallet work throughout the game, and Keller guarded 
the Cavalry goals. Final score, 3 1-2 to 2, in favor of the 1st. 

The second game was called immediately upon the close 
of the first between the 12th and 13th Cavalry. It was a 
trifle slower than the first game, for the 12th showed their 
lack of practice and experience in these contests throughout. 
They had expected little, but the showing they made was 
promising and satisfactory. For any polo building the spirit 
is the indispensable corner-stone, and the 12th has it for a 
skyscraper. Although playing a steadily losing game through- 
out, they showed remarkable improvement right on this field, 
and played without abatement of pluck and fighting spirit, 
without regard to score or circumstances. It was a feature 
of the tournament quite as much as the slightly better play- 
ing and higher scores of the other teams. Armstrong, for
